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THE EVIAN CONFERENCE 


IN March last the State Department of the United States of 
America announced that the Government had become “so 
impressed with the urgency of the problem of political refugees”’ 
that it had addressed to a number of Governments a proposal 
that an International Committee should te formed to deal with 
the question. In accordance with this statement a conference of 
some thirty States will shortly assemb’e at Evian, and its main 
task will be to consider what steps can be taken to ease the plight 
ol the Austrian and German refugees. For this American initiative, 
With its recognition that the hounding of the Jews is an inter- 
national problem demanding international action, every decent- 
minded man and woman must be profoundly grateful, and it is 
hot going too far to say that all the hopes and prayers of the 
Jewish sufferers, and of those in all countries who deeply sympa- 
thise with them, are now fixed on the Conference deliberations— 
and actions. 

'he task before the international delegates is, no doubt, not an 
Casy one. But its chief outlines can be stated. There are what 
may be termed a short-range and a long-range problem. The first 
consists in the imperious necessity of finding quickly some haven 
for the Jews whom it is sought, by methods of barbarism, to 
drive out of Germany and Austria. In Germany there is 
impatience at what are regasded as the insufficient results 
‘Oo far attained in forcing the Jews to leave and, as the 
harrowing reports in our news columns show, new turns 
are being given to the torture screw. In Austria, a 
time-limit of four years was set for the “liquidation” of the 


= 


Jewish Community of 250,000 souls. But, as the very moving 
article in The Times of last Saturday pointed out, the action that 
has followed looks as if the local authorities were trying to 
complete the ruin in four months, These distressing circumstances 
constitute the short-range problem demanding immediate action. 
The long-range problem is presented by the Jewrics under pressure 
elsewhere and by those members of the Austrian and German 
Communities whose cases may perforce have to be dealt with at a 
later date, 

How can the immediate needs be met with the greatest expedi- 
tion and effect ? Mr. CorpeLt HULL has stated that the United 
States is itself prepared to receive 17,000 of the victims, For that 
lead the warmest recognition is due, Is it likely to be followed by 
other Governments on a really adequate scale not ringed 
around with crippling restrictions ? No one, at this stage at all 
events, could return a confident “ yes ’’ to that question, But 
there is one country which could, at the very least, break the back 
of the immediate problem. That country is Palestine, designated 
the Jewish National Home. No improvised steps are needed to 
prepare itfor the task. It has been prepared by the Jews them- 
selves. In 1935, it received 61,000 Jewish immigrants without 
creating or aggravating any domestic economic difficulties, It 
could resume that role to-day. It isthe natural haven of the Jewish 
exiles, who, once admitted, would not be haunted by the age-long 
tragedy of having to “‘move on’*’ to some other land. Search the 
world as we may, there is no comparable resting place for the 
Jewish wanderers. It is so obviously the best, if not the only, 
place of refuge that any hesitation over its selection seems 
almost past understanding. It is imperative, therefore, that 
the whole of Palestine should be thrown open immediately, 
to help to the maximum of its capacity in_ the solution 
of the immediate problem. The British Government, con- 
scious of the terribly acute emergency and sympathising 
with Jewish suffering, can surely not close their ears 
to the logic of facts, or harden their heart against it. But an 
earnest appeal should also go out to the other nations to lend 
their fullest support, particularly their moral support, to whatever 
steps Great Britain may take to open the whole of Palestine for 
the fullest implementing of the Mandate. A declaration by the 
Powers firmly discouraging those Arabs who are resisting the 
easing of an agonising world problem would greatly strengthen 
the hand of Britain. It wou'd be an invaluable step from which 
it is profoundly to be hoped the Governments represented at 
Evian will not shrink. The latest news of the appointment of 
Lord WINTERTON as one of the two Brit:sh delegates to Evian can- 
not fail to arouse serious misgivings. That gentleman has on more 
than one occasion given voice to sent ments that were unmistakably 
anti-Zionist and pro-Arab and has made statements which have 
created the impression of an outlook very far from sympathetic 
with Jews in general. We cnly hope that the events will show 
that these grave misgivings are misplaced and that the possibility 
of using Palestine to the utmost in meeting the immediate painful 
emergency will not, intentionally or unintentionally, be prejudiced 
by Earl WINTERTON’S appointment, 

“There remains, however, the long-range problem. As to this, 
not a moment shou'd be lost in examining the possibilities of 
finding suitable areas for colonisation in still undeveloped terri- 
tories. The exploration could go on simultaneously with the 
Palestine immigration, for even if it 1s crowned with the greatest 
suc ess, two or three years must elapse before the actual absorp- 
tion of refugees in this manner can get under way. It is useless to 
hide one’s fervent hope that this search for areas will be directed 
to British lands where men are free and the air unpoisoned by 
racial fanaticism. It may be contended that in looking mainly to 
Palestine and the Empire, too heavy an obligation is laid on 
Britain. But this country has a noble tradition to sustain ; and 
it must not be overlooked that a Jewish bulwark to the British 
Empire's lines of communication in the Eastern Mediterranean 
and the enlistment of Jewish brains and cnergy in the peopling of 
empty spaces in Empire lands are surely no mean gains to offset 
the responsibilities of such a liberal policy. 

There is one step whch other nations might reasonably be asked 
to take. They could provide temporary asylum for the refugees, 
and permit them to work, without disturbing the local libour 
market, until such time as permanent homes are found. This is 
not an excessive or extravagant demand to make, if the Conference 
is not to sink to the level of an empty gesture, signifying nothing, 
and leaving the whole refugee problem to drift into mischievous 
anarchy. At the same time, the Powers have a right to insist on 
the partcipation of Germany in the solution of a problem 


which that country itself has made. If, in its own elegant language, 
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it is yearning to be judenrein, it ought to be called upon to allow 
its exiles to leave witha just proportion of their resources. As 
The Times article already referred to remarks, Germany cannot 
ask other nations to admit its Jews, and at the same time “force 
out its Jews naked.”’ 

It is unhappily true that Germany's action amounts to nothing 
but a blackmail of the world conscienc?. As such it sets a dangerous 
precedent. But while acknowledging these bitter truths, one 
cannot escape from pressing necessities. The very assembling 
of the representatives of the civilised nations at Evian shows that 
they have admitted this argument. But it is not all gain for 
Germany. She has branded herself with the mark of Cain and 
forfeited the respeci of the civilised world. One day her people, as 
distinct from the bullies who rule them now, will ask themselves 
whether the gratification of sadism and Jew-hatred was worth 
the shame and ignominy in which it has involved them. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


AN AMAZING CONCOCTION 

PEDESTRIANS and travellers in the streets, last week-end, were con- 
fronted with SUNDAY EXPRESS posters bearing the caption: THE 
JEWS: see page 16. On turning to page 16, they found a farrago of 
misrepresentations and downright untruths which must have filled them 
with astonishment that such stuff should find a place in a newspaper 
claiming the respect of informed readers. Let us quote some of the 
statements in the SUNDAY Express leading article and deal with them 
seriatim: 

“So far as can be seen, no actual violence has been shown them [the 
Jews] in the present outbreak.”"—-This is contradicted in reports in other 
English newspapers. On the day after the article in question appeared, 
the Berlin Correspondent of the EVENING STANDARD—a Beaverbrook organ 
—cabled that “no more arrests are reported to-day and the beatings of 
Jews have been very few during the past few days, indicating that the Nazis 
have been ordered to stick to their paint buckets.” The plain inference from 
this is that not only were Jews beaten but that they had been beaten in 
greater numbers in the previous days. 

“ Half the lawyers and half the doctors in Germany were Jews.”—In 
an official publication—* Wirtschaft und Statistik,” issued by the Reich 
Statistical Office, February and November, 1935—the true figures were 
given. They were ascertained in 1933, the year the Nazis came into power, 
and here they are: Jewish lawyers, 16.25 per cent. of the total; Jewish 
doctors, 10.88. Those acquainted with the facts need hardly be told that 
if the percentages reached even these totals, it was because until 1918 Jews 
were barred either completely or nearly from other professions such as the 
Fighting Services and the Civil Service. 


SOME FACTS 
But let us proceed further: 


“ Half a century ago the (Russian) Jews owned a great part of the 
agricultural land of Russia.’ This ts a repetition of the stale old legend 
of the Russian anti-Semites, which was thoroughly disproved by the 
researches instituted by the Russian official Commission appointed to inquire 
into the Jewish question and over which Count Pahlen presided. The Com- 
mission found that, in the year 1881, the Jews, in twelve out of the fifteen 
Governments in the Pale of Settlement, formed ten per cent. of the popula- 
tion. But they owned only about 1.4 per cent. of the entire area. 

“When the War broke out in 1914 and all through the War, Jews in 
neutral countries here, there, and everywhere were found who wanted 
to favour the German cause, because Germans were fighting against 
Russia.’ How many Jews? The truth is that in the neutral countries. 
Jewish opinion, as a who'e, followed the general line. In America, the 
German people went against it, and favoured their German kinsfolk. 

“In Britain, half a million Jews find their home.”, As no religious 
census is taken here, no official figure is available. But exhaustive and 
careful investigation by expert Jewish statisticians, under scientific auspices, 
has never put the figure higher than 350,000—or a slight matter. of 
150,000 below the SuNDAyY Express statement. This figure has been 
published to the world and never challenged. 

“ Just now there is a big influx of foreign Jews into Britain. Thev are 
overrunning the country.”—-Visions of invading armies, devouring the land 
like the locusts, are conjured up by these words. But what are the facts? 
According to the aliens return for the quarter ended March 31st last. 
the latest figures, just on 80,000 travellers entered this country. But. on 
the other hand, 72,600 embarked, leaving a balance of between seven 
and eight thousand to represent the invading host. How many Germans 
came? Just 15,895. But 13,713 re-embarked, leaving only 2.155 among 
the overrunning foreigners. And this includes, of course, a large number 
of “Aryans.” Since March, 1938, no “ big influx ” of Austrians has occurred. 
for the simple reason that if they wished to come they would. like the 
Jews of the old Reich, find it difficult, if not impossible, to escape from 
their country. 


PANIC-MONGERING 

FINALLy, there is the statement that the foreign Jews are “ trying to 
enter the medical profession in great numbers,” and “ wish to practise 
2s dentists.” Well, they may be “ trying” to perpetrate the crime of 
practising medicine here. But they cannot succeed before first passing 
the usual examinations and_ registering, no _ trifling task. 
In any case, up to April of this year only 187 medical refugees from 
Germany had been allowed to follow their profession in this country 
—or 0.31 per cent. of the total names on the register. In the light of all 
this, we feel that we need not follow the matter any further. But 
we are entitled to ask what was at the back of the publication of this 
ignorant and malignant article? Was it intended to create an aliens 
scare? It would seem so. Our contemporary repudiates any sympathy 
with the hostility to German Jewry, and reminds us that intolerance is 
loathed by almost everybody in this country. But it goes on to say 
that “ by keeping a close watch on the causes which fed the intolerance 
of the Jews in other European countries, we shall be able to continue 


to treat well those Jews who have made their homes among us, many 
of them for generations.” But the cause which fed German anij- 
Semitism was, according to the article, that German Jews became 
too prosperous. There were too many doctors and dentists. Is jt 
suggested that only by instituting a Continental numerus clausus can 
it be possible for English Jews to be treated well? A similar 
reason was given for the recent anti-Jewish legislation in Hungary. 
But it is a new and startling suggestion in an English journal, and. 
together with the misrepresentations to which we have called atten- 
tion, constitutes a deplorable departure from the standards which 
have given the British Press its high standing in the journalistic world, 


FASCISTS’ COAT-TRAILING TACTICS 

THEIR campaign in the mainly non-Jewish areas of the East End not 
having yielded, so far, all that was expected of it, the Fascists have now 
resorted to the device of holding meetings in overwhelmingly Jewish 
streets, including one (Philpot Street) which contains no fewer than 
three Synagogues. There can, of course, be no hope of spreading, in 
this way, the glad tidings of the Berlin-cum-Vienna dispensation. 
Denunciation of Jews in these Jewish neighbourhoods cannot he 
expected to appeal to a Jewish audience and win converts for th: 
“cause.” What, then, is the motive behind the new tactics? Accord. 
ing to Fascist professions, the purpose is to establish the right o; 
Englishmen to hold public meetings wherever they please— in 
the present case, to force people to endure the blackguarding of them- 
selves, and, whether they want to or not, to hear the abuse in the: 
own homes, through the medium of loud-speakers. That excuse w)!| 
carry neither conviction nor sympathy among fair-minded men 
and women. There is, however, a more plausible explanation. 
The calculation is that by trailing the Fascist coat in the face of 
Jews, the Jews will be driven to react violently, with the resu!: 
that all meetings in the areas in question will be banned. This, in its 
turn, is expected to offer three advantages. It might bring down on 
Jews the displeasure of democrats. It might split the ranks of the 
opponents of Fascism. And, best of all, it might enable Mosley and 
his myrmidons to assert that they are compelled to retire from the East 
End altogether owing to the denial of public rights, and thus avoid the 
admission of their own failure in that area. 


POSSIBILITIES OF ACTION 

THERE are two possible ways of countering this trick. The Jews might 
boycott the meetings and leave the Fascists to bawl their provocations 
into a solitude. There would then be no disturbance, or call for the 
suppression of open-air meetings (unless the usual stage army ol 
Fascists were imported to create an artificial uproar—a ruse which 
could only cover the agitators with ridicule). But to ask the local Jews 
to lie down tamely under abuse would be to demand too much of 
human nature. There are limits, as Lord Balfour once reminded us, to 
human endurance. The second alternative method would be to fall into 
the Fascist trap and ban meetings in the streets affected. This would 
restore peace in the neighbourhood, but it would be received with head- 
shakings by many in this free land, moré especially as it would be difficult 
to raise the bar against one party only and give the others complete free- 
dom. That being so, it would seem that the only course is to allow the 
meetings to proceed, but to stop them, witha minimum of delay, the 
moment they show signs of becoming disorderly. This suggestion, one 
realises, is far from ideal, and has the demerit of throwing on the police 
a responsibility which, if not new, is nevertheless trying. But it is hard) 
to be imagined that the Government are prepared to fly in the face of 
democratic sentiment by adding to the prohibition of street processions 
the banning of street meetings. One may fairly ask, however, that 
the use of the vile provocation of loud-speakers should be ended 
forthwith. It only needs the issue of a by-law by the local authorities. 
Surely they have sufficient interest in the matter to act upon the 
suggestion, and act now? 


FOR YOUR PROTECTION 

MEANWHILE, there is something that the Community can do for itse!'. 
It can multiply every legitimate means of defence at its disposal. 
Better than crying for assistance from others is the safeguarding of 
one’s vital interests, so far as humanly possible, by one’s own efforts. 
Last week we described, in some detail, what is being done in this way 
by the Co-ordinating Committee of the Deputies (we wish, by the way, 
they would adopt some more suitable title). That Committee was shown 
to be hard at work on the defence preblem. But, like every movement. '! 
must have the necessary funds to carry on the work, and in order that 
these should not fail, it is taking two steps. Itis urging the synagogues 
not cluded in the United Synagogue to adopt a voluntary levy on 
their members, and it is appealing to the constituents of the United Syna- 
gogue —which, as an organisation, is already burdened with many levies 
whose purpose is essentially defence—to raise funds in other ways for 
the cause. It is earnestly to be hoped that both these proposals will be 
received with approval, and even with enthusiasm. They are born o! 
a vital need, which does not spring only from the Mosley propaganda, 
to which events, day by day, bear urgent witness. A community 


unwilling to contribute to the cost of its own protection could not blame 
its leaders if, in an emergency, it found itself defenceless. All it would 
succeed in doing would be to earn its enemies’ contempt and increase 
their confidence of victory.

rhe Friendly Society movement has won many admirers in the 
Community by its splendid work. But the movement asa whole might 
easily be prejudiced by such procedure as mentioned above. In 
the case of the Order rcferred to, the discharges were apparently made 
out of reasons of economy. But the Order will realise that it is very 
much dependent on popular opinion, and that it may find that, in the 
long run, it will lose more through loss of membership than it will gain 
by its present action. After all, economy is one thing, but economy 
effected through something dangerously resembling sweating is another, 
especially in the case of a Friendly Society

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


“GLORIOUS MORNING” 


By WATCHMAN 


[He fight of the human mind and spirit to express themselves is an old 
one dating back many generations. But it has blazed up again in our 
day with an intensity never exceeded. The subject is vital and compel- 
ling, the very stuff of real drama, and it is handled in a new play, 
“Glorious Morning,” with a sincerity, a restraint, an insight, and a dignity 
that befit the tremendous theme. The besetting dangers of such a theme 
are the temptations to be led into over-emphasis, to indulge in over- 
done heroics bordering on claptrap, and to close the ears to the argu- 
ments of the other side. Those dangers are ably avoided in the play to 
which I am referring, which unites a sense of theatre with mental 
balance, and with a hold on truth which does not shirk the tragic 
denouement with which human annals have made us only too 
painfully familiar. “Glorious Morning” is a_ successful attempt 
to transfer to the stage the essence of the argument for and 
against Totalitarianism which is keeping the world on the tenter- 
hooks of anxiety. It is an argument conducted on broad lines. 
without delving too deeply into “ philosophy ” or detail--an argument 
befitting the reactions of a simple peasantry to the sudden onset of new- 
‘angled and terrifying ideas. And although it never mentions Jews as 
such, its relevance to the Jewish plight to-day is so sharp and direct that 
jews cannot but be profoundly interested in it, and understand all the 
better the fight in which they are engaged to-day. 


Barry, “ Glorious Morning” is the story of a land-owning peasant 
family in a rural town caught in the vortex of a Totalitarian revolution. 
For generations they have lived in the same comfortable house, and been 
respected by all about them ina community not unhappy or disturbed 
by the discontents and murmurings of the great cities. To them, there- 
fore, as well as to the head of the family, the revolution has come as 
something of a shock. They do not understand the new gospel of 
Property, or of the State, with its idea of godlessness. The old head of 
the family, robbed of his land, is unconvinced, and uneasy about his 
religion, though he sullenly submits. And the local revolutionary 
council, headed by a Commandant, who 1s obviously a moderately- 
minded and compassionate Jew, seeks to win the inhabitants not by 
ruthlessness, but by persuasion and conciliation. 


One day a granddaughter returns from University strangely moved by 
what she regards as a beatific vision. She.believes she has seen a 
figure clad in white which has led her gently to behold a part of God's 
kingdom, so that she might see the light and take back to her people 
the message that God lives. She returns home2, possessed by a per- 
tervid determination to carry out this mission, a determination which 
immediately fires the latent courage and religious sentiment of her aged 
grandfather. Both of them set about the task of converting the very 
amenable local people, until on the scene comes a ruthless revolutionary 
general deputed by the Supreme Council. The leaders are arrested, 
together with a great number of the loca! inhabitants. All are put on 
trial, over which the general presides, and grandfather and grand- 
daughter are plied with arguments, but refuse to budge. Several of their 
immediate collaborators are tested by the lie that their leaders have 
recanted, but they refuse to believe. And in the end, all of them, 
tozether with the Commandant, are sent to the firing squad. 


Sccu is the brief story, but the telling of it, the argument for and 
against Totalitarianism, is well and truly told. What is the argument 
in favour, as stated by its protagonists? It is the familiar one that 
the Totalitarian State spells efficiency, which in its turn means, as it Is 
intended to mean, food, shelter, and security for the workers, and 
the banishment of the old poverty, fear,and misery. Surely, it is asked, 
even God Himself would approve this? But to secure this efliciency, 
and therefore these blessings, there must be a State witi unchallenged 
power over the bodies and souls of its citizens. It could not tolerate 
any superior entity such as a Deity. It is, itself, the only Deity. It 
could not permit even the institution of the family, for that means 
private affection and devotion, and is therefore dangerous. “ The 
State Is All!” is the regulation salute with which loyalists must greet 
one another, and any who refuse it are deep-dyed traitors. 


li will be seen, of course, that all this is materialism of the most blatant 
and thoroughgoing character, a creed which takes no account of the 
deep-seated spiritual yearnings of men or the mystery of life. It Is a 
view of human existence perverted by a mental squint, a view which 
Sees only half the realities and which is therefore doomed, sooner or 
later, to defeat. But what of the claims of which we hear so much? 
Efficiency ? Some years ago a British statesman—Lord Roseberry, I 
think —was announced to give an important speech. Immense prepara- 
tions were made for the meeting. The railways carried people from all 
Parts of the land to the venue (which was Chesterfield, if I remember 
aright). The press and the public alike were agog with strained 


expectancy of the new revelation that was to make national, if not 
world, history. Then the oracle spoke, and his message was—that the 
nation must cultivate efficiency. A great cry of disillusionment went 
up. “Is that all?” was the question on hundreds of thousands of 
lips. It was not enough. There was no inspiration in it, not even the 
element of novelty. Yet efficiency is the thing that the modern 
Totalitarians mostly brag about. Is even that claim strictly true? Can 
a scheme of things which can only provide guns or butter, but not 
guns and butter, be described as ideally efficient? Is a government 
which has so contrived that it could not, for want of various necessities, 
Stand up to the democratic countries in war for more than a few 
months, to be called efficient? Isa state of things in which prices are 
high, staple foods run short, and the populace has to stand in queues for 
the satisfaction of its prime needs, the mark of national efficiency ? 
Is a government, indeed, which has brought its people again and again 
to the verge of war and which can only exist by virtue of the help of 
concentration camps and an army of spies, the unchallengeable exponent 
ol efficiency in its highest expression? These are further questions 
which the brilliant author of “Glorious Morning” might well have 
asked. .“ The State is all!” cries the general to the prisoners. “Can 
the State control the sun, the moon, and the stars?” retorts the old man ; 
“why, you don't even know how to farm my land!” The State is not 
all, the author might have added, for Nazidcm has never been able to 
bend the great German landowners to its will, and has thereby falsified 
its Own promises and perjured itself. Nor has it been able to crush 
the opposition of the Churches. Force has been beaten by the spirit. 
When the local Commandant pleads with the General that “ the people 
here are different,” he raps out the answer, “then they must be made 
the same.” Yet noteven the threat of the rifle succeeds in forcing them 
into the prescribed pattern. They remain faithful till death to their 
awn ideas. “ There is something above the State,” the General is told, 
namely, “truth.” The State may murder men ; it cannot murder truth. 
Itcan try to bayonet the love of liberty: it can never exterminate 
it. In the end, it acquires only graves, not converts. For the spirit of 
Voltaire goes marching on! “I disapprove of what you say, but to 
the death I will defend your right to say 1!” 


IN short, the claim to total efficiency in an all-powerful Total tarian 
State blessed to overflowing with this world’s goods ts a claim which 
cannot be sustained. Evenif it could be, and if life does go more easily 
in a Totalitartan State than in free lands, I, for one, would hold with 
the famous: orator who declared that he would rather sce England 
free than sober, and with the underlying idea of that remark many will 
agree. Food? drink”? shelter? These are good and indispensable 
things. But ranged alongside of them, in point of vital necessity, 
though not in conflict with them, are the things singled out 
in the Jewish teaching: “Man doth not live by bread alone, 
but by all that goeth forth out of the mouth of the Lord doth 
man live.” The tssue between the State worshippers and the 
God and freedom worshippers—for treevom and conse ence are 
of God -can never be resolved or compromised. Tte play makes 
that clear. It is faith against faith. “The State teils you there is no 
God. Are you wiser than the State?” asks the prosecutor. “ Sooner 
or later. those who tell us there ts no God will be overthrown,” 
says the old man of the story. Yet, as between the warring creeds, we 
are not wholly unable to decide. The invulnerability of dictatorship is 
belied by countless pages of blood-stained human history. “ Germany 
to-day,” said that brave friend of the Jewish people, Commander 
Locker-Lampson, the other day, “is a slave State, and no one can say 
that a slave State can survive.” On the other hand, we are faced with 
the fact that if the dictatorship principle ts true, and men are 
fitted for nothing better than the life of automatons, destined only 
to become cannon-fodder at the will of a tyrant, then the human 
creation is a mystery, and progress a cruel and discredited myth. 
Our own ineradicable instincts te!l us that that is not the fate of the 
human kind, that the race derives from a nobler—and divine-— 
purpose, and is destined to a nobler end than serfdom of mind in a 
robot world. In the play. the champions of liberty die. That is 
the story told again and again—the story of martyrs, renowned and 
obscure. Jew and Gentile. That it should be repeated in our day is 
sad and depressing. But when the martyrs in the play go bravely 
to their doom, the obscure girl through whom the Divine voice speaks 
cries: “ This is not the end; it is only the beginning,” and the glorious 
morning sun lights her footsteps.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Spying Out the Promised Land 


The page of history contained in to-morrow’s Sidra unfolds one of 
the most instructive episodes in the long period of Israel's wanderings 
in the desert. After a lapse of two years since the chains of Egyptian 
slavery had been broken and the Revelation on Sinai had exalted 
Israel to serve as God's chosen people—‘‘a kingdom of priests and 
a holy nation “—they had learned that their destiny was safe in the 
hands of Divine Providence, “a pillar of cloud by day and a pillar o/ 
fire by night.” In one sense, therefore, as they drew near the southern 
borders of the Promised Land, there appeared to be no need to send 
spies either to report upon the fertility of Canaan or upon the warlike 
strength of its inhabitants. Yet the Divine Power on which the man of 
faith sets his reliance does not supersede his prudence and his duty 
of making wise plans for his own guidance. Self-help is essential, 
however perfect be the trust in the Supreme. The weakness of the 
Spies in returning with their despondent impressions of their visi 
showed that their natural timidity had overcome their faith in God. 
Though they were picked men who were selected because they were 
expected to be full of courage and enthusiasm for their task, they 
lamentably failed, all except Caleb and Joshua, at the crucial moment. 
God appoints men to duty, but their personal character and tendencies 
persist and colour all their actions. Since Israel had gone forth from 
Egypt, they had slowly made their way through the desert sands 
attacked by marauding tribes and suffering many hardships. Now 
they confidently awaited the result of the journey of their messengers, 
hoping to learn from them that they would soon enter a land flowing 
with milk and honey, a land of vineyards and running streams. !n 
a short while, they would know whether the Divine promise to the 
patriarchs had deceived them, and the glories of the Promised Land 
were but a dream, a mirage, such as travellers behold in the wilderness. 

Our life is often like a series of marches hither and thither in the 
desert of the world. Neither as individuals nor as a people do we 
appear to be able to establish ourselves with security in any state of rest 
or contentment. The past and present wanderings of Jewry, the bitter 
hostility and upheavals that disturb our life to-day make us feel as 
if our Exile will never end, and into many a brave heart there enters a 
spirit of dejection that destroys all faith in a brighter future. As 
the years go by, in spite of mighty struggles to win our freedom and 
peace of mind and body, the regions of the world seem to become 
more and more inhospitable. Hopes once cherished are, one alter 
another, doomed to disappointment, lands where we formerly lived 
in happiness have changed into countries of oppression. Like our 
ancestors upon hearing the gloomy report of the unfaithful ten Spies, 
we ¢ry in despair, there is no Promised Land, all is lost! 

Such a dismal outlook is a denial of the power of Divine Providence 
and a want of understanding of the possibilities of life in all its 
aspects. Pessimism has never yet won a battle. Even in the wastes 
of the desert, here and there appeared an oasis with waving trees 
and fresh water. From their miraculous experiences since their deliver- 
ance from bondage, Israel should have learnt that a new vista of hope 
had often dawned upon their view in the darkest moments, life-giving 
springs had opened in the desolate earth to the true seekers after God, 
that a wholehearted Faith in His Strong Hand and Outstretched Arm 
could conquer all obstacles and make life worth living. 

The evil report of the Spies stirred up a revolt among the people 
who saw their hopes of a successful invasion dashed to the ground. 
They had been so certain of securing the material wealth of the 
Promised Land that all else was forgotten, and their disappointment 
crushed them. The modern Jew is too often deeply absorbed in the 
business and cares of life, to the exclusion of higher aspirations. 
Immersed in the engrossing labours of the world, we are apt to 
forget that richer draughts of energising vigour can be drunk from 
the well of Religious Faith than can be obtained in the laboratory or 
the counting-house or in indulgence in pleasure. If we were less 
occupied with worldly interests and strove more to share in those 
spiritual possessions that are the permanent glories of life, according 
to the teachings of our Judaism, we would be fortified in our resistance 
to hostile influences, we would face our tribulations with a calmer 
courage. The faithful Calebs and Joshuas of our time are those stou!- 
hearted men who are not daunted by giants of opposition nor terrified 
by the strongholds of evil, but who hear the voice of God calling them 
to their higher duty. They teach the elevating doctrine that “ righteous- 
ness exalteth a nation,” that, though wrong may flourish for a space. 
it will be brought to an end in God's own time. The entry of Israc! 
into the Promised Land was not alone for their own material happiness 
but in order to realise the Divine purpose of creating in the chosen 
people a source of blessing for the whole of mankind. We are not 
set in the world to enjoy the milk and honey of a fertile land in order 
to fulfil our own desires, regardless of our many obligations to our 
fellow-man and our duty towards God. Like Israel on the threshold 
of the Land of Promise. our spiritual destiny is to serve as a witness 
to the eternal truths of God's Law, whose principles are to become 
the motive power of man’s noblest conceptions of right and justice 
and liberty. To be a witness to God has never been a light task, @s 
the tragic story of our past demonstrates, and it is in no way easic’ 
to-day, amid the storm of a virulent anti-Semitism that has brought 
so much suffering upon our people throughout the world. But those 
servants of the Lord are our true guides who, like Caleb and Joshua,

THE EVIAN CONFERENCE 
Earl Winterton as Delegate 


NO BRITISH EMPIRE PLAN 


In reply to a question by Mr. D. R. Grenrecrt (Lab., Gower), Mr. 
R. A. Butter (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) told the House of 
Commons on Tuesday: “ My right hon. friend, the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster (Earl Winterton), and Mr. C. M. Palairet, 
K.C.M.G., until recently His Majesty's Minister at Vienna, will repre- 
sent His Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom at the Evian 
meeting.” 

Some details of the career of Earl Winterton will be found on page 37. Mr. 
Palairet has held diplomatic posts since 1905 in Rome, Vienna, Paris, Athens, 
Tokio, Peking, Bucharest, and Stockholm. He was attached to the Peace 
Delegation at Paris in 1918, and last year he was British Minister at Vienna. 

Mr. Grenfell asked the Secretary for the Dominions whether the 
Government was taking steps to consult the Dominion Governments 
with regard to the reception and absorption of refugees, with a view 
to submission at the Evian Conference of a concerted plan for the 
Empire as a whole. 

Lorp STANLEY: “ The admission of refugees from any particular 
country and their subsequent employment are matters for each of His 
Majesty's Governments to decide in the light of the conditions obtain- 
ing.in their respective countries at the time. I do not feel, therefore, 
that the hon. Member's suggestion is a practicable one. The Dominion 
Governments have, however, been invited to be represented at the 
Evian Conference, and the United Kingdom delegation to that Con- 
ference will keep in close touch with the Dominion delegations there.” 


LIMITATION OF OBJECTIVES 


Government Statement 


The Evian Conference will not expect or ask any country to receive 
a greater number of immigrants than is permitted by its present legis- 
jation, but its main object will be to improve and enlarge the facilities 
for the admission of immigrants to countries of refuge. This none- 
too-clear statement was made on behalf of the Government in the 
course of the debate on the Foreign Office vote on Tuesday. Mnrp. 
ARTHUR HENDERSON (Lab., Kingswinford) drew attention to the Con- 
ference and asked whether the delegation from this country was to be 
under the control of the Foreign Office or of some other Department. 

“The question of Jewish and political refugees,” he said, “has become 
an international question to-day, and it is time the matter was recog- 
nised as such. I hope the Government are going to that Conference 
with the intention of doing everything they can to ease the terrible 
plight of these unfortunate Jewish refugees, I believe the treatment 
of the Jews in Germany and Austria has sent a feeling of horror 
throughout civilisation. It is about as inhuman as it could be. It 
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seems to me that the Germans are animated by a kind of sadism run 
mad. I hope the Government will seek to persuade the Evian Con- 
ference to make friendly approaches to the Governments concerned 
to modify this policy of persecution, impoverishment and racial dis- 
crimination. If that fails, something will have to been done to deal with 
the position. 

“Whatever one may say about the rights of a particular country 
to do what it likes within its own borders, I believe that the oppression 
that the Jews are suffering to-day is the concern of every man and 
woman who has any regard for the decencies of life. I hope the 
Government will realise that they may have to face up to a ver, 
difficult problem. According to a recent decree in Berlin, at leas; 
25.000 Jews will have to leave each year, and another 25,000 fron 
Austria. and unless some alternative home is to found one can on), 
imagine the terrible position in which these unfortunate people wi)! 
find themselves. The problem of the Jews ts very largely the resuj: 
of the appalling economic conditions in Central Europe, and I belie, 
that if the Government, in co-operation with other Governments, wi!) 
make some attempt to improve those conditions, the present anxictic. 
of the 5.000.000 of Jewish population in Central Europe and the 
Balkans will be considerably lessened.” 

Replying to the debate, Mr. R. A. Butler said: 

“The Committee realise, judging by the number of lette;; 
which I have myself received from hon. Members, the seriousness 0: 
this problem of refugees from Germany and Austria at the present tim< 
One of the main difficulties of a conference of this sort ts, of course. 
finance. While we have not yet received from the United States 
Government, for purposes of publication, the agenda for this Con- 
ference, we know it is proposed that the financing of emergenc, 
immigration should be undertaken by private organisations within the 
respective countries and no country will be expected or asked to receive 
a greater number of immigrants than is permitted by its present legis- 
lation. Those are the general bases of policy to be discussed at this 
Conference. The United Kingdom representatives will receive in duc 
course full instructions from us and, no doubt, the main object of the 
Conference will be to improve and enlarge the facilities for the 
admission of immigrants to countries of refuge both here and in othe: 
parts of the world. 

“| think that is the main question on the subject of refugees which 
was put to me, but I know that considerable interest has also been 
evinced in the House in the present position of Jews in Germany. Ihe 
latest action in response to the recent decree issued in that country 
on the subject of Jewish property, 1s that His Majesty's Government 
have decided that British interests can best be protected through action 
designed to secure the narrowest possible application of the decree 
where they are concerned, With this object in view, His Majesty's 
Ambassador has been instructed to inform the German Government 
that His Majesty's Government formally claim the right to extend their 
diplomatic protection to British subjects who under German law are 
regarded as Jews if they are deprived of their property or their liberty 
as a result of the decree. 1 would remind the Committee that, in the 
first place, the decree only demands registration and that.it does not 
necessarily follow that those who register their property will then be 
deprived of it, as the decree says, * in the interests of German economy) . 
I have taken special care to inform the Committee of the action on 
which we have decided in the matter.”

Mr. Georrrey (Under-Secretary, Home Office): A Fascist 
meeting was held in Club Row, which was attended by about 200 
people. At the close of this meeting these people would have dispersed 
in the ordinary way, but an opposition meeting was held about ha!! 
a mile away which was attended by about 2,000 people, and at the 
close of the Fascist meeting the Fascists were surrounded by so large 
and hostile a crowd that there was a risk of serious disorder. [n 
order to get the Fascists away the police arranged to escort them 
down Bethnal Green Road, and it is no doubt this arrangement which 
has given rise to the suggestion that a procession was permitted. As 
regards the last part of the question, while it is impossible to prevent 
the crowds assembling in the streets when meetings are being he'd, 
the police take all possible steps within their existing powers to prevent 
disturbances arising on such occasions and to deal with persons who 
behave in such a way as to provoke a breach of the peace. 

Sir P. Harris: Will the Under-Secretary consider, in purely 
residential districts, regulating the use of loudspeakers? The public 
can keep away from ordinary meetings, but the loudspeaker penetratcs 
into their homes and causes great nuisance. 

Mr. Lloyd: The Commissioner of Police has recommended to the 
Bethnal Green Council that they should make by-laws dealing with 
this subject. In the absence of such by-laws the police have no powe'. 

Mr. REGINALD SoRENSEN (Lab., Leyton, W.): Is it not a fact that 
there are powers in existence, quite apart from by-laws, for the 
suppression of this noise? 

Mr. Lloyd: I am advised not. 

Mr. Wa. GALLACHER (Com., Fife, W.): Is it not a fact that the loud-

LABOUR PARTY AND ANTI-SEMITISM 
British Protest Urged 


At the House of Commons on Wednesday night, the National 
Executive Committee of the Labour Party adopted a_ resolution 
expressing “its deep abhorrence of the renewed outburst of anti- 
Semitic agitation in Germany.” The resolution also drew the atten- 
tion of the Government “ to well-known precedents in internaticna! 
law for protesting against the actions of the German Government,” and 
i! asked “that the view of Great Britain should be expressed with 
eMphasis upon them.” 


THE EMIR ABDULLAH’S SCHEME

Peace Army Conference 


AN ATTEMPT TO HELP 


A conference on ~ Peacemaking and Palestine,” at which the Jewish 
and Arab points of view were put forward by Professor S. Brodetsky 
and Dr. Izzat Tannous respectively, was held at Friends’ House. Euston 
Road, N.W., last Friday. Dr. Maude Royden spoke, and Mrs. Joyce 
Pollard explained what was being done by the Peace Army. It was a 
delegate conference, and was attended by representatives of various 
peace organisations, League of Nations Union branches, adult schools, 
ind Co-operative gutlds. 

()r. Tannous, the first speaker, devoted most of his time to attacking 
Partition. He repeated what has been said many times before:. that 
ihe Arabs were not anti-Jewish, that Jews were well treated in Egypt, 
syria, and Iraq; and that the Arabs had never persecuted Jews. They 
were, however, opposed to political Zionism. Great Britain. he said. 
had broken all her War-time pledges except the Balfour Declaration: 
and, except for Palestine, all the Arab countries had achieved independ- 
ence. A Jewish minority in Palestine would have a guarantee of full 
minority rights under an Arab Government. 

Asked about the fate of the Assyrians in Irag, Dr. Tannous said 
that they had “revolted,” as had the Irish against Britain. The 
revolt had been suppressed by the Iraqi Government. Another 
yuesuioner asked the speaker to reconcile his statements about Britain's 
pledges and the Arabs having achieved independence. His reply 
was not at all clear, but seemed to indicate that he was referring 
earlier to the immediate post-War condition of the Arabs. 

Professor Brodetsky outlined the condition of the Jews throughout 
the world, and continually laid emphasis on their desire for peace. He 
reviewed the promises made to Jews about Palestine and the sub- 
sequent events. Replying to a questioner, he said that even during the 
last six months the Jews had been trying to enter into negotiations 
with the Arabs; but his official position prevented him from giving 
iny further details. Another question evoked the reply that, although 
he thought that Partition would be a disaster, there could be greater 
gisasters. 


Eritain’s Share of Responsibility 


Dr. Maude Royden, C.H., said that Britain had a share of respon- 
sibility for the situation in Palestine. There was great difficulty in 
discovering the actual facts of the agreements made with, and promises 
made to, both sides. Neither Jews nor Arabs owed anything to Great 
Britain, who did what any other nation would have done in the same 
circumstances, There were two sorts of Jews, she said, the real Zionist 
idealists and those who were simply refugees from persecution. She 
believed that if only the former had gone to Palestine there would 
have been no trouble, and they would, as they did, have made friends 
with the Arabs. When the latter went there, the Arabs began to get 
irizhtened. Was there no other place for these people’ she asked. 
All refugees were a problem for the whole world. She pleaded for 
“another turn of the globe to find a refuge for them. She then 
spoke of the possrbility of increased Jewish immigration into other 
Arab territories, and said, m conclusion, that there must be a real basis 
for the Arab agitation in Palestine. It could not possibly have gone 
on so long unless there was. She hoped that there might be a ten- 
\car truce between the two peoples in order to get rid of the “ potsoned 
atmosphere ” that existed. 

\irs. Pollard voiced her admiration of the Jewish communal! sett!2- 
ments which she had seen on a visit to Palestine. 

in the course of the general discussion, Mr. Musa Husseini, who 
was to have presented the Arab case earlier, spoke for ten minutes. 
He read a manifesto of the Arab Higher Committee (which was 
declared illegal by the Palestine Administration a short time ago) 
presenting the Arab case. He said that a Jewish State would be of 
no practical value to the Jewish masses outside Palestine. Miss Esta 
Berlin, a Palestinian Jewess, made a spirited, if not altogether tactful, 
reply. Captain Philip Mumford, of the Peace Pledge Union, attacked 
the Sykes-Picot frontier agreement between Palestine and Syria, and 
suggested a union of all the territories lying between Alexandretia in 
the north and the Sinai peninsular in the south. He thought that if 
that were achieved the Arabs might be prepared to permit the Jews 
lo have a State in a province of that area. He asked Mr. Husseini for 
his Views on the subject, but that gentleman gave no indication of his 
lcelings. A later Arab speaker, however, said that the Arabs would 
Oppose the granting of a Jewish State even in one village of Palestine. 

vrofessor Norman Bentwich said he saw no reason why both Jews 
and Arabs should not live in Palestine. The need for Jewish immigra- 
tion was terribly urgent. A lady from the Arab Centre in London 
made the remarkable statement that there were 40,000 Jewish 
Unemployed in Tel-Aviv. Dr. Royden replied to the discussion. 


WHERE JEWRY HAS. FAILED 
Public Opinion Not Adequately Informed 


Ypeaking at a meeting of the North-West London Poale Zion last 
Week-end, Dr. §. Levenberg discussed the creation of public opinion 
favourable to Zionist aspirations and alive to the Jewish problem. He 
sald that, despite the undoubted sympathy for Jewish suffering that 
C\isted in Many quarters, very little attempt had been made to create 
4n awareness of the facts of the case among the general public. It 
Was @ matter for regret, he thought, that many Jewish M.P.s played 
such a small part in the life of the Jewish Community here and were 
S° conspicuously silent on occasions when it was their human duty to 
€xpress the feelings of that Community. Jewry as a whole had also 
tailed. in this important matter of informing the general public of 
the true measure of the persecution which Jews were undergoing In 
many parts of the world. The spread of Nazi propaganda was much 
Greater than the Jewish effort to reply to it. 


Dr. Levenberg said he felt that the forthcoming conference on 
refugees to be held at Evian offered the Press a splendid opportunity 
to bring home to the masses in this and other countries the true 


extent of Jewish suffering in the countries of persecution and the 


urgency of the problem of refugees. Attention should be given there 
to a broad programme rather than to petty details. The speaker had 
previously described the appalling conditions in which Jews were living 
in many parts of Europe, and said that any means whatever that offered 


to help solve that problem—colonisation, ordinary emigration, and — 


emigration to Palestine—must be used.

“JEWRY’S ELEVENTH HOUR” 
'r. Jabotinsky on Terror in Palestine 
‘*“NOT MORE THAN 400 BANDITS” 


An address on “ Jewry’s Eleventh Hour” was delivered on Tuesday 


evening by Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, President of the New Zionist 


Organisation, at a meeting held at the Stoke Newington Town Hall, 


Church Street, N. 

Professor A. S. Yahuda, who presided, said that when he had been 
asked to take the Chair at that meeting he had accepted although he 
did not belong ‘to any party, and he wanted to be out of every party 
and above every party. He had accepted because he thought it was 
the duty of every one of them to support Mr. Jabotinsky in his fight 
for his cause, which was the cause of every Jew. 

Mr. Jabotinsky said he had recently referred to the unavailing 
efforts of persecuted Jewry to escape from Germany and Austria as 
a “frozen stampede,” but he now thought of their ineffectual rushing 
from one frontier to another as the scampering of mice, and this 
treatment of them by a number of countries as mice and as dirt was a 
treatment to which the Jews seemed to be getting accustomed and 
ready to accept. He had even noticed in England inscriptions in the 
streets about the Jews wanting war and ending with the letters 
“PJ. and Jews passed by and paid no attention-—they, too, were 
growing accustomed to this treatment. 

Meanwhile, in Palestine, for two years a handful of young hooligans 
had been terrorising the country of Jewish hopes. He claimed, on 
good authority, and he challenged the Colonial Office to deny his 
figures, that the total number of those bandits had never been 
above 400. Twenty-three battalions of troops had been sent to stop 
them, but still the terror went on. It went on not because the terrorists 
were strong, but because the Mandatory authority was, by its 
attitude, helping to humiliate the Jews. It went on, and yet there 
were people who. called him an enemy of humanity because he

preached that the young people of Palestine should be taught to shoot 
even before they were taught arithmetic. 

A voice: “ That is wrong!” 

“Yes, it is wrong; but it is one of the wrong things which the wrong- 
ness of the world forces us to imitate.” 

In Eretz. Yisrael the Arabs went about freely, while humiliating 
the Jews and saying to them, in effect, “ You are dirt; you must not 
move about this country freely.” And then two youngsters, of seven- 
teen and nineteen, went out and fired a volley, as it happened killing 
no one, and they were arrested, tried, and sentenced to death by a 
Government which was either unable or unwilling to do something 
which any other Government in its place would have done with a 
couple of battalions in a couple of weeks. “ Ask your English neigh- 
bours, as I have done, how they would feel and act in such a situation 
in which they and their growing children found themselves.” 

To the Mandatory, he would say, “ Don't let two boys pay the 
penalty for something which you have done or omitted to do.” He 
understood that some Jews in official positions were issuing an appeal 
to the Jewish youth which amounted to an agreement that “ dirt 
should remain dirt and that mice should go on hiding in little corners,” 
and he had been asked to subscribe to such an appeal. Well, he would 
not do it. 

On the question of Partition, Mr. Jabotinsky said that Jewish 
representatives of the old Organisation’ were declaring that he was 
slandering them by saying that the Ziirich Congress had accepted 
Partition. On the previous day, he had been on the terrace of the 
House of Commons with some M.P. friends of his and they told 
him that they hated Partition, but asked: What could they do when 
Zionists accepted it? Mr. Jabotinsky assured his audience that every 
non-Jewish statesman who was a friend of Zionism was under the 
impression that the Zionists had accepted Partition. When certain 
Jewish persons talked to M.P.s they told them one thing, but when 
they addressed Jewish meetings up and down the country they said “No, 
we never accepted Partition.” He was sorry to say that the world’s 
impression was that Jews had accepted Partition.

Young Jewry on Show 
DR. N. MORRIS ON COMMUNAL APATHY 


At one minute to two on Sunday afternoon (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative), the Regal Cinema, Marble Arch, W., 
presented an appearance all too familiar at Jewish functions. The 
circle was half-empty and from the stalls came a noise that was 
described by the lady sitting next to me as resembling Bedlam. The 
function was due to begin at two o'clock, and those of the general 
public who intended to come obviously thought that it would do if 
they drifted in at about a quarter to three. But at two o'clock a whistle 
was blown and in a second there was complete silence. Habonim 
upheld its reputation for punctuality and discipline, and those who 
did drift in three-quarters of an hour late missed the impressive opening 
ceremony, a group of Hebrew songs, and a good part of a news film of 
Palestine. 

The feature of the afternoon was a pageant, “A Nation Rebuilt,” 
written and performed entirely by Habonim. It sought to portray 
in a few brief scenes the history of Zionism, an ambitious and worthy 
project. Unfortunately, the L.C.C. has a regulation forbidding the 
use Of make-up, scenery, or “ props” at Sunday shows, and _ this 
imposed a severe handicap on the production. In addition, the 
performers had been unable to receive sufficient rehearsal on the large 
stage at the Regal. Yet, somehow, the essential spirituality of Zionism 
got across, except in one scene, which was badly and tactlessly written. 
The comic policeman is a very old stock joke, but the Palestinian 
police are certainly not comic, and the handling of the Arab character 
left a rather bad taste in the mouth. The best scene depicted Herzl 
addressing the first Zionist Congress, the audience being treated as 
delegates. 

There were two speeches during the afternoon—by the Chairman 
of Yom Habonim, Professor Selig Brodetsky, and the Manhig (Educa- 
tional Adviser), Dr. Nathan Morris. Professor Brodetsky said he 
thought that this age would go down in Jewish history as that of the 
most terrible persecution and of the greatest hope. There was nothing 
in 2,000 years to equal what was going on in so many countries in 
Europe to-day; but also there was nothing in that period to equal 
what was being done in Palestine by Jews. That was their answer 
to Hitler, and it was the answer of a civilised people. It was for the 
young people to carry on with that constructive work. 

Dr. Morris told an amusing story to throw light on the 
that was given to the Habonim movement. 
became members of Habonim complained that he was expected by 
them to say Kiddush on Shabbat. “Is our movement too Jewish?” 
asked Dr. Morris. “ Would we receive more support if we dropped our 
individuality and our ideas, devoting our time to playing football—or 
possibly entered the holy of holies and played cricket? There is not

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the slightest possibility of our doing anything of the kind, and it js 
for the Community to realise the value of the work of Habonim and 
give it the support that it justifies. The leaders of the Community 
know of our difficulties, but beyond giving their approval to our work 
they have done nothing for us. But this generation is growing up and 
there may be a different story to tell later on.” 

The Ba-Koach, Mr. J. C. Gilbert, regretted that there were not more 
people present, and said that the movement was depending on a very 
few faithful friends. Despite their help, they were going throug) 
difficult times. They needed another £500 a year—surely not a large 
sum to ask in view of the unquestioned importance of the work the, 
were doing—and they must get it. ; 

After these speeches came Neilah, the closing ceremony, “ Hatikvah.” 
and the National Anthem. I have never heard “ Hatikvah” sung with 
more gusto. Those children really believed in it.

Twelve to fourteen thousand Jews were now in prison in Vienna; three 
hundred thousand Jews in Rumania were in danger of being denatura|- 
ised: and two million Jews in Poland had not enough bread to satis!\ 
hunger. Further, it was an illusion to think that anti-Semitism would 
not cross the Atlantic Ocean. Jewish leaders in North and South 
America were already reckoning with it. The experience of the Hich 
Commission for German Refugees, in which eighteen Governments and 
thirty influential private organisations had co-operated, had shown that 
there were no countries in the Galut ready, willing, or in a posifion ¢ 
admit large numbers of Jews. There was not the slightest prospect . 
finding any other territory but Palestine for the Jewlsh people. [} 
prime task was to open as quickly as possible as much of Palestine as 
possible to a mass immigration of Jews.

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NEED FOR JEWISH MILITIA 
Difficulties of Combating Sporadic Terror 
HUNDREDS READY AND WILLING TO SERVE 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, June 19th] 


Soon after the Arab general “ strike” in April, 1936, had developed 
into organised lawlessness and sabotage, with the Arab Higher Com- 
mittee sanctimoniously protesting that it could not be held responsible 
for these armed demonstrations of patriotism, your correspondent 
urged the enlistment of Jewish units to assist the authorities in restoring 
law and order. This demand was repeated on numerous occasions in 
the past two years. 

It was the contention of the authorities from the outset that to 
permit the creation of a Jewish “ aggressive” force would not only 
supersede the functions of the regular forces, but also presuppose 
official patronage of a civil war between the Arab and Jewish com- 
munities. The absurdity of this lame excuse for withholding a potent 
means for fighting organised terrorism must be patent to all; at no 
time has the general Arab community been engaged upon a campaign 
of violence, as the numerous murders of and assaults on its law-abiding 
members in the last few months have shown. 

In spite of all the measures taken by the Palestine Administration, 
terror and intimidation have not been stopped; and it can hardly be 
said that complete security has been reintroduced. Britons, Jews, and 
the very Arab peasantry, whose supine attitude towards their com- 
patriot terrorists was encouraged by the lack of Government support, 
are still subjected to attack. Two of the most recent cases are those of 
Aaron Erb, a young German-Jewish settler of Ramat Hakovesh, near 
Kfar Saba, who was shot dead on Thursday night, June 16th, when 
snipers attacked the settlement; and Jacob Schachar, a railway foreman, 
was seriously wounded on Friday morning, June 17th, while in charge 
of an Arab labour party repairing a damaged railway bridge near 
Kalkilich, on the main Lydda-Haifa line. He died later; and among 
the wreaths at his funeral was one, in the form of a Magen David, 
from Arab railwaymen. 

Obviously, the mounting toll of casualties indicates that far more 
drastic action must be taken to eradicate completely those smaller gangs 
which now roam the countryside and penetrate the towns on occasion. 

There are many hundreds of young Jews who have offered their 
services to the Government to hunt these defiant criminals. I have 
been assured that a corps of 1,000 trained young Jews could be raised, 
within a few hours of the announcement being made, to serve ag a 
striking force against.the terrorists on their own ground in the hills. 
It is not too late to recruit this militia for the purpose of exterminating 
the criminals. 

The position in Palestine at the moment is such that defence alone 
cannot provide a solution to the activities of the cunning gangsters. It 
is necessary to strike at the organisers. and perpetrators of crime and 
to pursue them into their fastnesses. If a section of the law-abiding 
population ts prepared to volunteer for such service, in order to rid the 
country of its gangsters, there seems to be no valid reason why the 
authorities should refuse such aid. 


TEGART’S ‘* WALL” 
Joint Achievement of Jews and British 
WORKERS PROUD TO FACE PERILS 


[From a Correspondent] 


Sir Charles Tegart, who has now left Palestine after a brief stay, 
left behind him a monument which will remain a long time in the 
history of the country. Very few have achieved as much. Tegart’s 
name, it can be said, is now written across the country in letters of 
barbed wire. I refer to the so-called “ Tegart’s Wall,” a fence twenty 
feet wide which is now being erected at tremendous speed along the 
Northern Frontier of Palestine, a stretch of about fifty miles. The 
object of this wall is to prevent armed Arab bands from freely entering 
and leaving Palestine. 

When it became known that the Government had embarked on this 
rather unusual and costly venture it was suggested that the Government 
will, at last, have a real fence to sit on. The “ wall” ts, however. a 
departure from the traditional Palestine manner of fighting organised 
terrorism by rushing troops from one spot to the other, generally after 
the terrorists have gone. It is a point of honour with tourists to visit 
the “ front,” where about 1,0C0 Jewish workers, guarded by police and 
military, are constructing the fence. (Women also asked to join in 
the work, but were refused because of the danger). One has to imagine 
a barren, hilly country, open to attackers who find good cover behind 
boulders, to realise the risks run by these workers, who left their homes 
in the green villages of Galilee to make easier the policing of the 
frontier district. 

The northern part of Palestine is a mountainous region interspersed 
with deep wadis, marshes, and lakes. It is sparsely inhabited. The 
local population has always been associated with the smuggling of 
arms and stolen goods, and more recently with terrorist activities. 
Some of them made a profitabie business from bringing across the 
frontier illegal immigrants, chiefly Arabs seeking employment in 
Palestine. In these circumstances, only a barrier of barbed wire, 
reinforced with iron, concrete, and, in parts, electrified, seemed capable 
of providing a real defence. The fence, provided with an extensive 
system of alarms, with pill-boxes, armed with machine-guns and strong 
searchlights at frequent intervals, should check the movements of the 
gangs. 

The construction is being carried out for the Government by Solel 
Boneh, Ltd, The cost of the work, when completed, is estimated to be 


over £100,000. Part of the materials are local products and the rest 
came from England. 

The work is being speeded up to the utmost in view of the risk< 
attached to it. The labourers have to work under most trying con- 
ditions, always exposed to attacks and the scorching sun. They sleep in 
tents, and get their food, ready prepared, in special containers daj|, 
from Haifa, It is hoped that the wall will be completed by the end o; 
July. 

A friend of mine who has just visited the camp told me that the 
spirit of the Jewish workers is remarkable. To participate in the wor} 
is considered to be a privilege. The relations between them and th. 
English police and military are cordial. Danger and common interes\; 
always bring people closer together.

Automatic Telephone Exchange Opened

TROUBLE AT HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
Students Urge Reduction of Fees

As the result of a threat by the Students’ Organisation of the Hebrew 


University to 4eclare a strike in support of their demands, the Rector, 


Professor Hugo Bergmann, suspended all lectures and classes yesterday 
until further order. 

lhe Students’ Organisation had contended in a manifesto that fees 
had been raised three years ago by 100 per cent., while a fund created 
to assist needy students im paying their fees had been reduced from 
t{P750 to £P400 a year. “it was pointed out that thirty students, about 


to sit for their final examinations, were prevented from doing so because 
their fees were unpaid. 

[he University Administration, in a statement, explained that it was 
not possible to meet the demand made by ihe students and recapitulated 
ihe reasons for this attitude. Nevertheless, the authorities were agreed 
on the principle of giving consideration to the difficult economic 
position of most students, which had been aggravated by the recent 
deterioration in economic conditions. but emphasised that a strike was 
hot the proper means to draw attention to erievances in an academic 
mstitution., 

All reasonable demands, it was stated, would be discussed if the 
present strike were called off, and the students’ representatives had 
already been informed that the University authorities would refuse to 
negotiate under threat of a strike.

SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA’S SUMMER SEASON 
Distinguished Conductors Invited 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Mir. Jascha Horenstein, the well-known European conductor. who 
has just concluded a season of concerts in Paris, Brussels, Warsaw, 
and other centres, has arrived in Palestine in order to open the summer 
season of the Palestine Symphony Orchestra. 

Mr. Horenstein is expected to conduct eight or nine concerts in 
Tel-Aviv, Haifa, Jerusalem, and a number of settlements. He was 
at one time chief conductor of the popular concerts of the 
Berlin Symphony Orchestra, and, until 1933, he was conductor-in-chiet 
of the Diisseldorf Orchestra, Since that time, he has done much 
conducting in Russia. 

Other guest conductors for the coming season are Pierre Monteux, 
the French Jew, who will conduct the first two series beginning in 
November; Eugen Szenkar. who will conduct four series; Issay 
Dobrowen, two series; and Dr. Malcolm Sargent, who will, for the 
third season, again come to Palestine. The possibility of Arturo 
loscanini revisiting Palestine next year ts not excluded. 

One soloist scheduled is Bronislaw Huberman, who will appear at the 
Fourth Subscription Concert next year, his first public appearance after 
a vear or more of retirement since his air accident in Batavia. 

Beethoven's Ninth Symphony may be presented, and as this work 
requires a large chorus, negotiations are already under way with the 
Palestine Oratorio Society. 

There were eighty-one concerts given in 1937-38 by the Palestine 
Orchestra, as against sixty-six during the 1936-37 season. The attend- 
ance recorded was 130,009, an increase of 20,000. 

As #he average expense of maintaining the Orchestra is £2,000 a 
month, it is hoped to increase further the membership of the Palestine

HAIFA TECHNICAL INSTITUTE 
Article in ‘* Nature” 


In its issue of last Saturday, Nature, the great scientific weekly 
which is read by scientists throughout the world, contains an interesting 
article on the Hebrew Technical Institute at Haifa. Dealing with the 
finances of the Institute, the article says: 

Last year’s budget amounted to about £20,500. If one deducts from this a 
non-recurrent grant from the Palestine Government (ear-marked for new buildings 
and equipment), the income only amounts to £17,200. This is very small 
for an institution in which one thousand pupils are trained: it is obviously 
a starvation figure and must imply either curtailing teachimg or research activities, 
or both the outside observer concludes, with a feeling of uneasiness, that 
the Jews in Palestine are about to repeat the mistakes of European countries 
against which men of science and enginecrs have been fighting in recent years. 
It is a grave mistake to distribute the income of a community m such a way 
that it 1s. impossible for scientific institutions to develop all their resources. 
From the point of view of the present as well as of future generations, scientific 
work gives by far the highest return for money spent. Considering the particular 
circumstances of colonisation in Palestine, and the small number of scientific 
institutions concerned, there is no reason why they should repeat errors which 
are only now being overcome in Europe and America. 


CROWN COLONY ASSOCIATION AND PARTITION 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


The Palestine Crown Colony and Dominion Association, of Tel-Aviv, 
+as submitted a memorandum to the Woodhead Commission outlining 
heir views on the proposed Partition scheme, which they reject, and 
asking to be permitted to give evidence. It is pointed out that the 
Partition scheme cannot solve the Palestine problem, especially in view 
of Arab non-co-operation, and “ so far from restoring peace and pros- 
perity to this country, it can only be calculated to accentuate the 
differences and to bar for ever the path to a real and permanent peace 
and understanding between Jews and Arabs.” The conversion of 
Palestine into a Crown Colony ts represented as the only real and 
lasting solution. 
Dr. B. Akzin, of the New Zionist Organisation, gave evidence in 
public before the Commission on Monday. 


JEWISH GUARDS FOR RAILWAYS 


A special unit of armed Jewish guards, to protect the railway lines 
in Palestine against damage by saboteurs, has been formed and took 
up its duties last week. These guards will gradually be increased in 
numbers. 


THREE more senior. British officers in the Palestine Police and Prisons 
Service have proceeded on long periods of leave. They.include the Deputy 
Inspector-General of Police. This brings the number who have gone on 
leave since the beginning of April to eleven. 


A JEWISH Homeland? 


In this month’s ‘* Parade,” just out, will be found an 
exposition of one of the most courageous and far-sighted plans 
for a Jewish Homeland ever revealed to the public.

THE JEWS AND AUSTRALIA 
‘ 
From Mr. SYDNEY UPTON 


To the Editor of Tur JewisuH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—Will you please grant me space to refer to the suggestions now 
being made in many quarters that the Kimberley Division of the State of 
Western Australia is suitable as a home for the Jews, that it is considered 
by other alien races to be worth colonising. and that if the Jews wani 
sufficiently to pay the price they might have it to rum as a practically 
autonomous territory of the Commonwealth. 

For over a quarter of a century I have been engaged in making geographic, 
economic, and other surveys of, and developing, virgin territory in different 
parts of the East. An exhaustive study by me entitled “Australia’s Empty 
Spaces” has just been published by Allen and Unwin. The growing 
need of the Jews for a portion of the earth to cultivate and call their own, 
and also the necessity to keep abreast of Australian opinion, were constgntly 
in mv mind while in Australia and when writing the book. 

The most careful research has not yielded me one shred of sound evidence 
that would support the foregoing suggestion concerning Kimberley or 
indicate that any alien race intends to try to take any part of Northern 
Ausiralia from the Australians for colonising purposes. All the ascertain 
able facts go to shew pretty conclusively that any attempt to colonise 
the Kimberleys or North Australia on the lines suggested will prove 
disastrous: that neither the Australians as a people nor their Governments 
have any intention of, giving their consent to a trial of the experiment; 
and that no alien race is likely to try to make them do so. 

It is true that rich lands are deteriorating and being neglected in Australia. 
But those fertile acres lie, for the most part, in the temperate or sub- 
tropical healthy east and south-east of the continent. They are not being 
kept idle because the Australians are selfish, but because many problems 
have to be solved before they can be developed and made ready for seti!e- 
ment of any people at all. They are not capable of development by plain 
and straightforward methods or inexpensively, but call for a definite pro 
gramme of development and economic progress on a big scale, and jor 
surveys and plans for developmental works of some magnitude, betore 
even their potentialities can rightly be ascertained. 

Nowadays, it is far from easy for any Government to provide such 
moneys, and no Australian Government would be justified in doing so. 
This is not to say, however, that private enterprise or philanthropists could 
not and should not provide it, and take the attendant risk. No country 
in the world would have reached its present state of development had this 
negative attitude been adopted in the past. It is my considered opinion 
that this money should be spent, and that since private enterprise can 
hardly be expected to provide it, philanthropists should do so. Until that 
preliminary work has been carried out and it is known and shown how, 
and for what purposes, those undoubtedly rich lands can be utilised 
economically, there is no justificatioff for suggesting that they should be 
sold to or bought by the Jews or any other people so that these can 
develop and colonise them. Even then, it would be unnecessary and unwise, 
and a grave mistake, for the Australian people to permit those lands to be 
run as a practically autonomous territory of the Commonwealth, and, 
fortunately for the Jews, there is not the slightest reason for thinking the 
Australians are likely to listen to such a suggestion. Australia is neither 
a great nor a rich continent, and the time is rapidly approaching when 't 
will, for its own purposes, have urgent need of all its resources. It 1s 
suitable for, and capable of carrying, one nation and one nation only, 
and the only reason for calling upon the Australians to increase the number 
of their nation, and that by all ways and means and as quickly as possible, 
18 so that they can justify their possession of the Island Continent and be 
able to hold it against any aggressor. Provided the Jews could, and would, 
join and become one with the Australians, they should, and no doubt 
would, be welcome in Australia. 

It is my belief that members of the Jewish race, and many of them, 
could, if provided with the essential capital, greatly facilitate the carrying 
out of that preliminary work for, and help in, the development and set'!e- 
ment of those fertile acres aforementioned. As mentioned in outline 19 
my book, all the various development works, and more, can be done. 1t 
only the job is tackled in the right way and by the right people; «nd 
it would give me pleasure to help them. 

As it has been in America, so it could be in Australia, on a smaller 
scale. There are no difficulties that. cannot be surmounted if those ho 
undertake the task bring the same grit, the vision, and the willingness 
to spend money that enabled people of British and Jewish descent in the 
U.S.A. to carry out the gigantic tasks that have made meadows out of 
wildernesses much worse than any to be found in Eastern Australia.

PLAIN WORDS ON JEWISH DEFENCE 


Community Must Help Financially 


Evian Conference and Refugees 


Mr. Nevitte J. Last, K.C. (Spanish and Portuguese), the President 
of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, presided on Sunday afternoon 
over a meeting of the Board at Woburn House. 

He was sure, said Mr. Laski, that the Board would be happy to join 
in sending their congratulations to Dr. Claude Montefiore on the attain- 
ment of his eightieth birthday. He could think of no one in the 
Community who was more universally regarded with esteem and 

‘lection than that distinguished figure, and they only regretted that 
Or. Montefiore’s continued ill-health prevented his distinguished son 
‘rom being with them that day. He had already sent such a messave 
in their name, but he was sure they would want to endorse it that 
day. (Applause.) 

[he President informed the Board that he had received a letter 
stating that the Jewish Community of Paris had organised a ceremonial! 
which was taking place that day for the commemoration of soldiers of 
the French Republic and of the Allied Forces of the Jewish faith who 
icll in the War. He was asked to take part as representing the Anglo- 
jewish Community, but could not do so. In their name and in that 
of the Community, he had sent a wreath which would be placed on 
ihe memorial with an inscription. This function was under the patron- 
age of the President of the French Republic and under the Presidency 
o! the Minister of Marine. (A report of the ceremony of dedication in 
}rance appears in our “ Imperial and Foreign news.) 

Vir. A. S. DiaMonp (West London), the Chairman of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, moved the report of the Committee, in the 
course of which it was stated: 

The Baking Industry (Hours of Work) Bill which when originally introduced was 

titled “a Bill to prohibit night work in bake-houses ” has received a third 
reading in the House of Commons. Under one or other of the three “ special 
exception ” clauses Jewish Master Bakers will be able to make arran¢ements 
whereby they can bake on Saturday night for the Sunday morning trade 

Ihe Charities Registration Committee, since the last report to the Board, has 


registered twenty-one more charities. Several new applications are unde: 
consideration. 

The Committee has received particulars from the Chief Rabbi of cases where 
hardship is caused when parties to a civil divorce seek remarriage in a Synagogue 
ml “ Get ” as refused by the former husband, or, in some cases, acceptance ot 

Get” refused by the former wife: also of cases where refusal to give 

Chalitzah ” has caused great difficulties. Your Committee has appointed a 
Sub-Committee to consider and report on the question, 

[he Committee received and discussed the report of the Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee on anti-defamation activitics for the past month. 

[he Committee dealt with a number of matters connected with alleged dis- 
cimination against Jews in employment and admission to seaside hotels. 


Difficulties of Jewish Divorce 

Mr. Diamond said that in the first six months during which this 
Committee had been working something over seventy charities had 
been registered by it. Attached to the report was a short summary ot 
the work of the Jewish Tribunal appointed under the Shops Act, 1936, 
which was issued for the information of members of the Board. The 
[ribunal was not in any sense, of course, a Committee of the Board or 
responsible to the Board, but it was thought that members might be 
interested to see the summaries of cases which although they did not 
pretend to be full summaries of the evidence given in each case, con- 
tained the interesting points that arose. Referring to the paragraph 
dealing with difficulties connected with “Get” and “ Chalitzah,” Mr. 
Diamond said they had appointed a Sub-Committee to consider whether 
anything effective could be done to deal with this most unfortunate 
position, and the Board would hear more of it when the report of the 
Sub-Committee had been received. enh 

Vir. Percy Cowen, C.B.E. (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies), 
asked whether any of the organisations dispensing relief to Polish 
Jewry had applied for registration with the Board. | 

“None of these Bodies has applied for registration,” replied Mr. 
Diamond. 

He thought it was amazing, said Mr. J. Wimporne (West Ham), in 
connection with the paragraph relating to “Get” and * Chalitzah, 
‘(hat nothing of real value had been done in the matter since It was 
discussed as long ago as in the days of the late Sir Stuart Samuel. He 
ihought they ought to get a promise that the Sub-Committee appointed 
‘o consider and report on the question should do so within three 
months, 

\ir. DIAMOND recalled that ten years ago the Board made a number 
o! suggestions to the Ecclesiastical Authorities which if they had been 
acied upon might have had the required result. Now the suggestion 
was made that the Board might consider how it could bring pressure 
lo bear upon parties who wrongtully refused to give or accept Get. 
[hat was a difficult matter. But the Board would perhaps hear more 
‘Dout it before three months, 


Chief Rabbi's Request to President 


Replying to Mr. G. J. Wesser (Hampstead Garden Suburb), who 
contended that this was a matter entirely for the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ities, the Presipent informed the Board that the Chief Rabbi had 
personally sent him a letter asking him to draw Mr. Diamond's 
atiention to these matters as Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee, 

Sim ROBERT WALEY CoueNn, K.B.E. (United Synagogue), said the 
board could not, of course, in any way assist in dealing with the matter 
of Jewish law, That rested with the Chief Rabbi. But it could assist 
in devising means whereby pressure might be brought to bear upon 
recalcitrant parties.

Mr. Lasxt made a statement on the work of the Co-ordinating 
C ommitiee. 


They would have noticed, he said, during the past month, a recrudescence 
of anti-Semitic activities in various directions. The anti-Semites were holding 
meetings in areas almost completely Jewish, for the sole purpose of provoca- 
tion. They had resorted to chalking up insulting inscriptions and they had 
made persistent attempts to create uorest and drsquret among Trade Uniontsts. 
All these aspects had been mot carefully watched, and he could assure 
them that they had taken every step possible to counter tactics which were 
obviously based on the methods of Nazi technique and the agent-provocateur: 

In particular, went on Mr. Laski, with reference to Trade Unionism, he 
was IN a position to say that the anti-Semites’ claim that they were making 
any headway was grossly exaggerated and that no genuine Trade Unionist 


would have any truck with men whose only aim was to disrupt and break up 
workine-Class oreanrshtions 


Demands for the publications of the Board continued to increase, particu- 
larly from non-Jewish sources, whom tt was their duty to enlighten. 
A long discussion followed. 


The Fascists in East London 

Mr. B. JANNeR (Leeds United) spoke of the terrible situation that was 
being created in East London again owing to the meetings that were 
being held by the Fascists with a definite view of provoking the Jewish 
Community into physical retaliation. The time had come, he main- 
tained, when this matter should again be taken up by the Board with 
the Home Office, and he accordingly urged that a deputation should be 
sent to the Home Secretary with regard to this question. He thought it 
would be quite possible to convince the Home Secretary that certain 
Streets or districts should be prohibited as far as Fascist speeches were 
concerned. 

The Presipent said that while appreciatifig the importance of all 
that Mr. Janner had said, he was unable to accept such a resolution 
from Mr. Janner without first having notice of it. The Board would 
know that every day he was in touch with the situation in the East 
End, thanks not least to the system of observation and reports which 
had been perfected. “ The Board can be certain,” said Mr. Laski, “ that 
if in the judgment of the Co-ordinating Committee and Officers it ts 
desirable formally to see the Home Secretary there will be no hesitation 
either On my own part or on that of my colleagues to see him.” Mr. 
Laski also pointed out that the law with regard to meetings and restric- 
tion of meetings was not as simple as Mr. Janner’s statement would 
seem to suggest. Mr. Janner, he was sure, would recognise the difficulty 
of the law tn this respect. 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) urged that the Home Office 
authorities should have the fact impressed upon them of the presence 
of foreign agents in this country who were out to stir up trouble not so 
much to the injury of Jewry as to that of the British Empire. 

Mr. F. M. Lanpau (Nelson Street Sphardish) supported Mr. Janner, 
He thought, he said, that something should be done by the Board for 
the East End of London specifically in the light of what Mr, Janner 
had suggested, and that some immediate step should be taken by the 
Board with regard to a deputation. 

Mr. M. TurNer-SaMueLs (Newcastle, Old) pointed to the body of 
representative and influential Members of Parliament who had formed 
themselves into a deputation in order to deal with this matter, and said

he was anxious for technical and diplomatic reasons not to create 
confusion. They had got to try to make the work of this M.P. 
deputation as effective as possible. In his view, it would not be useful 
at this moment to multiply deputations for one and the same purpose. 

Mr. H. S. Scui-pKraut (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
said that the President, in his desire to assure the Board that everything 
essential was being done, had failed to realise that the masses of East 
London were wanting more than assurance. They wanted to see 
practical evidence of the steps which the Board was taking, particularly 
in regard to the attitude of the police. 7 

Mr. Percy COHEN pointed out that there was nothing in the Public 
Order Act about suppressing meetings. Therefore, they had to be 
very careful indeed as to what they urged the Home Secretary to do. 
They could not have open-air meetings and at the same time ask the 
Home Secretary to suppress the meetings of other people. It was a 
more serious issue than Mr. Janner appeared to realise. Therefore, he 
thought that the matter should be left, as the President had indicated in 
his specch, to those who were in direct and close contact with the 
authorities. 

Mr. Janner moved, and Mr. Morris Myer seconded, the reference 
back of paragraph VII of the report headed “Anti-Defamation 
Activities—Report of the Co-ordinating Committee.” 

It would be a grave mistake to divide the Board on this question, said 
Mr. P. Horowitz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash). He thought the 
case could be met by the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee undertaking that this matter would be given the most carnest 
consideration. 

Mr. Harry SAMUELS (Nelson Street Sphardish) said that to spring a 
motion on the Board that afternoon without having given previous 
notice and then to make it the occasion for a division, was hardly fair 
to those who were in control of the situation. 

Mr. JANNER intimated that having received the President's assurances 
he would withdraw his motion. But he was not content to let this 
matter shde until it was too late. 

The report was adopted. 

In view of the fact that the Intercession Services would be held in 
every Synagogue throughout the British Empire on the afternoon of 
July 17th, the Board agreed to hold its next meeting in the morning 
instead of the afternoon of that day. ) 


Voluntary Levy on Synagogue Members 


A statement was made to the Board by Mr. M. Gordon LIVERMAN, 
(Dublin United), in the course of which he said: 

The Co-ordinating Committee had set up a Finance Sub-Committee consisting 
of gentlemen of experience who were secking the best methods to raise funds for 
the allamportant work the Committee had undertaken on behalf of the Com- 
munity.. The problem was one. in which every member of the Community was 
directly concerned, and they must, therefore, all unite in providing the funds which 
were essential for combating the campaign of defamation which was still being 
carried on, and though perhaps in some aspects m a less overt manner, was none 
the less, and indeed even more, dangérous. 

The schemes that the Committee had adopted included a voluntary levy on 
memoers of Synagogues. It was gratifying to state that the principle of a levy 
had already been accepted by several important Synagogues, who were only 
waiting for a generat lead to put the scheme into operation. The United Syna- 
gogue was giving them its blessing and its warmest support, but was appealing 
to some of ils constituents in a different way by asking them to raise funds which 
would take the place of the levy. 

To-day, he made this deliberate appeal to the Board for its co-operation. As 
the representative of a Synagogue or other organised body on the Board each 
memoder must make it his duty to establish immediate contact with the Hon. 
Otheers of that Synagogue or institution and help in every way either for the 
successtul carrying through of a voluntary levy on its members or the launching 
ot an urgent and special appeal campaign amongst the members 
« The issue was a simple one. Were they going to leave anything undone which 
might be necessary to defend themselves against those forces from whicheve: 
source they might arise who were determined to defame the name of Jew and to 
attack the status and position which the Anglo-Jewish Community had acquired 
as an integral part of the British people? No one could feel justified in standing 
out from that cause, and he hoped that their eTorts to enlist the united support 
of the Community would not be in vain. 

Replying to a number of suggestions that were made, Mr. 
I iverman said they must have the finances before they could enlarge 
the machinery of the Committee. He was making his appeal to the 
whole Anglo-Jewish Community. Every Congregation in the country 
would receive a special letter from him in the course of the next few 
days. He was fortunate, said Mr. Liverman, in having a very 
representative Committee, which had examined every aspect of the 
matter, It was an ad hoc Committee. As far as was humanly possible, 
no practical means of achieving success would be left undone. He 
asked those who had any suggestions to make to send them along. 

In the absence of Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish 
Association), the report of the Committee was presented by the 
PRESIDENT. It stated, inter alia: 

The number of Jews. arrested in Austria cannet be exactly given, but it it 
extraordinarily high, and hardly a day passes without the report of the sudden 
death of some Jew in a concentration camp reaching Vienna. These deaths 
generaliy of persons in the prime of life and in good health, are always put 
down to heart failure. The tale of suicides in face of utter misery continues 
Austria has become “ gleichgeschaltet in a surprisingly short time. All the 
Nuremberg laws are now in force, but enacted on an even more ruthless scale 
than in Germany proper. Jew-baiting serves as a pastime for disgruntled elements 
and, in consequence, even the vilest actions are tolerated by the authoritics, 

Ihe chief aim of the German Government seems now to be the emigration of 
Jews without any of their property. Those Jews who have not’ vet been able to 
find a country to which they can emigrate are to be driven into a ghetto. 

Ihe various Jewish and non-Jewish Organisauions are preparing material for 
use at the International Conference on refugees, and their experts on refugee 
problems will be available for consultation at Evian. Your Committee was 
represented at the recent meeting of the Liaison Committee to the High Com- 
missioner which met in London recently, and the Secretary attended with the 
deputation (representing Jewish and non-Jewish refugee organisations and 
renege introduced by the Archbishop of Canterbury to the Home Secretary on 
une 14th. 


Empire-Wide Intercession Service 

In the course of a statement on foreign affairs, Mr. Laski said that 
the Chief Rabbi was calling upon the Congregations throughout the 
Empire to hold an Intercession Service on the same day. July 17th 
and at the same time as far as possible. There was a spiritual necessity 
for such a step at this time, when Jews, a people whose reason for 
existence and chief strength lay in its religion, were suffering a persecu- 
tion which made the horrors undergone by them in the Middle Ages 
almost humane in comparison, 


The Government representatives assembled at Evian, he continued, 
would. it was to be hoped, not need the latest demonstration of Nazi 
ruthlessness to persuade them to concert more generous Measures for 
the emigration and settlement of refugees. But they might, not 
unjustifiably, take the view that their generosity should not be exploited 
by the Germans by their present policy of stripping the Jews in 
Germany of their property and possessions before expelling them to 
other countries which might be in a position to receive them. That 
policy of the German Reich was the most flagrant form of interference 
in the internal affairs of other countries, and it was one against which 
international protest and action would not be inappropriate. 

There was a danger that anti-Semitic forces in other countries. 
encouraged by the Nazi example and propaganda, might also attempt 
by similar means to bring about an expulsion of Jews. Those countries 
should understand that mass emigration as a solution of the Jewish 
problem was out of the question, that the sacrifices made by the Jewish 
Communities of the Western democratic countries could not be much 
longer continued, and certainly not on anything like the scale hitherto 
[he problem of finding an outlet for over-populated countries—and i 
must be remembered that tt was not by any means oOver-population 
which was at the back of anti-Semitic fecling——-was a question to be 
solved by international action and was not one in which Jews were to 
be regerded as the only section to be emigrated. 


Fallacy of Jewish Emigration 

“I think this is to be said again and again,” concluded Mr. Laski 
“in order that certain countries shall not be under the delusion that 1 
they keep on stressing the necessity, for Jewish emigration the alleged 
inexhaustible reservoirs of Jewish wealth will in the long run be made 
availab'e for the removal of the so-called * surplus ° Jewish population 
[hat is a complete fallacy. The vast majority of the Jews of Eastern 
Europe must work out their destiny and find prosperity together with 
their non-Jewish fellows in the land of their birth and sojourn, We are 
in spite of our very heavy burdens, almost intolerable burdens, st! 
ready to help to that end, but we have no intention of making the 
useless sacrifice of assisting grotesquely conceived emigration proposals 
which would need more than the whole wealth possessed by the riches: 
of countries to put them even partly into effect.” 

Mr. N. Lazarus (New- Road) strongly advocated the holding of 4 
public protest meeting. He expressed his surprise that no mention was 
made of any intention on the part of the Board to call such a meeting, 
and, as a protest against ths omission, moved the reference back of the 
report. 

Mr. Morris Myer supported Mr. Lazarus. 

Dr. ISRAEL FetDMAN (Great), a Vice-President of the Board, recalled 
the consideration of the question of holding a protest meeting by 4 
Special Committee, which had decided in favour of holding Intercession 
Services. That decision, however, he said, did not exclude them from 
reconsidering the advisability of organising a protest meeting. He tel! 
that the right course to adopt was to accept Uus report with the 
assurance that they would continue to consider the advisability, amone 
other steps, of organising the type of protest meeting that had been 
suggested.

Bible in its English translation must be placed in _ 
throughout the country has been celebrated in churches during the 
week-end. (A special article on the English Bible was published in 
Tue Jewish CHRONICLE last week.) Reference to the celebration was 
also made in many Synagogue pulpits during the week-end, a number 
of these being reported below. : 


Permanent Influence of the Scriptures 


In the course of his sermon delivered last Sabbath in Edinburgh, Rabbi 
Dr. Salis Daiches referred to the significance of the event. Jews everywhere 
Dr. Daiches said, were ready to join in the celebration. and were giving 
thanks unto God for the share which Jewish scholars of the sixteenth 
century, and of the preceding centuries, had in the rendering of the Hebrew 
Bible into the vernacular and in the spreading of the translated scriptures 
throughout the world. 

But Jews in this country, he went on, felt equally thankful that. as a 
result.of the events which were now being recalled and celebrated in the 
English-speaking world, the life of the people of Britain had been perma- 
nently influenced by the teaching and spirit of the sacred Scriptures, that the 
sound of the harp of David could be heard in almost all houses of worship 
in this country, and that the religious leaders of all sects and denominations 
were familiar with the visions of the Prophets, the prayers of the Psalmists, 
the instruction and exhortation of the Teacher and Lawgiver of Israel of old. 
it was this sacred link that was uniting Jew and Gentile in this country. 
and it was this Divine teaching that would ultimately save the nations from 
the — which were confronting them, and would redeem humanits 
trom e¢vil. 


Sefer Torah Lent to Cardiff 


An Exhibition of Bibles at the Cardiff City Hall was declared open on 
Saturday by the Deputy Mayor of Cardiff. The Chairman. Alderman 
W. G. Howells, ‘J.P.. referred to the kind co-operation of the Rev. H. 
lerevitch and the Cathedral Road Synagogue Wardens, who had placed at 
the disposal of the organisers of the Exhibition a beautiful Scroll of the Law 
and its appurtenances. Placed in full view and in a prominent position in 
the Hall, the Sefer was opened at the Ten Commandments and attracted the 
tention of hundreds of clergy. theologians, and laymen.

Ihe Rev. H. Jerevitch spoke on the sienificance of the occasion at the 
Sabbath morning service at the Cathedral Road Synagogue. 


A Living Vindication of Bible Truth 

Ihe Rev. Jacob Phillips, preaching at the Park Place Synagogue, Man- 
chester, on Saturday, in connection with the celebrations, said the 
Bible had been given to the world by the Jews and was the only book that 
continued to grow richer with every repeated reading. Not only had the 
lew presented the Bible but he had involuntarily vindicated the truth of 
the Bible by his own preservation, although he had been subjected to such 
adverse conditions as had brought speedy extermination to other nations 
and people. They were living in a serious time, and it was the ignorance 
of and indifference to the great human heritage as it spoke out of the Bible 
that had had a disastrous effect on the moral and spiritual life of people. 


Eterna! Contribution to Civilisation 


Rabbi J. Shachter devoted his address at the Sabbath morning service in 
the Belfast Synagogue to the subject of the Bible, with reference to the 
it nelish fourth centenary celebrations. In the course of his sermon, Rabbi 
Shachter said a commemoration of that nature, the subject of which was the 
Hebrew contribution to. Western civilisation, nay, the Hebrews greatest 
wift to humanity, could not but stir the heart of every Jew. There was a 
commonly known tripartite division of civilisation. To Rome the Western 
world owed its conception of law, to Greece its standard of aesthetics, and 
'o Israel its religion and its ethics. In view of contemporary developments, 
new stress must be laid on the value of the essential principles of Hebraism, 
which formed the framework of European spiritual life. The dogma of 
\lonotheism formed the background to the prophetic vision of universal 
peace which had stirred mankind down to our own day. In the present 
ze when some people had returned to the old notion that conquest was to 
ve regarded as the natural right of the stronger, and victorious wars as 
ine ideal of powerful States, it was no exaggeration to say that it was only 
in the reaffirmation of the Hebraic principle of equality of all before the one 
(,od in the conduct of human affairs that the future of civilisation depended. 
‘his great Bible commemoration came as a potent reminder to the E nglish- 

ceaking nations of the Bible’s eternal contribution to British civilisation. 


A Gracious Christian Tribute 


\mong generous and gracious tributes paid during the Bible Thanksgiving 
‘ebrations to the culture of the Hebrew race was one by the Bishop of 
Peterborough (Dr. Claude M. Blagden), who, in the course of a message to 
Diocese, wrote: 

In days when the Jew is once more being persecuted, and the claim 1s 
made that we owe nothing to the Hebrew race, it is good for us to turn 
once more to the Bible and to read the story of that smal! and insignificant 
family to which were entrusted the lively oracles of God, and which received 
and handed on the true teaching of His being; and to remember that, 
while we abate nothing of our admiration for the literature of Greece 01 
Rome or England, we find in the Sacred Scriptures the noblest literature 
in the world. . . . There is no study so fascinating as the Bible as we are 
able to study it now, and every teacher who takes his work upon it seriously 
will tell you that there is no subject to which a class more naturally 
responds.”

RABBI DR. FREEDMAN’S FAREWELL 


Presentations from Manchester Organisations 
“WHY PERMIT THEM TO GO?” 


[From our Correspondent] 


Rabbi Dr. H. Freedman, in his farewell sermon at the North 
Manchester Synagogue, Bury New Road, on Sunday, prior to his 
derarture for Australia, said that it was not easy for him to sever 
his association with the Synagogue with which he had been connected 
for fourteen years, but he sought a wider field for his endeavours and 
the “call” to the spiritual leadership of the Melbourne Congregation 
was one which he could not refuse. The world was now witnessing 
terrible savageries directed against tie Jewish people. It was a testing- 
time for the Jews who were oppressed and also for those who were 
free. The Jewish people needed to strengthen their faith and conscious- 
ress in order that they might more effectively fight the forces of 
prejudice and bigotry. 

After the service, a reception was held at the Derby Hall in honour 
of Rabbi Dr. and Mrs. Freedman. On behalf of the Synagogue, a 
silver candelabrum and a cheque were presented to Dr. Freedman by 
Messrs. H. R. Davidson and S. Harris. Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, in 
rresenting a testimonial on behalf of the Manchester Shechita Board 
and Beth Din, referred to the departure from Manchester within a year 
of three talented young Rabbis. “Why we permit them to leave, 
Heaven alone knows. It will be no easy matter to find men equal to 
those who are leaving,” he said. 

Mr. Harry Goldenberg, on behalf of the Federation of Jewish 
' -erary Societies, presented Dr. Freedman with an edition in twelve 
rolumes of the Bible, with Rabbinical commentaries. 

On behalf of the Manchester Zionist Youth Council, Mr. Lucien 
Harris handed to Dr. Freedman a certificate of the planting in his name 
of ten trees in the King George V Jubilee Forest in Palestine, in 
appreciation of his services to the Zionist youth movements in 
Manchester, and especially to the Young Mizrachi. 

Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman referred to the harmony and co-operation 
which had existed between himself and Dr. Freedman in their work 
2s colleagues in the Ministry and on the local Beth Din. 

Acknowledging the good wishes and presentations, Dr. Freedman 
said that he and his wife had spent happy years in‘ Manchester. He 
was crateful to the North Manchester Synagogue for having given 
him opportunity to develop himself, especially by further study. He 
hoped the Synagogue would once again hold a prominent position in 
Manchester Jewry. but he did not believe that possible so long as the 
Syragogue remained where it was. 

Dr. Freedman wished Mr. Sicree and the Shechita Board success 
in their quest for a “ Communal Rav,” but said that they ought as well 
to bring about a United Synagogue for Manchester Jewry, so that the 
Rav, when he came, would have the maximum opportunity for creative 
work.

B’NAI B’RITH 
** The Minister and the Ccmmunity ” 


Speaking on the relationship between Jewish Ministers and the 
Jewish Community at a meeting of the Manchester B'nai B'rith last 
week, Mr. William Miller said that he was convinced that Manchester 
Jewry were just as willing and able to provide adequate ministerial 
stipends as any other Jewish Community in the country, and he did 
not believe that any matter of money could possibly be the real reason 
for the right kind of Rabbi to leave his post. 

“ If we look on the Ministry as a learned profession, akin to that of 
the law or teaching, we must concede the absolute right of a Minister 
to change his place of activity when the advantageous opportunity 
arises or the ‘call’ reaches him,” went on Mr. Miller. “ But to be 
a minister of religion carries a far greater responsibility than belong- 
ing to a learned profession. The man who feels the call to live the 
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life of a Minister knows, or should know, that in a materialistic world 
he is a ‘ chalutz, a pioneer in spiritual husbandry. He makes a sacri- 
fice of possible worldly success in the faith that the ultimate reward 
is a real one, not a bubble that.can be burst by economic crisis. 

“But what of our duties towards our Ministers?” continued Mr. 
Miller. “As congregants, do we do all in our power to render the life 
of our spiritual leaders as happy as it might be? How, on the Day 
of Judgment, would the great majority of Synagogue Executives like 
to be tried by a jury of the souls of their Ministers? The true Ministe 
of the Torah is not an ‘Azus-Ponim’ who can return the affront: 
he has to suffer. very often at the call of the ultra-ignorant or tactless 
members of his congregation. I myself remember one oi the mos: 
noble of Jews and most sincere of Ministers leaving a place over | 
quarter of a century ago under circumstances and for reasons which 
were a disgrace to all who were responsible, but his genius and sincerit\ 
have been rewarded elsewhere. Why are our Ministers generally no: 
elected to most communal Committees? Who are better fitted fo, 
some of the tasks on Sunday mornings at the Communal Council?” 

Among other points, Mr. Miller urged that the Ministers shou! 
have a very decided voice in adjusting the share which the Chazanin 
took in the Synagogue services. The work of the Rabbi and preach< 
came first. and ought not to be overshadowed by “ vocal acrobatics 
and “imitation opera music.” Manchester, he concluded, offered th. 
greatest possible scope to any sincere teacher of Judaism. :

£00 JEWISH EX-SERVICEMEN PARADE 


British Legion Leader on German Fraternisation 
APPROVAL OF HORRIBLE PERSECUTIONS” 
[From our Correspondent] 


Last Sunday, over 800 Leeds Jewish ex-Servicemen paraded and 
marched through the city, headed by the Legion of Frontiersmens 
Band, on the occasion of the annual remembrance service and 
reunion. The parade was in charge of Lieut.-Col. J. H. Levey, DSO. 
A wreath was placed on the Cenotaph, and the parade continued to 
the Belgrave Street Synagogue, where the service was held, conducted 
by the Revs. A. S. Super, S. Diamond, and S. Stern. 

Rabbi Israel Brodie, in delivering the sermon, said that the 
British Empire to-day stood for peace and the principles of humanity. 
It behove the Anglo-Jewish youth to manifest their loyalty and 
patriotism in every direction, and he appealed to them to show some- 
thing of the spirit of the men in whose memory they had assemb'cd. 

The troops were inspected on the Chapeltown Recreation Ground 
by Major-General Sir Frederick Maurice, K.C.M.G., C.B., of the 
British Legion, who was accompanied by Mr. Vyvyan Adams, M?., 
Captain R. Matthews (Chief A.R.P. Officer for Leeds), Colonel H. V. 
Kitson, and Captain D. I. Sandelson. 

A reunion reception was held in the Jubilee Hall. Mr. G. Forster 
(President of the Major Clive Behrens Branch of the British Legion) 
presided. 

Mr. Vyvyan Adams, in proposing the toast of H.M. Forces, said ‘hat 
the conscience of all decent-minded Englishmen was stirred by (he 
horrible brutalities against the Jews in Germany and Austria. Colonel 
J H. Levey, in seconding, appealed to the Leeds Jewish Communal 
leaders to make a determined effort to obtain a large contingent o! 
Jewish recruits for the Territorial Army. That would be the most 
constructive reply to the Fascists and other detractors of their people 
in this country. Mr. D. I. Sandelson said that the principles of justice, 
tolerance, and liberty which characterised British democracy were 
being challenged. It might be that the price would have to be paid 
to preserve them, but it would be found, when the time came, that ‘he 
Jewish generation of to-day would be ready to play their part. 

Major-General Sir Frederick Maurice, in responding, said he gladly 
attended the gathering because he wished to show publicly his sympathy 
with British Jews in their anxiety for their coreligionists who were 
being brutally treated in other codhtries; Speaking of the British 
Legion's association with similar organisations in Germany and othet 
countries, Sir Frederick said there were two policies which they might 
adopt with countries whose actions they did not like. One was to have 
nothing to do with them. That did not seem to him to be the best 
road to peace and goodwill. The other was to meet them and talk 
frankly to them, explaining to them the things for which we stood 
and on which we would not give way. It was in this spirit that the 
British Legion were endeavouring to establish friendly relations w!'" 
ex-Servicemen of other countries. How far -they would be success!!! 
he could not say, but from their visits to Germany and other ¢\- 
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enemy countries he could say that the men who fought through the 
last War did not want another war. The British Legion wanted “a 
strengthen the hands of the men in other countries who held sans 
view. 

In those countries, Sir Frederick continued. 
a younger generation who did not know war and who were being 
trained to believe that war was a good thing. They of the British 
Legion wanted to combat that idea. In their relations with German 
ex-Servicemen they were certainly not expressing any approval of 
the really horrible treatment which Jews were being subjected to in 
Germany, and they had endeavoured in a friendly spirit to make that 
perfectly clear in their meetings. “If we are firm and clear in that 
line,” he said, “I believe we can help to improve matters The 
Governments in the totalitarian States are bullies. I do not mean 
that all Germans and Italians are bullies. I know they are not hans 
their Governments are, and there is only one way to deal with 
bully. That way is to stand up to him. We have got to st 
them, and the first thing we have got to do is to make 
secure.”

Conference of Rabbis and Ministers

CONSECRATION OF NEW SYNAGOGUE 
Chief Rabbi on ‘* Nazi Gangsters” 


The persecution of Jewry by Nazi gangsters in Austria . was 
denounced by the Chief Rabbi when he consecrated the New 
Synagogue in Park Road South, Middlesbrough, on June 15th. Tracing 
the history of Jews in Vienna since the “ Liberty” Charter of 1244, 
he referred to the atrocities which they had suffered in that “city of 
blood ” from time to time. 

To-day, 700 years aiter 1244, not a shred was left of the privileges 
enumerated in the Great Charter, he said. Jews were outlaws. For 
weeks, they were cruelly beaten in public and dragged away to perform 
degrading labour in the streets. One of the principal Synagogues was 
turned into a citadel of Jew-baiting, and Nazi gangsters devised orgies 
of sacrilege in connection with everything that. Jews deemed holy. 
Field-Marshal Goring had declared, “ The Jews must go.” And yet, 
notwithstanding all anti-Jewish inhumanities, there was not a shadow 
of doubt that the overwhelming majority of the Jews of Austria, at 
any rate of the Jewish Jews of Austria, would survive the terror. 
Judaism was a religion of free men whom no barbarism could 
subjugate. 

Mr..Peter Simon, Chairman of the Synagogue Building Committee, 
later presided at a reception at the Dorman Hall. 

Mr. M. Marks, proposing the toast of the Chief Rabbi, congratulated 
him on the completion of his twenty-five years of office. Responding, 
the Chief Rabbi said that it was sixteen years since he was in Middles- 
brough, and referred to Professor Epstein’s connection with the town, 
He congratulated Middlesbrough Jews on their unity. 

Mr. N. J. Marks submitted the toast of Mr. H. H. Roskin, of 
Cardiff, who opened the Synagogue. ? 

Rabbi L. Miller, in submitting the toast of the Mayor, Alderman 
W. Turford. who was present, said there was no anti-Semitism in 
Middlesbrough and district. The relationship between Jew and non- 
Jew was most friendly. The Mayor responded. 

At the consecration, Dr. Hertz was assisted by Rabbi L. Miller and 
the Revs. G. Wulwik and S, Turtledove. Among those present were 
Mr. A. Edwards, M.P. for Middlesbrough East; Mr. Preston Kitchen, 
the Town Clerk; and ministers of other denominations. 


NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE 
LADIES’ CONGREGATION FORMED 
An Unusual Step

A resolution, “ that this meeting of Newcastle ladies, realising its 
duty towards its religion, solemnly resolves to do all ir its power for 
the furtherance of Judaism,” was unanimously carried at a largely- 
attended meeting of ladies held at the Leazes Park Road Synagogue, 
recently. The meeting was convened by Rabbi E. S. Rabinowitz, who 
said that the ladies of the community had never been organised as a 
religious entity, though it was in their power to achieve more for Judaism 
than their menfolk. Although the formation of a Ladies’ Congrega‘ion 
was an unusual step, yet anything which, in these distressing 
times, might add to strict religious observance should be carried out.

deep shame and abhorrence at the terrible treatment meted out to 
them by nominally Christian nations; and desires to convey to God's 
ancient people, in their hour of suffering, its heartfelt sympathy.”

PROSELYTES OF RIGHTEOUSNESS 


By CECIL ROTH 


“ The blood of some proselyte, more remote or less, must course in the 
veins of. every Jew in the world to-day.” This is the conclusion 
to which the author of the following article is forced after 
surveyvine the historical facts concerning the numbers of non-Jews 
who have, from time to time, joined the Community of Israel. 

»4ab new anti-Semitism, which has such a baleful vogue at the present 

moment, depends upon the assumption that the Jews are a pure “race,” 

entirely distinct from the European peoples. A very great deal has, 
of course, been written about thts, on the one side and the other. But 

a brief survey of certain incontrovertible facts will suffice to illustrate 

the extent of the infiltration of Gentile blood amongst the Jews and to 

reveal the fallacy of the “ pure race ~ theory. 

In this survey of Jewish proselytisation, it would be pointless to go 
back to the remotest past—to point out how a “ mixed multitude ™ is 
recorded to have gone forth with the Hebrews from Egypt, how inter- 
marriage with the survivors of the conquered tribes of Palestine was 
mnevitable, how the Maccabean warrior-kings assimilated by force the 
border tnbes whom they subdued, how Edomites played a decisive role 
in Jewish history at the period of the last revolt. In all cases, neigh- 
bouring peoples, of. identical stock and speaking a similar language, 
were in question. It is on record, however, that in a later period, when 
the Jewish Diaspora reached Europe, the process continued. The 
Roman Empire was filled with proselytes, attracted by the glories of 
‘Hebrew menotheism. At one period, there appeared to be the possi- 
bility that Judaism was to sweep the civilised world, in just the same 
fashion as Christianity was ultimately to do: and contemporary Latin 
writers professed to be alarmed at the prospect. Poppaea, the wife of 
Nero; Aquila of Pontus, who translated the Bible; the Consul, Flavius 
Clemens, nephew of the Roman Emperor Vespasian, and his wrie, 
Domitilla (Titus’ cousin); the royal house of Adiabene, whose members 
‘fought gallantly for Israel at the period of the Second Revolt (when 
one of the super-patriotic leaders was Simon Bar-Gioras, “ Son of the 
Proselyte “); these are a few out of the many outstanding names handed 
down to us from antiquity. To these, Rabbinic fantasy added the 
Roman Emperors Nero and Marcus Aurelius themselves, as though 
to demonstrate that Judaism ts not exclusive, and that it gained 
adherents in the least likely quarters. 


ARABIAN TRIBES’ CONVERSION 


It is not necessary to speak always in terms of individuals. Before 
the rise of Mohammedanism, more than one tribe of the Arabian 
Peninsula had embraced Judaism. Jewish influence here reached its 
climax with the conversion to Judaism, about the year 515, of King 
Dhu Nuwas, the ruler of the Yemen. His zeal for his new religion, 
indeed, brought about his downfall; for a coalition was formed against 
him by the Abyssinians and Byzantines, leading to his fall and death 
in S25 and the end of the kingdom over which he had ruled. 

Iwo centuries after, we have the famous case of the Khazars—a 
mixed people, with a strong Mongolian strain, who occupied a territory 
comprised in what is now the Ukraine, between the Caucasus, the 
Volga, and the Don. For a period of some two hundred years, this was 
amongst the most important of the independent States which lay to the 
north of the Byzantine Empire. Early in the eighth century, the reign- 
ing Prince, Bulan, recognised the merits of Judaism and formally 
adopted it as his religion. His example was followed by many of the 
aristocracy. One of his descendants, Obadiah, was especially memor- 
able for the zeal with which he propagated his faith, constructing 
Synagogues and inviting foreign scholars to settle in the country. The 
governing classes seem to have become completely Judaised, their 
example being followed by many of the ordinary people: though, in 
accordance with the traditional Jewish principles of folerance, followers 
of other religions were left undisturbed. Throughout the golden period 
of the Khazar State, it was considered essentially Jewish by its neigh- 
bours. At the beginning of the eleventh century, it was overwhelmed 
by an alliance between the Russians and Byzantines; but it is thought 
that the semi-Mongolian features which are relatively common amongst 
the Jews of this region to the present day are a legacy from these 
bygone Proselytes of Righteousness. 


® MERCHANTS, PRIESTS, AND PRINCES 


Long after this, a vague tendency towards Judaism continued 
amongst the inhabitants of Russia. At the close of the fifteenth 
century and the beginning of the sixteenth, this reached its climax in 
the outbreak of what was known as the “Judaising Heresy,” sedulously 
fostered by a Jew from Kiev named Zachariah. For a time, it made 
enormous progress in mercantile circles, at court, even amongst the 
leaders of the Russian Church. Two priests, Denis and Alexius, 
became eager proselytisers; Helena, daughter of the Grand Duke, was 
amongst their disciples. In the end, the leaders of the Church became 
seriously alarmed, 2nd the heresy was stamped out in blood and fire.

WITH AN EYE TO MARRIAGE 


Testimony even more striking is provided by a semi-official list of 
female converts to Judaism of the same period, preserved in a regisicr 
in the library of the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York. Over 
the seven-year period between 1809 and 1816, no fewer than «sixty 
proselytes—thirty-nine women and twenty-one children—are reco: ded. 
In most cases, the conversions were effected with an eye to marriage, 
the bridegrooms bearing some of the most stately and polysy/iabic 
names in the Spanish and Portuguese Community. The English 
provincial towns-—-Portsmouth, Exeter, Dover, etc.—contributed to the 
number; while one neo-proselyte entered the fold on the eve o! her 
departure for America. When one considers that no men are included 
in this particular record, it will be realised what really high proportions 
the conversions attained. 

This English process is paralleled in most other countries. It is 
cnough to mention the Swede Aaron Graanboom, who became a Rabb: 
in Amsterdam: the arust Abraham ben Jacob, who was responsib!c 0! 
the illustrations to the Haggadahs in common use to-day; the- American 
Warder Cresson, one of the pioneers of practical Zionism; the Dan/icc! 
David Klasen, founder of the citrus industry in the Holy Land: the 
Duchess of Piacenza, widow of one of Napoleon’s Marshals and bene. 
factor of the Jewish Community of Athens: and, in our own (day, 
Aimé Pailli¢re, Minister of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue in Paris, 
which he has brought back to a more rational appreciation 0! 
traditional Judaism. As far as the Sefardi Communities of Northern 
Europe are concerned, their Marrano founders were very frequent) 
“ Half New Christians,” of mixed Jewish and Gentile blood. 

It has been left to our own day to provide one of the most remark- 
able, most widely spread, and (curiously enough) least known instances 
of mass conversion ta Judaism. ‘Towards the close of the eighicenth 
century, in the reign of Catherine Il, there began to appear among the 
Russian peasantry and artisans a sect which held the Old Testamen! in 
the utmost reverence, placing it on a footing equal, or even superor, 
to the New. Little by little, they began to adopt various Biblical rites. 
They observed the dietary laws, they rejected the doctine of the 
[rinity: in some cases, they practised circumcision; but, above all, (he) 
universally discarded the observance of the Sunday Sabbath in favour 
of Saturday. It was this which gave thei the title by which (he) 
became officially known—Subbotniki or Sabbatarians. 


PROSELYTES PERSECUTED IN RUSSIA 


Under the old Russian regime, they were persecuted ferociously. 
Large numbers were deported to the Caucasus or Siberia; many, ven 
as late as the nineteenth century, were put to death. But the new 
Church, like every other, throve on the blood of the martyrs, «nd 
increased in numbers, so much so, indeed, that the Russian relivrows 
leaders professed to regard it as a serious danger. By degrees. many 
of its followers discarded the few Christian doctrines which they stl! 
retained. What was left was no more, and no less, than Judaism. 
Conversions of individuals, of groups, of whole communities, beco™- 
more and more common. The Government continued to place ¢\«'y 
obstacle in their way, but, nevertheless, the movement gathered weit. 
There were whole villages in Siberia inhabited by these devoted souls. 
In appearance and ways of life, they were exactly like any o!'«'! 
Russian moujiks. But, in the middle of the village, a Synagose

FROM OUTCASTS TO HELOTS 


Why German Jews Are Arrested 
PERSECUTION’S NEW PHASE 


Naz:s Covet Jewish Labour Power 


a Correspondent] 


The Nazi drive against the Jews has, it is now clear to all. entered 
a decisive stage. Never, since the Nazis came to power in 1933, has 
it assumed such a mass, and, in particular, such a unified form. 
Reports from Berlin, Vienna, Franktort, Magdeburg, Stettin, Breslau. 
and many other towns all speak of one thing: arrests arrests. arrests. 
not in tens, but in thousands. No longer do the Nazis concentrate 
on the social and economic boycott and on restrictive legislation. 
Instead, Jews are being herded into prison and concentration camps. 

An examination into the reasons for this new phase ‘of persecution 
leads to curious and very significant results. Why the arrests? Let 
us consider the position of the German Jews to-day. They have 
been hounded, isolated, and largely despoiled. Their property. by a 
recent decree, must be registered, with the prospect ot confiscat’ 7 
in order to help finance the Nazi Four-Year Plan. What more can 
the Jews in Germany suffer, short of murder? What else can they 
lose who have already lost their human standing and their belongings? 
Can Nazi brutality and greed go farther? The answer is yes. The 
Jews, plundered like prisoners of war, still possess a valuable property 
on which the Nazis cast covetous eyes—their labour power. 

In Germany to-day, economy is harnessed to the Nazi war-machince. 
The population, crushed, ts being made to minister to the war-lords 
will, forced to work in the factories, in the offices, and on the farms 
at low wages, deprived of necessitics of life. The Nazis have, it is 
true, created work, but at what a price, and for what a purpose! 

To-day, there is a shortage of labour. The war-machine has need 
of new victims. Workers are being enrolled from Italy and Poland. 
But, say the Nazis, why go so far aficld? As the News-CHronicii 
recently put it, “ It ts said that the shortage of skilled workers due to 
the demands of the Four-Year Plan and the decreased supply because 
of the exclusion of Jewish workers ™ is as serious a problem to Field- 
Marshal Goering as that of the supply of raw materials. Speaking 
in Hamburg recently, Dr. Ley, the head of the Labour Front, said 
that one of Germanys greatest problems was that she had not 
sufficient labour power to carry through all her projects. 


Making a Race of Slaves 


The Nazis reason: Here we have labour power, much of it skilled, 
which we can have for nothing, and the rest slave-labour which can 
be put to the basest and most menial work, thus freeing the “ Aryans ~ 
for other tasks. Once deprived of all their property. and hence of 
their independence, the Jews must, of necessity, work for us, and at the 
terms we dictate—a bare subsistence. The able-bodied German Jews 
must become a race of helots. 

This, says Nazi logic, will also serve another purpose. The shortage 
of labour has been inducing a number of employers to ofler higher 
waves in order to etiract workers from other factories. Recently, a 
series of decrees were issued limiting the freedom of workers to sell 
their labour power in the highest market. One of them actually 
empowered provincial labour exchanges to bar local factories from 
employing workers other than those supplied by them. The BorRsEN- 
ZEITUNG commented, on that occasion: “ This new decree is intended 
to put a stop, once and for all, to the misconceived self-help of ceriain 
factories in employing the workers they needed quite recklessly by 
obtaining them from other factories by means of unsound wage 
increases.” The enrolment of Jewish slave-labour will, therefore, serve 
the object until recently fulfilled by the existence of the army ol 
unemployed—depressing wage rates which, owing to the shortage ol 
labour, are inevitably tending to rise, much as cheap Negro labour 
in the United States depressed the wage-rates of white workers. 

Even tramps, according to Herr Syrup, the Nazi head of the labour 
exchanges, should be rounded up by the authorities and “ put to useful 
and regular” work. Prison labour, tuo, is to be reorganised * according 
tv economic requirements.” So why not the Jews, think the Nazis. 


The Real Purpose of the Arrests 


This, then, is the main purpose of the arrests: not to set the stage 
for the forthcoming World Refugees Conference at Evian, as one 
conjecture runs (for the hounding of Jews is unlikely to make others 
consider them more desirable immigrants), nor, altogether, to side- 
track the feelings of the German people, who are inwardly alarmed 
at the drive towards war. The Nazis need labour, and they are 
proceeding to take it. As THe Times suggested last week, the 
authorities are rounding up those who, in the event of mobilisation, 
would be interned in labour camps, so that they might be readily 
found should war seem imminent. 

It was reported, at the beginning of May, that talented Jewish doctors 
and engineers had been refused permission to leave Austria, and that 
skilled Jewish workers had been given work in Germany. But these 
were, at the time, isolated cases. This month, when Jews were arrested 
in Vienna by the thousand, hundreds of them were sent, not to the 
Dachau concentration camp, but to the Mur Valley as a labour 
battalion for work in flooded areas. It was also stated that Jewish 
labour-gangs were assisting Austrian farmers, and that young Jews 
are to be enrolled in special army labour-service COrps. The SUNDAY 
TiMEs reported shortly after that special barracks were being built near 


Berlin to house arrested Viennese Jews, who were being compelled 
to work on German roads under the supervision of S.S. guards. In 
Berlin during the recent campaign of arrests, the Jewish victims were 
said to have been examined-to establish their fitness for hard labour. 
German Jews this week heard with alarm the report that. special 
“labour camps ™ are to be built for the thousands of Jews imprisoned 
during the past few days. 

The situation is, indeed, tragic. Jews, as a last indignity, are to 
become unpaid “ hewers of wood and drawers of water” for the Nazi 
Pharaohs. But history sometimes plays strange tricks, and there may 
be surprising developments. The enslavement of the Jews will 
inevitably result in the depression of the standards of “Aryan” 
workers. And, just as the white workers in America have teen 
forced to assist and co-operate with the Negroes, so we may expect 
to see the “ Aryans,” by pressure of economic circumstances, forced 
to link up once more with their Jewish fellow-victims. And so the 
wheel of persecution may one day come full circle—sooner, perhaps, 
than the Nazis think. 


BERLIN ORGY 


Jews As aulted and Shops Defaced 
HUNDREDS OF ARRESIS 


Last week, Berlin was disgraced by its worst anti-Jewish outburst 
since the Kurfiirstendamm riots of August, 1935. The present attack 
began in the same district, but was extended throughout Berlin. For 
sheer savagery and for the cynical attitude of the police authorities, 
who openly encouraged the rioters, however, the 1935 attack was left 
far behind. 

As reported in last week's JewisH CHRONICLE, the police had been 
rounding up Jews wholesale in Kurfiirstendamm cafés. The arrests 
continued on Wednesday of last week, and on the Thursday, as if by 
a word of command, the Nazis themselves took a hand. In’ North 
Berlin, thousands of Nazis took part in anti-Jewish demonstrations, 
and Jews were manhandled in the streets, dragged from shops, and 
assaulted. Windows of Jewish shops were smeared with painted 
inscriptions. Squads of police raided more Jewish cafés, arresting the 
customers. Storm Troopers visited cinemas and ordered all Jews to 
leave, and a howling mob outside the Alexanderplatz police station 
raised menacing cries as arrested Jews were hustled in. 

On the following day, the police raided cafés, restaurants, and 
houses and made over 280 more arrests, half of them of Jews. There 
were anti-Jewish demonstrations in the East End, and a trail of 
damaged shops and insulting inscriptions was left along the Frank- 
furter Allee, a big shopping-centre. It is said that there was some 
looting. Jews were again ordered to leave cinemas. As they filed 
out they were bundled into Black Marias, by the police. 

On Saturday, the whole of the Berlin “Stadt” was defaced with 
anti-Jewish inscriptions such as “Jewish Sow” and “Gone to 
Jerusalem.” There was a simultaneous campaign im the West End, 
where the Nazi “ sign-writers ” contented themselves with painting the 
word “Jew” and an occasional Magen David. According to the 
DaiLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post, the daubing squad members 
were in plain clothes, but the police allowed them full liberty and had 
apparently had their instructions beforehand. Swiss, Hungarian, and 
American businesses (General Motors’ and Chrysler’s Berlin houses) 
were among those which suffered. ‘In the central and eastern districts, 
the name-signs of Jewish doctors, dentists, and lawyers were also 
defaced. The marking of Jewish shops, according to THe TIMEs, 


appears to have proceeded methodically, district by district. The turn 


of Berlin’s tourtst centre, Unter den Linden, came on Monday. 

On Tuesday, the districts of KGpenik and Pankow were visited by the 
Nazi painting squads, and there was some activity in Nobert, a 
residential area with a large Jewish population. In the West End, 
Storm-Troopers invaded a Jewish shop and ejected customers. 


A Courageous Jewess 


A middle-aged Jewish spinster, whose small shop was defaced on 
Saturday when the word “Jewess ” was painted on the windows in huge 
red letters, did not remove the sign, but added to it in her own writing 
the words “ whose two brothers died in the War fighting for Germany.” 

Ihe police ordered her on Tuesday to remove the notice. When 
she refused she was arrested, and has not been heard of since. 

The main object of the outbreak appears. to be a mighty drive to 
force Jews out of business. There ts reason to believe, according to 
the Dairy TeceGorarn, that the official Labour Front and the Storm 
Troop organisation are directing it, with a good deal of assistance from 
trade rivals of the Jewish firms affected. If the Vienna procedure is 
followed, the Jew-batters’ inscriptions will be superseded by some sort 
of identifying sign for Jewish shops. (A decree was promulgated last 
week providing for the distinguishing of Jewish shops.) There is no 
doubt that the next few weeks will witness an unexampled transfer of 
Jewish entérprises to “Aryan” hands. A tew * selling out” signs have 
already appeared in some stores. I!, say some observers, Jews still 
prove reluctant to relinquish their only means of livelihood, the 
Austrian system of business commissioners may be introduced. 

Speaking in Berlin on Tuesday, Dr. Goebbels declared: “ We have 
not fought international Jewry in Berlin for seven years just so that 
they can spread themselves more than they ever dared to do before. 
What do they want here? Their mere presence exasperates us. When 
we take measures against them we are not interested in what other 
countries say.” Referring to painting of signs on Jewish shop windows, 
he went on: “' do not approve of this, but it is a good thing that 
people should ;now which shops are Jewish.” 

The one hopeful feature of the situation is the disapproval shown to 
the Jew-baiters by the ordinary people of Berlin. “There is not 
the slightest sign of hostility to the Jewish shopkeepers,” says one 
report. “The general attitude of the crowds was more sympathetic 
than hostile to the Jewish victims,” says another. A third reads: 
“ Remarks of bystanders showed that the local population disapproved 
of the anti-Jewish demonstrations.” 
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BACK TO THE GHETTO 
Frankfort Pats the Clock Back 


Frankfort-on-Main, famous for its medieval ghetto, is turning the 
clock back with a measure which is to segregat€ Jews from mon-Jews 
once again. A notice published recently by the “ Nazi Corporation 
for the Protection of Tenants,” informs all “Aryans” that they must 
not live in any houses owned by Jews, and that all Jews must be 
gradually moved to the Jewish districts which at one time constituted 
the ghetto. In the case of “Aryans” who at present occupy houses 
owned by Jews and who are unable to find accommodation in non- 
Jewish houses, the German Tenants’ Organisation proposes chat the 
German Labour Front appoint a Nazi as manager of Jewish houses in 
order to obviate all contact between the “Aryan” tenants and the 
Jewish owners.

“Aryan landlords are to be requested to give written assurance that 
they will not tolerate Jewish lodgers or tenants. In houses in which 
Germans and Jews live together, the landlord must “ terminate the 
agreements with the Jews as soon as possible and not renew the leases.” 

According to a decision by the Cologne Provincial Court, an 
“ Aryan” tenant is within his rights in breaking a lease immediately 
if he discovers that another flat in the same building has been leased 
to a Jew. 


REGISTRATION OF JEWISH PROPERTY 


British Government’s Protest 


As a result, perhaps, of pressure by the British and other foreign 
Governments, a modification of the Géring decree for the compulsory 
registration of Jewish property in Germany over 5,000 marks was 
announced this week. Foreign Jews possessing property in Germany 
but not permanently resident there are to be exempted from the 
decree’s operations. German-Jewish nationals living abroad have been 
given extensions of time in which to register. Foreign Jews living 
in Germany must still register their property, it is stated. 

However, British Jews in Germany are under no legal obligation 
to comply with the Géring decree and submit a declaration of their 
property holdings in the Reich, according to the Diplomatic Corres- 
pondent of the SuNDay Times. “ The British Government,” he declares, 
‘is keeping a watchful eye on the interests of British Jews in Germany, 
and has informed Germany that it assumes the property of British 
Jews will be exempt from the measures whereby Jewish property is 
being registered. British Jews in Germany—of whom there are not 
a large number—may count on the full diplomatic support of the 
British Government, and are under no legal obligation to make to the 
German authorities a declaration of their property in that country.” 

[A statement in the House of Commons by Mr. Butler, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, on the action taken by the British 
Government is reported under “ Parliament” in this issue.] 


The first death among the Jewish prisoners at the new concentration 
camp in Buchenwald, near Weimar, was reported this week.

concentration camp last week.

MONUMENT TO FALLEN FRENCH JEWS 
Minister Condemns Race-Hatred 


A monument to the 6,500 French Jews and 2,000 foreign Jews 
British and American, who died for France in the War was inaugurated 
by M. Campinchi, Minister of Marine, near the Great Ossuary «| 
Douaumont, last Sunday. The monument, a majestic tombstone bearin, 
the Ten Commandments, was unveiled in the presence of thousands o| 
Jewish and non-Jewish War veterans and their families from all ove: 
France, who travelled from Paris by special train. General Weiller, 
himself a Jew, presided, and addresses were delivered by the Mayor o! 
Douaumont and by representatives of the Government. 

In his tribute to the fallen Jews; M. Campinchi recalled that 32,000 
of the 190,000 Jews of France and Algeria had been mobilised, and 
that 12,000 foreign Jews had served as volunteers. He made particula: 
reference to Rabbi Abraham Bloch, who was mortally wounded as 
he handed a Crucifix to a Roman Catholic officer on the field o/ 
battle. M. Campinchi said that France, in the words of the French- 
Jewish philosopher, Bergson, was not a closed corporation. French- 
men, he continued, did not establish a ridiculous hierarchy between 
the races; they did not believe that some races were accursed, con- 
temptible, or inferior. Every human being had the right to live as a 
free man. Such was the French ideal. 


MADE IN GERMANY 


[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


M. Jean Nocher declares in the Oeuvre that anti-Semitism is having 
serious repercussions in the internal life of France. Though ninety 
per cent. of leading Frenchmen reject the sort of “ racism ” coming to 
them straight from Berlin, tons of anti-Semitic brochures are sold a‘ 
ridiculously low prices on the boulevards, says M. Nocher. These 
represent millions of francs of mysterious propaganda: funds; and he 
advises linguists to scrutinise the style of the literature. They would 
find pure Germanisms in it, he declares, showing that even the 
translators were not Frenchmen. 

The effects of this propaganda have been immediate. Recently, 2 
group of about fifteen people sallied forth from a restaurant in the 
neighbourhood of the Place de la République, a district with a con- 
siderable Jewish population, carrying swastika flags and shouting “Hai! 


Hitler!” The threatening attitude of a crowd of workmen compelled 
them to beat a retreat.

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JEW-LAWS IN INNOCENT GUISE 
Polish Sejm’s Insidicus Methods 


[From our Correspondent —Warsaw} 


Proceedings at the extraordinary session of the Polish Sejm which 
opened in Warsaw recently are causing apprehension among Polish 
Jewry. Included in a long list of new Bills introduced by the Govern- 
ment are several which the Jews rightly fear have a definite anti- 
lewish sting, still hidden, but sure to become manifest and make the 
Jewish position even worse. The Bills are not, as some feared. so 
openly blatant as the recently passed Hungarian Jew-Laws, but they 
are, at least, the ominous beginnings of them. : 

One of these Bills has the innocent title of a “ Project to Regulate 
the Meat Trade.” Its aim, if Jewish surmises are correct. is to deprive 
still more Jews of earning a livelihood in the meat trade, and to pandet 
to the anti-Semites who urge that Jews should be driven out of the 
meat trade altogether. Another Bill deals with “Changes in the 
lrading Laws,” and this again, it is imagined, will be utilised against 
the Jews. 

A Bill for compelling doctors and medical practitioners to leave big 
cities and settle in the countryside, where their number is at present 
small, is also likely to be directed first against Jewish doctors, whom the 
anti-Semites accuse of obtaining the best jobs in the cities. On the 
day of the opening of the extraordinary session, a law was introduced 
closing the list of lawyers for seven years. During that time, no new 
lawyers will be admitted to open practice in Poland. Exception will de 
made for young judges, notaries, etc, all non-Jews. It is estimated 
that about 2,000 young Jewish lawyers will be affected by this new law. 

Sull another law deals with the electoral system in the smaller towns 
and villages. According to Jewish politicians, this law, too, has anti- 
Jewish tendencies and will go a long way to deprive the Jews of a fair 
and just representation on municipal bodies. According to the anti- 
Jewish Gontec, Jewish representation in the municipalities is to be 
limited in effect to 10 per cent., irrespective of whether they make up 
10 or GO per cent. of the town population. 


A campaign for the abolition of ghctto benches at Polish universitics 
has been launched by the Oreanisation of Democratic Polish Students. 

Anti-Jewish riots occurred last week in Przemys! following a quarrel 
between a Jewish stall-holder and members of the Union of Polish Shooting 
Clubs. Hooligans attacked the stall and, in spite of the efforts of an 
army captain who tried to keep back the mob at the point of his revolver. 
set it on fire. Then they began to attack Jewish passers-by. Twelve Jews 
were seriously injured and several were taken to hospital. Further cxcesses 
were prevented by army officers who formed a barrier to protect the 
Jews. A delegation of the Polish Labour Organisation in Przemysi has 
submitted a protest to the local authorities against the anti-Jewish rioting, 
and has demanded that the Jewish victims be compensated by the Siaic. 


SPANISH MOROCCO : JEW-BAITING REPORTS 


Reports from Tangier published in Barcelona speak of renewed 
anti-Semitic agitation in Spanish Morocco. In Ceuta, it is stated, the 
authorities are adopting Nazi methods in an attempt to oust the Jews 
from commercial and cultural institutions. 

In Larache, fourteen prominent Jewish businessmen were recently 
arrested under suspicion of having helped six Spanish officers to escape 
from Alacazarquivir to French Morocco. The authorities are demand- 
ing large sums as ransom for the arrested Jews. Well-to-do Jews in 
Spanish Morrocco are being forced to contribute to special “ funds © 
for “ the glorious national army of Spain.” . 

The Correo Espranot, of Burgos, one of the organs of General 
Franco, has published an article announcing that Nationalist Spain 
would, after the victory of the insurgent forces, reintroduce the 
Inquisition and establish an alliance with Portugal and the Moslem 
countries to combat the Jewish spirit and to keep their territories 
judenrein. 


NAZI SPIES 
In the U.S A. and Canada 


The U.S. Government this week indicted German Naval Intelligence 
officers connected with the German Ministry of War as spies. They 
Stand accused of stealing, or attempting to steal, U.S. military secrets. 
A number of those indicted are German officials in Berlin. Another 
name included is that of Mrs. Jessie Jordan, the Dundee woman, who 
was sentenced in Scotland on May 1!6th to four years penal servitude 
lor espionage. Several of the accused are German-Americans. as 

“The directing heads of this ring,” stated Mr. Hardy, the U.S. 
Federal Attorney, reside in Germany and are connected with the 
Government of that country. They operated through certain agents 
residing in this country and further acted through members of crews 
of various steamships plying between Germany and the United States.

LEFERENDUM TO BE WITHDRAWN 


Pittsburgh Jews’ Successful Initiative 


Representatives of four national Jewish bodies—the American 
Jewish Committee, the American Jewish Congress, the Bnai B'rith, 
and the Jewish Labour Committee—met in Pittsburgh last week and 
agreed to recommend back to their organisations a proposal for a 
co-ordination of the agencies active in the defence of Jewish rights. 
The meeting was’ held in response to an invitation by leaders of the 
Pittsburgh Jewish Community, headed by Mr. Edgar J. Kaufmann, 
to help bring about unity of action. . 

A recommendation that, pending a reasonable opportunity to effect 
the creation of such a co-ordination, no referendum be held by any 
of the four organisations concerned was embodied in the agreement. 

The text of the resolution reads as follows: 

We, representatives of the American Jewish Congress, the American Jewish 
Committee, the B'nai Brith, and the Jewish Labour Commitiee, propose to 
these organisations the immediate co-ordination of their activities which relate 
specifically to safeguarding the equal rights of Jews, through the creation of 
a single body in which each of these respective organisations shall have equal 
representation, but without affecting their autonomy and excluding the con- 
sideration of questions involving racial, national, or religious philosophies. We 
further propose that, after its organisation, the proposed body shal) enlarge its 
membership by the addition of representatives of other American Jewish groups 
which should properly be included in such body, upon vote of five-sixths (or 
such other vote as these four organisations may hereafter determine) of the 
representatives of the four organisations. We recommend that the decision 
of any issue within the scope of these proposals by a two-thirds vote of the 
entire body shall be binding upon all constituent groups of the proposed body. 

We further recommend that, Jer neon Shy reasonable opportunity to effect the 


creation of such body, no referendum held by any of the four organisations 
involved. 


Nothing herein contained shall be taken to mean that either the B nai B'rith, 
the American Jewish Committee, or the Jewish Labour Committee approve of, 
Or participate in, the impending election of delegates to attend the forthcoming 
regular session of the American Jewish Congress in September next. 

Last Monday was set as the time limit by which the proposals’ were 
to be adopted. On Friday of last week, the American Jewish Com- 
mittee announced its unanimous ratification of the resolution. The 
American Jewish Congress followed, its Administrative Committee 
adopting the resolution by an overwhelming majority. Then came 
the B'nai B'rith om Sunday. On Monday, Mr. Kaufmann was able 
to announce that all four bodies were in agreement. 

The American Jewish Congress had agreed to withdraw its proposed 
referendum providing the resolution was adopted, declaring that while 
“it Is not a complete victory for the Congress ideas and ideals, it is 
a triumph sufficiently great to justify the price the Congress will have 
to pay for it.” Accordingly, jt was announced on Monday that the 
referendum was definitely off. 

The Pittsburgh group which brought about the agreement is now 


formulating plans for a conference to execute the co-ordination 
agreement. 


U.S. RABBIS DOUBLE JUBILEE 


An Outstanding Religious Leader 


Rabbi Henry Cohen, of Galveston, U.S.A., recently celebrated his 
seventy-fifth birthday and his fifty years of service as Rabbi of the 
B'nai Israel Congregation, and was the recipient of congratulations

Roosevelt, the Rev. C. S. Quin, the Bishop 
of Texas, and Mr. James V. Allred, 
Governor of Texas. | 

Rabbi Cohen was born in London in 
1863, and was ordained in 1884 following 
his studies at Jews’ College Evening 
Classes. Before he went to Galveston. his 
ministries included one year at Kingston, 
Jamaica, and three at Woodville, 
Mississippi. 

Every sphere of human endeavour— 
religious, civic, philanthropic, and scholas- 
tic—has been explored by the Rabbi. who 
has many outstanding public achievements 
to his credit. Immediately upon his arrival 
in Galveston, he made the problem of the 
immigrant his absorbing interest. He was 
instrumental, through the financial aid of the late Jacob H. Schiff. in 
distributing the newcomers who arrived.at the local pert among the 
less populated areas of the South and West and in providing them, at 
the same time, with means of livelihood. It was with great regret that 
Rabbi Cohen abandoned this work when the Immigration Laws came 
into effect. Also important was his work on behalf of prison reform 
where he exercised a noticeable influence in crusading for schools to 
equip the prisoners with a trade that would enable them to earn a living 
when released. He was for many years a member of the Texas Com- 
mittee on Prisons and Prison Labour, and a member of the Texas 
Prison Board. 

The wide scope of his interests is reflected in the offices he holds or has 
held. These include those of President of the Men's Committee of the 
Lasker Home for Homeless Children, Galveston; member of the Execu-

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REFUGEES AND EVIAN 


Appeal to British Government 
“SUPPORT TRADITION OF HUMANITY” 


The latest country to take action in preparation for the World 
Refugees Conference at Evian is Canada. whose Minister of 
Immigration, Mr. Thomas A. Crerar, is to act as an official observer. 
During last week's discussions at the International Labour Con- 
ference, meeting in Geneva, the problem of the refugees was dealt 
with in a highly sympathetic speech by M. Charles Schiirch. Secretary 
of the Swiss Federation of Trade Unions and Deputy Member of 
the Governing Body of the International Labour Office. He expressed 
the hope that the 1.L.O. would be present at the Evian Conference 
and would assist in the settlement of this “ social problem which has 
assumed even greater importance by reason of the present political 
difficulties.” 

Mr. Myron C. Taylor, head of the American delegation, arrived in 
Paris this week to commence preparations for the Conference. Without 
loss of time, he received representatives of a number of groups 
interested in the refugee problem, and familiarised himself with their 


A letter welcoming the initiative of the United States Government 
i? its proposals for assisting refugees has been sent to President 
Roosevelt by: the “ Intellectual Liberty Movement in Great Britain.” 
Signatories include Professor Lascelles Abercrombie. Sir Norman 
Angell, Sir William Beveridge (Master, University College, Oxford), 
Lady Violet Bonham Carter, the Bishop of Bristol, Dame Flizabeth 
M. Cadbury, Lord Cecil of Chelwood, Mrs. Margery Corbett Ashby.

Ratification of Geneva Convention 


Under the Chairmanship of Professor Norman Bentwich, represen- 
tatives of twenty-one organisations and a number of politicians and 
other individuals who have been actively concerned in the refugees 
question met in the House of Commons last week to consider how 
to ensure that Great Britain should play a constructive part at the 
Evian Conference, and to organise opinion in trade union, professional, 
and similar organisations. The meeting was convened by the National 
Council for Civil Liberties. All speakers were insistent that the 
Government should ratify the International Convention of last 
February and apply it in the most generous manner possible. =| 

The meeting unanimously passed the following resolution, moved 
by Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., and seconded by Miss Mary 
Ormerod, Secretary of the Co-ordinating Committee for Refugees : 

This meeting of representatives of organisations concerned to ensure the night 
of asylum for refugees, having considered the present unhappy position of many 
thousands of persons who, for their defence of the principles of Western 
civilisation or on account of their racial origin or religious beliefs, have been 
driven into exile, and believing that adequate measures for the protection of! 
refugees are urgently necessary, calls on the Government of this country to ratify 
at once and give immediate application to the League of Nations” Convention 
concerning the status of refugees coming from Germany to. the fullest possible 
extent, to uphold the traditions of British democracy by concrete support of the 
appeal of President Roosevelt for international co-operation, by presenting to 


the Evian Conference a national and imperial policy for the settlement of 
relugees, 


A Forecast of the Discussions 


Our League Correspondent forecasts from Geneva that the agenda 
for the Conference may be on the following lines: . 

An immediate programme will be drawn up for giving urgent aid 
to those refugees, or prospective refugees, whose need is greatest. 
The States neighbouring on Germany and Austria would be asked 
to modify somewhat their present strict immigration policy. This they 
might agree to, while rejecting the permanent acceptance of refugees. 
The delegations would be asked to supply the Conference with details 
of their countries’ immigration laws, so that a clear view of the 
Situation might be obtained. 

Another question would be an international settlement for supplying 
the refugees with identity papers (passports, visas, etc.). It Is possible 
that an appeal will be made to the various Governments to ratify 
the International Refugees Convention, signed in Geneva last February. 
The Convention must be ratified by two States in order to come into 
force: and it is said that France and Great Britain intend to ratify it 
in the near future. 2 : 

Above all, the Conference will work out a resolution recommending 
the various States to open their gates further (within the framework 
of their immigration laws) to refugees from Germany and Austria 
during the coming years: The Conference will decide on the formation 
of an Inter-Governmental Committee to conduct this emigration, the 
directives to be supplied by the Evian Conference itself. The Con- 
ference’s discussions will apparently fall within two sections: a 
programme of immediate measures and a great constructive programme 
of several years’ scope. 

The question of financing migration does not, at present, appear 
to be on the Conference agenda. According to the initiators of the 
Conference, this side of the problem will be left to private organisa- 
tions.» Competent: Jewish circles express the view that pipers 
organisations alone, without State aid, will be unable to cope wit 


the gigantic problem of finance, especially if refugees from Germany 
are prevented from taking out even a small fraction of their belongings; 
and it is contended that a plan should be discussed at Evian whereby 
Germany's collaboration should play a part in the emigration of her 
Jews. An international loan to finance emigration is also suggested. 

Finally, it is believed that Sir Neill Malcolm, the League High 
Commissioner for Refugees, will be asked to collaborate in the 
Conterence’s work.

BRITISH DELEGATES FOR EVIAN 


Lord Winterton Selected 
RECORD OF UNSYMPATHETIC UTTERANCES 


Only a fortnight remains before the assembling of the Evian Con- 
ference, yet the British delegates, Lord Winterton and Mr. C. M. 
Palairet, a member of the Diplomatic Service, have only just been 
appointed, and nothing is known of British policy. However, the 
selection of Lord Winterton is not likely to inspire hope tn the British 
efforts at the Conference. 

Lord Wintertoa, in 1934, achieved notoriety by an amazing statement in the 
House of Commons in a debate on the Palestine Loan, in which he declared: 
“ In Europe, land that was appropriated after the War and given to the peasants 
had merely fallen into the hands of Jewish moneylenders; practically the whole 
of the land of Czechoslovakia belonged to Jewish moneylenders.” This allega- 
tion was immediately refuted by Dr. Angelo Goldstein, a Czech Jewish Deputy ; 
and Lord Winterton thereupon declared that his Commons statement was 
“ perhaps an exaggeration,” and that it could be more accurate if he had said “ a 
large proportion.” Thereupon, a question was asked in the Czech Chamber of 
Deputies, and it was officially stated that Jews constituted only a tiny proportion 
of landowners in Czechoslovakia. A copy of this reply was sent to Lord 
Winterton. In May of this year, Action, the organ of the B.U.F., prominently 
quoted Lord Winterton’s 1934 allegation. On the occasion of the Palestine 
Loan Debate, Lord Winterton also stated that he did “ not sympathise with 
the pomt of view of the Arab- extremists in Palestine and with most of the 
Zionists who are in public life” He said that the Jews were naturally inclined 
ty lend money on land, and spoke of the risk that “ the whole land of Palestine 
will be owned bv Jewtsh moncylenders.” 

In July, 1936. Lord Winterton was one of the signatories of a letter to Tue 
Times announcing that a pro-Arab group in the House of Commons was 
prepared to take actfon in behalf of the Arab cause and referring to the necessity 


of allaying Arabs’ fears, lest their cause should suffer from “ Zionist influence in 
Parliament and the Press.” 


EVIAN WELCOMED BY L.N.U. CONFERENCE

Council of the Leagtie of Nations Union at the Conway Hall, London, 
last week, by Mrs. Dugdale, niece of the late Lord Balfour. Mrs. 
Dugdale moved the resolution on behalf of the Executive. 

The meetings were held on the Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, and 
were presided over by Viscount Cecil, who, during discussion on a resolu- 
tion urging negotiations with Germany on the question of the return of 
her former colonies, expressed his strong opposition to any such negotia- 
tions while Germany was in her present frame of mind. One of the 
speakers in the debate, Mr. Watson (Hants), declared, amid loud applause: 
“I do not want to appease Germany until Germany has appeased her 
Jews.” 

The resolution on refugees expressed satisfaction at the League proposal 
for a single co-ordinated body and welcomed the convening of the 
Evian Conference. In moving it. Mrs. Dugdale said that the few hours 
which had sufficed to wipe Austria off the map as a free and independent 
country were also enough to open up appalling vistas of the increase in 
the number of actual and potential refugees from Austria itself and the 
possibility of similar things happening in many other European countries. 
Referring to the Evian Conference, she said that, at the very least, it could 
not fail to illumine the enormous extent and the terrible nature of the 
problem. At the best, it would really begin to alleviate it. The co-opera- 
tion and the lead given by the United States were invaluable, for without 
the vast moral and material resources of America she doubted whether 
this problem could really be solved in any effective manner. They hoped 
the Conference would be used to find places where the goodwill of the 
Governments concerned and the economic, climatic, and other geographical 
conditions would make it possible for a considerable number of the refugees 
to rebuild their lives. The British Government had power to admit or 
to regulate immigration not only into Great Britain but into many territories 
scattered all cactr the globe—the Crown Colonies and the Mandated 
territories, especially Palestine. It was peculiarly unfortunate that, for the 
last two years, Jewish immigration into Palestine had been artificially 
restricted by the British Government. Mrs. Dugdale added that this 
restriction pf immigration had more than once been severely criticised 
at Geneva by the League Mandates Commission. No country had ever 
been the loser by a courageous policy in admitting desirable aliens. 

In the discussion, Mr. Leonard Stein urged that adequate preparations for 
the Conference be made by the British Government. 

An amendment on the agenda in the name of the Cornwall District Council, 
urging the British Government to relax conditions under which refugees 
were admitted to this country, was withdrawn, in view of the fact that its 
purpose was already being carried out, thanks to the L.N.U. Refugees 
Committee. 

Lord Cecil said he hoped very much that they would not leave the matter 
entirely in the hands of the United States or anybody else, but would go 
forward with a definite scheme and policy of their own. 

The resolution was then put and carried. 

A resolution was carried urging the British Government to do all in 
its power to improve the conditions of distressed minorities in Europe, 
by representations to the ruling Governments and by League action, and 
urging L.N.U. branches to devote more study to the minority problem. 


DUTCH MEASURES AGAINST REFUGEES 


Government Action Arouses Protests 
MODIFICATIONS PROMISED 


[From our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 

The Government's restrictive measures against refugees from 
Germany and Austria, and the repatriation orders issued against 
those who entered Holland after a certain date, have not received 
that amount of support in the country that the sponsors of the new 
regulations had anticipated. Not only in Parliament have voices been 
raised in opposition, but large numbers of statesmen, publicists, jurists, 
industrialists, and intellectuals have united in petitions expressing their 
unqualified dismay, and urging the authorities to adopt a more 
moderate aliens policy. | 

A full dress debate was also held on the subject in the Lower House, 
and it was emphatically pointed out that the official instructions to 
the immigration officers were not only incompatible with the spirit 
and tradition of the people of the Netherlands, but were contrary 
to the immigration laws as incorporated in the Constitution of 1849. 

Repatriated refugees, it was alleged, had been subjected to severe 
punishment, and others have been threatened with the death penalty. 
So great is the fear among refugees of being sent back to their countries 
of origin that many of them, in order to avoid repatriation, have 
committed suicide, and others have inflicted severe bodily injuries upon 
themselves. These facts have been brought to the official notice of the 
authorities. 

The Minister of Justice, Dr. Goseling, in an endeavour to justify 
the new restrictions, observed that it was impossible to allow the 
immigration laws to work unamended while certain European countries 
were busily occupied in ridding themselves of sections of their 
inhabitants. It was their duty, he considered, to guard aeairst the 
influx of unlimited numbers of refugees. The solution must be found 
in international deliberations, and the Dutch Government would lend 
its complete support to the initiative taken by President Roosevelt. 

According to his information (later discounted by several speakers) 
he estimated that the number of aliens in Holland exceeded 24,000, 
of whom 7,000 were. non-Jews. The position, in the opinion of the 
Government, demanded and justified the new restrictive measures. 

Following the Minister's defence, one speaker recalled the great 
benefit they had derived from the settlement of Portuguese Jews in 
Holland in earlier times. The position was analogous. The refugees 
who had settled in the country since the Continental upheaval had 
brought with them new industrial undertakings in which more than 
10,000 people found employment. It was denied that the refugees had 
contributed to the economic crises. Other speakers also expressed 
their indignation and asked how it was possible to reconcile the new 
regulations with the Speech from the Throne at the opening session of 
the present Parliament. One speaker, Madame Bakker-Noort, in 
criticising the Government, said its attitude ill became it in view of 
the atrocious Jewish persecution that was proceeding unchecked. 

The protests have not been without some effect. A short time ago 
the Minister of Justice announced that certain modifications would 
be made with the view to lessening the hardships caused by the 

restrictive measures.

Eaton Square, 
the residence of Lady Lucas. Major F. C. Stern, the President, presided. 

In presenting the annual report. Major Stern said that there were at 
present thirty-nine children at the School. — As in former years, he could 
wish that greater numbdcrs would come forward to take advantage of’ the 
vacancies, and he appealed to all those who knew of deaf Jewish children to 
recommend that they should come to the School, where they were so well 
cared for and so well taught. They had to report the lamented death of 
lord Rothschild, who was at one time Treasurer of the School, and had 
been for many years one of their Trustecs. During the current year, the 
g\ninas.um of the School had been re-equipped with modern apparatus of 
the latest tvpe. and they were grateful to Mr. Mansell, who was -President 
of the newly-formed Parents’ Socrety of the School, for his efforts to collect 
funds in order to provide a new cinema and an open-air swimming pool for 
the School. 

Major Stern reported that Miss Shackman had passed the diploma 
examination of the National College of Teachers of the Deaf, and Miss 
Wilkinson, a qualified teacher of the deaf, had been appointed to the staff. 
[he Commitice were indebted to the After-Care Commiutice, which, under 
the Chairmanship of Mr. P. H. Joséph, had continued the supervision of 
cx-pupils, and to Mr. Mansell for his assistance. Every child who had 
been in the School was now in work. 

Mr. Desmond Tuck. Treasurer, presented the accounts. 

Ihe report and accounts were adopted. and the President. Treasurer, 
After-Care Committce, and General House Committee were re-elected, with 
power to co-opt two members to the last-named. The Auditors, Messrs. 
Myvers. Davies. and Co., were re-elected, and thanks were accorded to the 
staff and the President. 

The Fruit Trade Mutual Aid Society took the »children of the School 
for their annual outing on Sunday, by motor-coach to Elmer Sands, Bognor, 
Lunch was provided at a hotel, games were played by the children on the 
cands. and tea was later provided. The Society will give. its annual sports 
tea to the children at the Jewish Orphanage, Norwood, next Sunday, and 
visitors are invited.

HEYGATE STREET JEWISH SCHOOLS 


To Close in Three Years ? 


The annual prize distribution to the pupils of the Heygate Street 
Jewish Schools was held on Thursday in last week in the Borough 
Synagogue Communal Hall, Wansey Street, Walworth Road, S.E. The 
Rev. M. Rosenbaum, formerly Minister of the Borough Synagogue, 
presided, and Mrs. Rosenbaum distributed the prizes. 

The Chairman said that Mrs. Rosenbaum and he himself had been asso- 
ciated with the work of the School for about thirty years. He spoke in favour 
of the Jewish day schools, and said that if they wanted to make their 
boys and girls good Jews and Jewesses. imbued with pride of race and 
attachment to their ancestral faith, then this system of education in Jewish 
elementary. secondary. and public schools must be developed by the Com- 
munity. He concluded by paying tribute to the work of the staff. 

Mr. A. A. Taylor. the Headmaster, thanked Mr. and Mrs. Rosenbaum 
and referred to Mr. Rosenbaum’s devoted services when he was the Chair- 
man of Managers of the School. Mr. Taylor presented a successful report 
of the vear’s work at the School, paid tribute to the work of his staff, 
and thanked Mrs. Castello for her medical work in connection with the 
School. 

Rabbi M. Swift. Minister of the Brixton Synagogue, also paid tribute to 
Mr. Rosenbaum. If the rumour was. correct, he said, that the Heygate 
Street School was to be closed in 1941, then they in South London would 
do all they possibly could and make every possible sacrifice to see that 
the School did not close, but would continue the good work ut had been 


doing for so many years.

Mr. Otto M. Schiff, O.B.E., presided, and Mrs. E. H. Schiff presented 
the awards at the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the 
Dalston Synagogue Classes, held on Sunday in the Albert Felsenstein 
Memorial Hall, Poets Road, N. 

Mr. A. I. Bard, presenting the report on the Classes, said that progress 
had been well maintained, with successes in competitive examinations. There 
were 130 children on the roll. The advanced class, conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. J. Rabbinowitz, had sixteen pupils, the majority of whom were girls, 
and a number of whom were over fourteen years of age and attended 
secondary schools. The Education Officer of the Union of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes, Mr. I. Fishman, had expressed himself as highly satisfied 
with the knowledge exhibited by the pupils. A similar statement was 
expressed by Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman, Regional Minister for North London, 
on his recent visit there. A new feature would be the introduction shortly 
of Children’s Sabbath Services once a month. He was retiring, said Mr. 
Bard, from his position as Chairman of the Classes, and in his stead they 
would have Dr. I. Gourvitch. Mr. A. Hertzberg had done exceedingly well 
since undertaking the Hon. Secretaryship of the Classes. 

The Chairman said that too little discipline and too little religion was 
one of the causes of the troubles in the world to-day, and he was. therefore, 
pleased to seg the discipline of the children there and that religion was 
taught them so thoroughly. The persecution they witnessed to-day was 
due to many Jews drifting away from their traditions, and children, therefore. 
must carry on the flag of Judaism. Jews would continue to be in existence 
long after Hitler was dead, and would survive as they had survived 
persecutions in the past. 

Mr. C. Littman, the Headmaster, responded to a vote of thanks to 
the teaching staff, proposed by Messrs. F. S. Cohen and M. Hyams. 
Thanks were also proposed io Messrs. A. I. Bard. E. Simons. and A.

THE PREACHERS’ CONFERENCE 


An Urgent Task Neglected 


From Mr. JOSEPH PORTON 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—On perusing the agenda for the forthcoming Preachers’ Conference. 
a good many like myself will be disappointed with the subjects selected for 
discussion. 

Concerning what should be the object of the Conference. may I repeat 
the words of the late Editor of THe Jewish Curonicie, Mr. L. J. Greenberg: 
“ If there be any practical object to be gained by the meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Preachers, it surely is so that these gentlemen in council assembled, 
under the Presidency of Dr. Hertz, may hammer out and devise means and 
measures for fighting irreligion in the Community of which they hold the 
spiritual responsibility.” 

The difficulties concerning our religious life are only too well known. 
Are we bound to retain laws and customs which in their original shape 
have become irrelevant? I contend that the unconditional condemnation by 
present-day Orthodoxy of any revision of our religious laws is inconsistent 
with the opinion expressed by our Rabbis of old. 

The influence of the Jewish religion would never decay or decline if our 
respected Rabbis and Ministers would act in accordance with the dictum 
of Rabbi Joshua, the spokesman of the Sanhedrin: “The Law does not 
abide in Heaven; it has been given to man, and man alone has to decide in 
these human affafrs.” Or, if they would follow the teaching of Rabbi Jacob 
ben Chanina, who says: “Let us investigate the law again and again that 
rust may not gather upon it.” Or, finally. the Talmudic maxim: “No 
decree can be enforced if the majority of the Community cannot support 

It is, of course, most dangerous for any man to follow the bent of his 
own ideas, or to suit his own convenience. But one must realise that some 
of our laws are the results of ancient customs, and have become, merely 
through their antiquity, or through the confusion of means with ends, 
objects of religious reverence. 

It is the greatest danger for us to allow our laws to become dogmatised. 
Our Torah, being “a fountain of life.” must receive constant renovation, 
free development and amplification. It is distinctly stated by our sages that: 
“The teacher of every age has the right and duty, without prejudice to 
tradition, to decide a moot point according to his understanding and the 
age he lives in...” 

We are consequently justified in demanding from our spiritual heads that 
they make once and for all a special study of our religious needs, with a 
view to solving some of the religious problems facing us in everyday life. 
That is the only way they can stem the continual drift from the Jewish 
religion.

Dr. Roth, who has held thie 
position for two sessions, said he did not feel that he could accept nomina 
tion a third time. He spoke of Mr. Guedalla as a very distinguished Jew 
who. unlike some distinguished Jews, was an extremely devoted Jew, and 4 
great historian who had shown to the world that it was possible to combine 
scholarship with a sense of humour and style and a vivid power o 
description. He thought that in future stucents of literature might say tha: 
he opened a new chapter in the annals of English historiography general) 
Dr. Roth formally moved that Mr. Guedalla be elected their next Presiden: 
lhe Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., seconded, and the motion was accepte.! 
unanimously.

—a bibliographical guide to Anglo-Jewish history—had just been published 
and was now being distributed to members.

PROGRESS OF THE YIVO 


Dr. Freud’s Interest 
* YIDDISH EVENING ” AT ANGLO-PALESTINIAN CLUB 


The Angio-Palestinian Club arranged an “At Home” to the 
Executive of the Yivo (Jewish Scientific Institute) on Sunday, when a 
“ Yiddish Evening ~ was held, the two principal speakers being Dr. 
J. M. Stemberg and Mr. Joseph Leftwich. 

Dr. Y. Krupenia, who presided, spoke of the astonishing progress made 
by the Yivo and the fine world-wide reputation achieved by the central 
institute in Vilno. Its praesidium included Professors Einstein, Freud, and 
Dubnow and Haham Dr. Gaster. On Professor Freud’s recent arrival in 
London, said Dr. Krupenia, the Yivo’s London Section had sent him a letter 
of greeting and had received tm reply a letter written in his own hand, in 
which he referred with pride to his being a Jew and expressed his hope of 
meeting them after he had rested and was settled down in London. 

Dr. Sieinberg showed how im recent Jewish history there had been grow- 
ing the realisation that modern methods in Jewish research were essential. 
This development was due to a large extent to German Jewry, as ihe 
mention of such names as Zunz, Geiger, and Graetz would remind them. 
But it was felt later that a much vaster extension of research was wanted. 
that would deal with the Jewish masses of Eastern Europe and other parts. 
The language of research into the life of these Yiddish-speaking masses 
had, of course, to be Yiddish. Dr. Steinberg told of some of the achieve- 
ments of the Vilno Institute, whose aim. he said, was, first. the collection 
of Jewish knowledge and archives of every kind in its libraries and museums. 
and, secondly, investigation and study that would lead to a plan for Jewish 
life to-day and in the future. As an example of the research work, he 
mentioned the siudy by Professor Hersch into criminality among Jews in 
Poland, which had resulted in his finding that Jews, in proportion to their 
numbers, participated to a much smaller extent in crime than non-Jewish 
Poles. The Institute was, of course, not interested in seeking just for facts 
that showed the Jew to advantage. They sought the truth, and did so as 
a non-political organisation. There were branches of the Yivo in every 
country. The London Section was important, for no other organisation 
here was carrying out the kind of research into Jewish life which the Yivo 
considered necessary. 

Mr. Leftwich’s address. was entitled “ From Tchernowitz to Vilno.” This 
year, he said, was both the thirtieth anniversary of the great Tchernowitz 
Conference called to systematise the Yiddish language and the thirteenth 
anniversary of the founding of the Yivo. It was also the Barmitzvah vear 
of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem-—and this served to remind them 
of the amicable relations that had always existed between the Yivo and 
the Hebrew University. 

The part played by Yiddish tn the survival of the Jewish people was 
referred to, and the Yiddish-Hebrew dispute deprecated, in a discus*ion 
which foilowed. The speakers mectuded the Chairman and Messrs. P. 
Horowitz and L. Gildesgame.

A WARNING FROM AUSTRIA 


Anglo-Jewry’s World Responsibility 
THE NEED FOR MILITANCY 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Stirring, emotional appeals by an Austrian lady, internationally 
known for her social work on behalf of Jews, but who, for obvious 
reasons, had to remain anonymous, and a calm, reasoned demand for 
Jewish unity and fighting action against Fascist anti-Semitism by Rabbi 
Dr. L. Rabinowitz were the most important features of two meetings 


on “Austria and Anti-Semitism,” arranged by the Jewish People’s 


Council. 

At one meeting held on Sunday evening at Circle House, Alic 
Street. E., the lady, who is in England for a short period prior to an 
American tour, gained applause by her description of her efforts to 
arouse the people of Austria, where her organisation had 30.000 
followers, to an awareness of the danger of Nazism and anti-Semitism 
She failed: but she had brought her warnings to England. “It's no: 
good to laugh at Mosley,” she said. “ Maybe he has no power. Bu 
remember that in 192! Adolf Hitler also had no power. Only foo). 
joke about fools.” The Austrian people were suffering because the, 
did not arouse themselves soon enough. Her final message was 
“ Unite and save yourselves.” 

At the second meeting, held at the Cricklewood Synagogue, Wali 
Lane, on Tuesday, the lady's demands were strikingly reinforced by Dr. 
Rabinowitz. The attack upon the Jews, he poimted out, was a world 
wide campaign directed by Nazi Germany. He was not an alarmis!. 
but he could see signs of the success that anti-Jewish campaign wa, 
meeting even in this country. He referred to “ a shameful article” o1 
the Jews that appeared in the last issue of the SUNDay Express, from 
which the whole conception of the Jews as equal citizens had div- 
appeared. 

What were the English Jews doing as a defence, he asked? They 
were turning themselves into a huge ambulance corps. But that way 
not nearly enough. “ We have got to fight,” Dr. Rabinowitz said: 
“and unless we do fight we are lost.” Co-ordination of effort was 
necessary: for there was one organisation trying to organise a boycoit, 
another doing political activity, and a’third concerned with ant 
defamation, “ which refused to get down to bedrock and see the roo! 
cause of defamation.” 

He did not see eye to eye with the People’s Council, because onc 
of the greatest dangers was that of the Jewish people being made the 
tool of other political organisations. But he was second to none in 
recognising that the J.P.C. had done, and was continuing to do, valuable 
work; and from whatever source that work came, as long as it was « 
sign of the vigour and determination of the Jewish people to stand 
up and fight, he welcomed it. 

The Jewish people in ‘this country, who were still able to do 
propaganda forbidden in other countries, had the bounden duty to do 
so. There was no more urgent cause. because upon it depended the 
salvation of the Jews throughout the world. There was growing up 
in Germany an ideology which would bring destruction to the world, 
and in the fight against it they had to stand in the vanguard. By 
saving themselves they might be saving the world. “ We have to arm 
ourselves with whatever weapons we have to fight that fight on which 
the security and salvation of our people depends,’ Dr. Rabinowi'7 
concluded amid great applause. 


JEWISH “DIN” FOR BLACKSHIRTS 


Stepney Green Originality 
A SUGGESTION FOR THE POLICE 
[from a Special Correspondent] 


An original method of showing Fascists that their presence was 
distasteful was evolved by residents of Stepney Green on Sunday. Jus' 
after midday, a local Blackshirt mounted a loudspeaker van. To his 
great surprise, a terrific din, emanating from the nearby Stepney 
Green Buildings, prevented him from being heard. Local residents, 
young and old, were banging heartily on tin cans, saucepans, drums, 
and any article that could make a noise. Bugles sounded and oral! 
demonstrations of how a certain familiar soft fruit would strike the 
ear if it could emit sound were frequently given. 

It was only the will to hold on that kept the Blackshirt talking tor 
nearly an hour, for, despite the loudspeaker, his voice was scarcely 
intelligible outside a ten-yard radius, and this was occupied by rather 
less than one hundred Fascists. These, it would seem, had been 
imported from other districts, for most of them were strangers in 
an area where the faces of local Fascists are well known. 

The speaker announced that Mosley would speak in the district 
on July 13th, and said that it was an unlucky number—*“ maybe 
unlucky for us or maybe for the others.” | 

Although there were few Fascists present, the police made a better 
showing. I doubt if there were fewer than 150 at and around the 
meeting; and these, as far as I could tell, came from four or five 
different districts. Most people kept away from the immediate 
vicinity of the meeting, but an arrest was made. Much trouble could 
be avoided if the police, when they want to clear a particular spol. 
would ask people to move on before resorting to physical measures. 
On a number of occasions I heard people indignantly express this 
point of view to the police. No doubt the police are having a very

POLITICAL PROCESSIONS 


Report of Police Commissioner 
5,000 POLICE AT TWO FASCIST MARCHES 


The report for 1937 of the Commissioner of Police for the 
Metropolis, Sir Philip Game, has just been published by H.M 
Stationery Office. Under the heading “ Political Meetings and Nemon- 
strations,” Sir Philip expresses the view that all political processions 
in London should be stopped. 

“ Such processions in London from a traffic point of view.” he states 
“are an anachronism and involve a serious drain on police resources . . 
I fully recognise that some people still attach importance to this method 
of political demonstration, but, on the other hand, I feel sure that a 
very large number of London citizens would be glad to be spared 
the inevitable congestion of traffic and noise which political processions 
cause. I have reason to believe that the majority of the residents 
in the area in East London where a ban on political processions has 
been in force for nearly a year welcomed this step and that the 
opposition was confined to a comparatively few but very vocal 
objectors.” 

The passing of the Public Order Act, which came into force on 
January Ist, 1937, the report says, has had a good effect on the conduct 
of political meetings and demonstrations, but has not reduced their 
numbers. During the year, 11,804 meetings and processions had to be 
policed, over 7,000 of which were Fascist or anti-Fascist. Fascist 
processions on July 4th and October 3rd resulted in considerable dis- 
order, and necessitated the presence of some 2,500 police on each 
occasion. Sir Philip suggests that that has had to be done at the 
expense of the basic police duties of prevention of crime and accidents. 


As reported under “ Parliament” in this issue, the ban on political 
processions in certain areas in the East End, which was instituted 
in June of last year, has been extended for another three months. the 
maximum period, as from the 13th instant. 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Secretary, received a deputation of 
East London Labour and Liberal M.P.’s, led by Major C. Attlee, on 
Wednesday night, when an appeai to stop deliberate Fascist provocation 
in purely Jewish quarters was made. Sir Philip Game, the Police 
Commissioner, was also present. 


THE PHILPOT STREET DISTURBANCE 
Magistrate’s Stera Warning 


A stern warning with regard to East End political disturbances was 
given by Mr. John Harris, at Thames Police Court on Tuesday, when 
two youths appeared on remand before him on charges arising out 
of the disturbance at Philpot Street, Stepney, recently. 

In discharging both youths, who had pleaded not guilty, the magis- 
trate said: “ You young men would do far better if you kept away 
from these meetings altogether. When you go there deliberately, as 
I'm afraid most of you do, the result is liable to be serious. It Is 
bad enough for young men like you to find yourself in the dock on a 
charge like this, but if you had been convicted, you could have been 
dealt with very severely indeed. 1 want it to be known that if there ts 
going to be a recrudescence of what went on in this district some time 
ago—and there are signs that it is beginning—I shall do my best to stop 
it. I shall use the full powers that are conferred upon me by law and 
impose the severest punishment. If you young men will only keep away 
it will be better for everyone concerned. You only encourage these 
Fascist people by going to their meetings. If no one went to the 
meetings the whole thing would just fizzle out. You go, get stirred 
up, and then there is a row and trouble.” 

Allegations of police brutality were made by both counsel for the 
defence, and in discharging the lads the magistrate said that he was 
not satisfied that the police case against them had been proved. 


DALSTON FASCISTS FINED 


Alleged to have shouted remarks against Jews at an anti-Fascist 
meeting at Ridley Road, Dalston, recently, William Newman, of 
Dalston, was fined 10s., and Charles Ernest Andrews, of Tottenham, 
7s. 6d.. at North London Police Court on charges ol insulting 
behaviour. Inspector Chapman stated that Andrews was one of a 
section of the crowd who were heckling the speaker and endeavouring 
to break up the meeting. He heard prisoner shout to the speaker 
“ You got that from the —-——-. | mean the Jews’ € hronicle.” A little 
later, when the speaker said “ Britain for the British,” Andrews shouted 
“Yes, and Madagascar for the Jews.” A section ol the crowd was 
composed of Jews and they resented the remarks. 


THE MORNING AFTER 


Following the disturbances at the Fascist meeting held in Club 
Row, Shoreditch, on Wednesday of last week, as reported in our 
last issue, five men appeared at Old Street Police Court. One, Edward 
George Cotter, nineteen, an upholsterer of 24, Florida Street, Bethnal 
Green, was charged with using threatening words and behaviour. A 
policeman said that he was escorting Fascists away from the meeting. 
At the corner of Turin Street, a motor-car was on its side, having 
been pushed over, and another car was forced to stop. Cotter, who 
was with twenty to thirty other people, had his hands upraised and 
tried to push the second car over. On being arrested, he said “ It 
wasnt only me.” Bits of paper with German writing were found in 
his possession. Cotter said he was not a member of the Fascist Party 
but a sympathiser. He was remanded for a week on bail for inquiries. 
Of the other four arrested, one was remanded on bail for a week, and 
the others were fined either for obstructing the police or for using 
threatening words and behaviour. 

Five men arrested at a Fascist meeting, held at the Salmon and 
Ball, Cambridge Road, E., on Thursday of last week, were remanded 
on bail until the 27th inst. Another man, charged with using insulting 
words and behaviour at a Fascist meeting in Green Street, Bethnal 
Green, last Friday, was fined, and at the North London Police Court 
last Friday a man was fined for using threatening words and behaviour 
at a Fascist meeting held*‘at Ridley Road, Dalston.

About 250 people were present at a B.U.F. meeting, held on Sunday, 
at Picton Hall, which has seating accommodation for 1,100. Admission 
was by ticket only, these being carefully scrutinised twice by stewards. 
The tone of the meeting, generally, was one of apathy, although there 
were several outbursts of heckling. The principal speaker was A. 
Raven Thomson, a large part of whose address was devoted to a 
tirade against those who interrupted Fascist meetings. With amazing 
logic, he inferred that there could be only two reasons for interruptions 
at Fascist meetings, either the opposition considered that the British 
public was too stupid to be trusted to listen to the Fascist policy or 
else. the Fascist case was a good one. Within the next two years the 
British people would be faced with a serious decision regarding their 
future, and, therefore, it was only right that they should have the 
opportunity of hearing all points of view without being interrupted, 
There was no longer a class war. It was now a questron of fighting 
a small group of enormously wealthy men who dominated the whole 
nation. These men were mostly aliens. 

Mr. William Edwards, the first Fascist Council candidate in Liverpool, 
also spoke. 


THE LADY AND THE * ARYAN ” 


Ihe “ pure-Aryan” race theory received a severe blow at Hogarth 
Road, Earl's Court, last week, while the London Area Council open- 
air Meeting was in progress. A portly, middle-aged woman, with the 
* hawk-like ” nose that is.supposed, by the uninitiated, to be typically 
Semitic, stopped and accepted a handbill from a blond youth who 
was handing them out. The lady flicked her lorgnettes to her nose, 
glanced at the title, “ [The Jews of Britain,” and with an exaggerated 
gesture tore the sheet in two. “Is not a naice Aryan boy like you,” 
she inquired, “ ashamed to'give out bills for Jews?” The “ naice Aryan 
boy * completely confounded her by replying that he was proud to be 
a Jew. 

At Rye Lane, Peckham, an audience of about 600, exclusively non- 
Jewish, hooted a Fascist who, accepting the L.A.C. speaker's challenge 
to “ name one Jew who has been da traitor to England,” chose Disraeli. 
“ Give us another Disraeli! Give us another Disraeli!” cried a man. 
“Statesmen before politicians any day!” 

On Sunday, at Brockwell Park, Herne Hill, the L.A.C. speaker, 
holding his own against a dozen Fascist hecklers, spoke up so well in 
defence of Jewry that the audiences at other platforms came over to 
hear him. This highly successful meeting, which had begun at 3.30, 
was followed by another at 7.30, but the Fascists were not again 
present. The speaker lectured in a conversational manner to about 650 
people, who murmured assent when he pointed out: “ Every time you 
see on the placards * Fresh Jew purge in Germany, you may Know 
that the Hitlerite regime almost tottered to its fall, and so was forced 
back on the old means of diverting public opinion.” 

The London Area Council has held twenty-five meetings since 
Tuesday of last week, all of which have been well attended.

SUBSTANTIAL SALADS 


Tongue Salad 
3 or 4 lambs’ tongues A few gherkins. 
Cooked new potatoes, 4-lb. Lettuce. 
Radishes. Onion sauce 

Bow the tongues till tender: skin, and leave till cold. 

Cut the potatoes, tongues, and gherkins into slices lengthways and arrange 
these in neat rows across a large dish. Put a border of shredded lettuce 
around; garnish with radish roses and pour over the following sauce: 

Mix half a teaspoonful of mustard with a teaspoonful of salad oil and 
add three tablespoonfuls of tongue stock, a tablespoonful of vinegar, and 
three finely-chopped pickled onions. Add salt and pepper to taste. 


Sardine and Rice Salad 
App some chopped spring onion to some cooked rice; moisten with salad 
dressing and heap up in a bowl. Skin and bone the sardines and arrange 


them around the rice. Surround with tufts of watercress and garnish 
with sliced tomatoes. 


Tomatoes Stuffed with Fish 
6 tomatoes. 1 hard-boiled egg 
6 tablespoonfuls of smoked haddock. Capers, 2 teaspoontuls. 
Cooked potatoes, 4-Ib. Lettuce. 


Mayonnaise. 

Cur a slice from the top of each tomato; scoop out the pulp; drain well 
and dust with salt and pepper. Chop the egg and capers; cut a couple of 
the potatoes into small dice; mix all these with the flaked fish and chopped 
tomato pulp; add a tablespoonful of mayonnaise and heap up in the tomato 
cases. Slice the remaining potatoes, arrange them in an overlapping circle 
around the tomatoes with a border of shredded lettuce. Hand mayonnaise 
or salad cream separately. 


Stuffed Eggs and Mixed Vegetable Salad 

Bou. as many eggs as required for fifteen minutes; cut in halt length- 
ways; remove yolks and mash them with tomato chutney, Worcester sauce, 
salt, and pepper, allowing half a teaspoonful of chutney and a few drops 
of sauce to each egg; return to the whites and smooth over with a knife 
dipped in water. Use any vegetables available, carrots, turnips, new 
potatoes, peas, cauliflower, etc.; dice root vegetables and divide cauliflower 
into flowerets (if more convenient, a small tin of macedoine of vegetables 
can be used). | 

Put the vegetables into a basin which will just hold them; season with 
salt and pepper and moisten with salad cream. Press down carefully in 
the basin and leave for a couple of hours. Then carefully turn out in 
the middie of a flat dish; put a ring of cucumber standing up around, then 
a border ef shredded lettuce, arranging the stuffed eggs on this alternately 
with tomato flowerets. For the latter, choose very small firm tomatoes, cut 
into eighths without quite cutting them through. Open out sections to 
look like flower petals and put half a teaspoonful of mayonnaise in each, 


Salad in Slices 

IN the centre of a large flat dish put a small heap of shredded lettuce 
sprinkled with grated cheese. Boil hard as many eggs 4s required; cut 
through lengthways and place each on a thin round of cheese, cut side 
down. Place in a circle round the lettuce. 

Slice thinly some radishes, cucumber, beetroot, and tomato, and put 
a circle of each round the eggs in the order mentioned, separating the 
beetroot and tomato with a little mustard and cress. 

Finish with an outer circle of tufts of watercress. Serve salad cream 
Or mayonnaise separately. Ingredients can be varied to suit ‘individual 
taste; sliced carrot (cooked or raw) and shredded heart of cabbage can 
be substituted for some of the other vegetables, but always work in circles 
and let something green alternate with another colour.

1 found a restaurant capable of seating 
some sixty-five people—there were two sittings, so 130 were provided for 
and all the passengers were Orthodox Jews who could wash and sing grace 
all in traditional style and who enjoyed a Kasher repast which would have 
satishied the most meticulous scrutiny of any religious authority The sight 
of this restaurant, filled with emigrant Jews going to the U.S.A. getting away 
from the anxieties and burdens of European Jewry and experiencing here on 
the high seas sympathy, tolerance, broadmindedness, and goodwill, touched 
me very much and made me feel that all the efforts made by the Cunard Line, the 
Beth Din, and Kashrus Commission had abundantly justified themselves—-even 
their work went no further than what I saw in the R.M.S. “ Queen Mary.”

Added to these cricket achievements, Crowe 
has been successful not only im general 
sporting activities in football, _ billiards, 
table tennis, and athletics, but he has also 
represented his Club culturally, in essay 
writing, serious recitation, and reading. He 
has produced and acted in two plays: and 
won first place for an essay on ~ Royal 
Tournament,” m which 500 competed 

He won the Stepney Borough Federation ’ 
100 yards under 16 in 1929; was second in 1931 in the under 18 sprint, 
was a member of the team which finished second in the A.J.Y. relay 
race; and was second in the under 19 100 yards.

STRONG RESERVE POSITION 


The annual general mecting of the General Mining and Finance Corporation, 
Limited, was held in Johannesbarg on June 7th. : 

Sir George W. Albu, Bart. (the Chairman), in dealing with the accounts for 1937, 
said that the period under review had been one of difficulty and uncertainty with a 
decidedly downward trend in the market value of investments, but that the revenue 
earning capacity of the Corporation had not been appreciably affected thereby.

The general 
reserve now stood at £800,000 and, together with the amount carried forward. 
represented about 74 per cent. of the issued capital of the Corporation. 

investments in stocks and shares, British, South African, and other Government 
and Municipal Securities, including participations, appeared in the balance-sheet at 
£2.630.048, an increase of £735,322 during the twelve months. This increase was 
in the main invested in sound dividend-paying gold-mining shares with a leavening 
of other interests at present in the course of development. The whole of the 
stocks and shares stood in the balance-shect at or under the market prices ruling at 
the end of the financial year. Consequently, on the basis of present market quota- 
tions, the surplus over the figure at which they stocd in the balance-sheet was ver) 
substantial. 

Sir George then proceeded to deal briefly with the Carporaticn’s principal inter- 
ests, namely, Van Ryn Gold Mines Estate, Limited, West Rand Consolidated 
Mines. Limited, East Rand Proprietary Mines, Limited, Durban Roodepoort Deep, 
Limited, Phoenix Oil and Transport Company, Limited, and Metal Traders, 
Limited. 

WEST RAND’S PROGRESS 

The ore reserve of the West Rand Consolidated Mines, Limited, as recalculated 
at December 31st, 1937, showed a fully developed tonnaze of 10,630,000 tons, with 
an average value of 4.4dwt. over 44 in., this Demme an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of 224,000 tons, the value and stoping width remamung the same. 
Good progress had been made with the sinking of the South Sub-Incline shaft 
to develop the area below the plane of the 36th level. Since the year end 
a start had been made with the sinking of the Deep Vertical shaft and good 
progress had also been made with the extension to the South Reduction Plant, which 
would bring the crushing capacity of the mine to an ultimate figure of 220,000 tons 
per month. Provided there were no undue delays im the delivery of machinery, this 
plant should be compleied in accordance with their estimates early m 1939. 

Referring to white labour, Sir George reported that the relationship between the 
employers and employees in the industry continued to be one of harmony. The 
position with re:ard to native labour supply became sieadily worse during the year 
until, in December, it was acute. Since then, however, the number employed had 
shown an increase until now, although sull below their requirements, the shortage 
was not so serious. Periodical shortazes, he said, must in future be expected as 
the industry continued to expand. In order to combat this it was essential to install 
labour-saving mechanical devices wherever posible, a policy which had been 
pursued by the mines under the control of the Corporation. 

Ihe burden borne by the mdustry, both in direct and indirect taxation, continued 
to be far too heavy. Some relief in this respect should be brought about by the 
Government either by a reduction in the profits tax or in the excessive railway rates 
on materials. Sir George suggested that serious consideration should be given to 
this, especially in view of the fact that a very large amount of additional capital 
would be required for opening up the vast new areas now included in those fields. 
This capital would noi be forthcoming unless there was sufficient attraction for i, 
and that could only be the cas: if the new ventures were not, as at present, over- 
burdened by unnecessary taxation, 

As had recently been announced tn the Press, Mr. W..H. A. Lawrence and Mr. 
R.S.G. Stoxes had joined the Board of the Corporation and he, Sir George Albu, 
had joined the Board of Rand Mines, Limite’. For many years past there had been 
collaboratioa between the Geacra!l Mining Corporation and the Central Mining-Rand 
Mines Group in connection with important mutual mining interests. The new 
a to the respective directorates mirked the completion of arrangements 
for closer co-operation between the two organisations. 


TELEPHONE RENTALS 


RECORD NEW BUSINESS 

The annual general meeting of Telephone Rentals, Lid., was held on June 29th at 
Southera House, London, 

Mr. Fred. T. Jackson, Chairman and Managing Director, said that al! subsidiaries 
had traded at a profit for the year under review. The operating companies had 
made corsiderable progress, and the new rentals secured by these companies con- 
stituted a record. Trade generally during the year was most satisfactory. and it was 
logical! that part of the increase in the rent roll should be attributed to the Satisfac- 
tory industria! conditions prevailing throughout the country.

Distinct signs of recovery are observable in the stock markets. The 
better sentiment is based on reduced tension in European politic. 
Recovery on the Wall Street Stock Exchange and in various commodii, 
and metal prices are behind the movement, while there is not th 
least doubt that the outstanding success of the recent 3 per cen: 
Defence Loan by the British Treasury has stimulated interest in stock 
markets. Just for the moment, British Funds, which have been suc}, 
a prominent feature in markets, are rather overshadowed by the interes: 
taken in other directions. It is highly improbable, however, tha: 
materia'ly lower prices will be seen for the Funds, as there is ever, 
evidence of continued ample credit resources and low money rates jp 
the country.

THE SUNDAY TRADING ACT 


Jewish Hairdressers Prosecuted 
CONFUSION BETWEEN SATURDAY AND SABBATH 


The question as to what constitutes the Jewish Sabbath was raised at 
Old Street Police Court last week, when six persons were summoned 
by the London County Council under the Shops (Sunday Trading 
Restriction) Act. 

Defendants were : Hyman Dekovnick, of 29, Brick Lane, Stepney ;: Samuel! 
Frank, of 34, Osborn Street, Stepney ; Albert Freedenberg, of 1, Irene House, 
Flower and Dean Street, Stepney ; Harry Pollock,. of 72-73, Cleveland Street, 
Stepney ; Joe Shriebman, of 61, Brick Lane, Stepney : and Samuel Verbovsky, 
of 27, Columbia Road, Bethnal Green. They were summoned that being 
persons by whom statutory declarations had been made in connection with 
applications for the registration of shops, they unlawfully engaged on the 
Jewish Sabbath about the business of the said shops, contrary to section seven 
(5) (4) of the Act. Mr. T. FE. Williams appeared for the London County 
Council and Mr. R. Castle-Miller was instructed on behalf of the East London 
Hairdressers’ Association. Mr. C. F. Baron appeared for Verbovsky. 

Mr. Williams stated that section seven of the Act said that subject to the 
provisions of the seciion an occupier of a shop who was a person of the Jewish 
religion was entitled to hav: his shop registered by the loca! authority. When a 
Staiutory dec!aration was mad:, the shop was registered to be closed on Satur- 
day and to open until 2 p.m. on Sunday. Where registration was in fact made, 
the Act went on to stat: that in such circumstances the shop should be closed 
for ali purposes cornected with trade or business on Saturday. Later the Act 
said that any application for registration of a shop was to be in the prescribed 
form accompanied by a statutory declaration made by the occupier declaring 
that he conscientiously objected on religious grounds to carrying on trade or 
bu iness on the Jewish Sabbath. Hemust be shut on Saturday, continued Mr. 
Wiliams, who added that ‘Saturday its:lf need not be the Jewish Sabbat>, 
which often began o1 Friday afternoon. Thos: summonses were against 
p2ople who, having been registered, opened on the Jewish Sabbath—in those 
cases on Fridays. 

Mr. Castle-Miller said his submission was quite short. One regretted to 
notice that atthe end of the Act no definition was given of the Jewish Sabbath 
and therefore one looked atthe Act tiself and especially the immed ate context 
of the section unzer which the summonses were brought. His submission was 
that for the purpos: of the Act, Saturday was the Jewish Sabbath. Fairly 
interpreted it meant a day’s trading on Saturday—that was to say, the Jewi h 
equivalert to Sunday. 7 

Mr. Castle-Miller said he was instructed that no Magistrate had decid:d 
the particular point. The facts were admitted. and he was instructed that if 
the Magistrate were against him the Association were quite willing—not in 
any spirit of acrimony-——to take the matter to the Divisional Court. | 

Mr. Will'ams con‘eided that the Act made a distinction between the Jewish 
Sabbath and Saturday. 

Mr. Baro. said he associated himself with the submission made by *r. 
Cast'e-Mill_r. 

the Magstrate (Mr. F. O. Langley) said it seemed to him that what 
hay pened in the section was this: Having started to distinguish between 
Saturday and Sunday in ord:r to pay respect to the Jewish religion, which was 
not te religion o. the legislature, it went on to refer to religious, conscientious 
objections. It then called Saturday by the name it was known by to the Jews 
Sabbath. 

The summonses were adjourned for a week. 


Jewish Baker Acquitted 


At Old Street Police Court, Kasryel Broer, of 91, Virginia Road, Bethnal 
Green, was summoned under the Shops (Sunday Trading Restriction) Act, 
for not closing his premises on Saturday, April 2nd. He pleaded not guilty. 

Inspector Bragg said the shop was registered by the London County 
Council in March of this year. At 10.57 a.m., a woman entered the shop 
and was served with a loaf. Defendant's wife said in explanation: “She 
was short in bread, so I let her have it.” Defendant made a statement in 
which he said that they did not bake on the Sabbath. The woman had been 
given the bread to oblige her. Defendant gave evidence, and in reply to the 
magistrate (Mr. Langley), said that a special loaf was always baked for this 

dy every Friday, and on this occasion she called for it on the Saturday. 

The magistrate said that in the circumstances the summons would be 

ismissed.

Thanks were due to the people who had made it possible 
for the new building to be erected, to the Managers, the L.C.C. instructors, to 
Mr. S. Ansell, the Club's Chairman, and to the members who stood by the 
club during its two years ‘‘in the wilderness.’’ ‘*‘We realise,’’ said Mr. 
Drage, “‘the need for broadening the member's outlook if he is to become a 
citizen worthy of the name, for we are trying to see that the deficiencies of an 
a most criminally short school education are made up in other ways. Lastly, 
we have remembered that we are Jews. A Jew who forgets this is neither a 
good Jew nor a good citizen. The behaviour of each one of us goes a long way 
to form public opinion on this question. The club has succeeded in no small 
measure in keeping the members attached to their religion.’’ : 

Mr. Cyril Ross, congratulating the club on its excellent report, said it was a 
**thrill’’ to preside at a club where, thirty years ago, he had been a 
member. Pride of race should be an important factor in the life of every Jewish 
boy, he went on. They were living in a country the keynotes of which were 
tolerance.and equal opportunity, and it behoved them not to go in for anything 
of an extreme nature. 

After Mrs. Ross had presented the prizes (I noticed many London Federa- 
tions, Stepney Borough, and A.J.Y. awards), Mr. Barnett Janner paid tribute 
to the Club as being the p.oneer of the British Jewish Boys’ Club movement. 
It had an historic past and now, as always, retained its high position in the 
movement. We should, he said, be proud of bring Jews, not because we were 
better than other people but because we had never reviled our neighbours and 
had lived up to the principle of “ honour the stranger within thy gates.’’ 

Mr. S. Ansell expressed the Club’s thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Ross for 
attending, to the L.C.C., through Mr. Crispen who was present, for its valuable 
co-operation ; and to the Hon. Mrs. Sebag-Montefiore (who was absent), Mr. 
Percy Jacobs, Mr. and Mrs. Lionel Drage, Mr. Montague Jacobs, and the 
many. others who were standing by the Club. |

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ART NOTES 


UNITED SOCIETY OF ARTISTS 


Although the exhibition of the United Society of Artists at the Suffolk 
Street Galleries does not attain a high level, there are several works 
of merit. Harold Workman in “ Barges,” “Covent Garden,” and 
“ Tower Bridge,” has painted something worth painting and has painted 
it well, but only as a camera would see it. His pictures are well 
balanced and cleanly done, but they are essentially photographic in 
their building up from detail. They are like good photographs well 
transferred to a different medium. But where is the creation? He 
uses a harder technique in “ Barges” than in the other pictures, but 
in each case it is merely reproductive. The fact, however, that one 
spends so much time considering his work indicates that it has value; 
one’s only regret ts that it has not more. 

M. Dickinson's “ Roses ” are very nicely done, and Charles Buchel’s 
“Ursula” is particularly clever—but that its all. A much more 
important picture is the little “ Five Ghosts” by R. H. Sauter. This 
is original in idea, quiet in tone, lively in design, and intriguing in 
texture. Natalie Sieveking’s “ Dieppe Harbour ™ is a rich and exciting 
piece of painting, but needs more body. . 

A real find is E. Parnell-Bailey’s “Glebe Place, Chelsea.” This 
is a grand bit of colour, sensitively handled, with beauty of detail 
and mass, nice painting, and quiet dignity. It is seen from just the 
right angle, the white surface of wall to the left of the central lamp- 
post being ideal in volume and placing. James Arundel’s “ Cawood 
Church ” and “ Decoration ™ are sufficiently interesting to merit study. 
“ Decoration ” is only a decoration (and as such should not be framed), 
but it is a good one. “Cawood Church” is a curious synthesis ot 
Utrillo and Viaminck; it falls away rather unfortunately, but has good 
quality. 

JEWISH ART AT PALESTINE FAIR 

Ben Uri has this year held its annual exhibition at the Queen's Hall 
as part of the Palestine Exhibition and Fair. This has had the advan- 
tage of drawing a larger and wider public, but the disadvantage of 
lasting only three days. As it is already over, there ts no pomt in going 
into details of the various exhibits. For that matter, it would be 
difficult, for the pictures were hung round the Grand Circle, and one 
could not get more than a yard or so away from them. This was 
quite unfair to works like Martin Bloch’s “ View into Regent Street.” 

Yet this was Ben Uri's best attempt for some years at a really repre- 
sentative show of important work. There were works by Feibusch, 
Soutine, Rubin, Wolfe, Pissarro, Chagall, Gertler, Elkan, Epstein, and 
other significant artists. True, they were not always important works 
or recently done, but they were there. 

{ liked particularly V. Morosoff's derivative, but alive, “ Corner 
House,” Chagall’s delicious “Acrobats,” V. Boberman’s quiet Venetian 
sketches, Wolmark’s unusual an:' intriguing self-portrait, Nathaniel 
Kornbluth’s etchings, Ludwig Bluii's “ Temple Area,” Erna Auerbach’s 
vital and sensible “ The Garden,” and Melnikofi’s new head of Gwen 
Farrar. But most of the pictures had been seen before. Ben Uri has 
yet to win that elementary respect that enables any other society to 
insist that all works submitted shall be new. 

A small corner of the Fair was given to art produced by Palestinian 
children. As usual, it was much more attractive than the “ grown-up ” 
art; the children of Mishmar Haemek, in particular, showed a grand 
sense of colour.

TO HELP PERSECUTED CHILDREN 


Proposed Exhibition of Jewish Art 
A NON-SECTARIAN ENDEAVOUR 


A preliminary meeting was held at the Grosvenor Hotel, Victoria, 
last week, to discuss. a projected scheme for holding a large-scale 
exhibition of Jewish art in the autumn in aid of the persecuted Jewish 
children of Austria. 

Mr. J. B. Manson, former Director of the Tate Gallery, was in the Chair, 
and referred to the scheme as a means of doing honour to a great people 
and of helping the child victims of persecution. Letters of encouragement 
had been received from the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, the 
Bishops of Ely, Southwark, Rochester, and Chelmsford, the Dean of 
Westminister, Cardinal Hinsley, the Chief Rabbi, the Lord Mayor of 
London, Lady Diana Cooper, Dame Sybil Thorndike, Sir Arbuthnot Lane, 
Sir Ronald Storrs, Commander Locker-Lampson, M.P.. and Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, M.P. 

Mrs. Doris Arnoldi, the organiser, said the venture was to be a non- 
sectarian gesture of friendliness to a religious minority. The artistic side 
of the exhibition would be in the hands of Mr. Manson, Mr. Frank 
Emanuel, and Dr. Cecil Roth, and would consist of three sections: Jewish 
ritual art, modern Jewish art, and art concerning Jews. She had written 
to Sir Philip Sassoon asking him to lend his house, and she hoped to 
arrange for hostesses to receive the public each afternoon and for entertain- 
ments in the evenings. She also wantea to organise a flag day in connection 
with the exhibition. 

The Duchess of Atholl, Father Day, Dr. Joan Fry, and a representative of 
the Salvation Army spoke of the horrors of the Nazi persecution of Jewish 
children, and offered to do anything they could to relieve their suffering. 

Mr. Emanuel made an honest admission of his limitations as an art 
director, and said that if people wanted “ debased” or “ modern” art in 
the exhibition, they were welcome to co-opt someone more sympathetic 
on to the Committee. He also expressed to the non-Jewish organisers of 
the scheme the gratitude of the Jews who were present. 

This sentiment was reiterated by Dr. Roth, who suggested that a 
brochure should be produced giving the facts of the Nazi persecution in 
simple form. He suggested that any money raised should be used to 
assist the children of all persecuted “ non-Aryans” in Austria, not merely 
of professing Jews. He felt that the flag-day proposal needed very careful 
consideration; the reaction of many citizens might easily be that the Jews 
were wealthy enough to look after their own. 

Mrs. Arnoldi, in reply, said she was of opinion that people were thinking 
that it was just about time something was done for the Jews. It was 
suggested that a Press Committee should be formed, and the Duchess of 
Atholi supported Dr. Roth’s plea for a pamphlet.

SCOTTISH RALLY WINNERS 
The Pleasures of Motor-Boating 


With such a general interest taken in this year’s Royal Scottish 
Automobile Club's rally and its finishing poimt inside the Glasgow 
Exhibition. | chronicle the winners, as Scottish hills and roads are 
sound tests of the sturdiness of the cars. Moreover, the first day’. 
run. 250 miles, starting from Glasgow, was a very strenuous trial ove: 
much difficult country in heavy rain. And if the distance was less 
on the other days, the hill-climbing, acceleration, and brake tests were 
severe enough to convince the most carping critic that rallies are no; 
mere picnics. 

Competitors were divided into six classes. Class |, open cars up 
to 1,300 c.c., was won by F. G. Cornish driving an M.G.: Class I. 
closed cars up to 1,300 c.c., by Miss I. C. Schwedler driving her 
Hillman Minx; Class HI, open cars up to 2,200 c.c., by T. Leslic 
McDonald in his Singer; Class IV, closed cars up to 2,200 c.c., by 
C. L. Bembridge in his Rover; Class V, open cars exceeding 2,200 cc. 
by Lord Waleran in his Lagonda; and Class VI, closed cars exceediny . 
2.200 .c.c.. F. S. Barnes in his Vauxhall “ Twenty-five.’ As Miss 
Schwedler won her class first prize she had to pass on the ladies’ prize 
for best performance for closed cars to Miss M. V. Milne, driving a 
Singer, as the regulations did not permit her eligibility for it afte; 
her victory over her class competitors of both sexes. Both thes- 
ladies did excellently, as did all the prize-winners, for competition 
was very keen and only a few points separated them from the others 

The results were very satisfactory, as all the winners used ordinar\ 
standard-production cars as sold every day to the public. 

In the coachwork competition the premier award, “ Empire Exhibi- 
tion Trophy, Scotland, 1938,” was won for open cars by Lord Waleran’. 
Lagonda, and a similar trophy for closed cars by Colonel R. Rippon 
Daimler, which also won the R.A.C. closed-car champion cup in. tha: 
Club’s rally at Blackpool. Winners of the coachwork class prizes 
were: Class |, open cars, W. T. Grose’s 10-h.p. Talbot; Class 2, open 
cars, M. Newnham’s Triumph 16-h.p. coupé, with Miss Ann Finch 
Hatton second with a similar car; Class 3, open cars, Lord Waleran’s 
Lagonda drop-head coupé; Class 1, closed cars, C. D. Buckley's Austin 
Twelve; Class 2, closed cars, Viscountess Chetwynd’s 14-h.p 
Lanchester, with C. G. H. Dunham's 16-h.p. Rover second: Class 3. 
closed cars, C. M. Simpson’s Daimler fifteen saloon; and Class 4. 
closed cars, Colonel R. Rippon’s Daimler straight-eight saloon. 

The point emphasised in this rally was that drop-head coupés and 
cabriolets were regarded as “ touring open cars.” This is of signi- 
ficance, as it shows that the wind of fashion is blowing strongly in 
favour of making these drop-head cabriolets or coupés standard open 
tourers on tuture price lists of motor manufacturers in Great Britain.

People do not make 
as much Gse of our waterways as they mighi for their holidays. [ 
have travelled by motor-boat from Putney to Bristol, via the Thames, 
the Kennet, the Kennet-Avon cana!, and the Avon as far as Avon- 


mouth beyond Bristol. And there are many other cross-country 
runs available.

Comedienne ” 
New Ivor Novello Comedy 


In his new play at the Haymarket Theatre, Mr. Ivor Novello tejjx 
the story—rumoured to be based on fact—of a certain leading actres, 
whose difficult character first reduced her from affluence to penury and 
then ruined her chances of a come-back. 

Now Mr. Novello’s knowledge of matters theatrical is, of course, exten. 
sive, and in the back-stage scenes there is the particular joy of listening io 
stuff written by a man who knows exactly what he is talking about. If the 
story itself, and particularly the emotional development, rang as true a, 
the pictures of a play in rehearsal, “ Comedienne “~ would be the best of 
Mr. Novello’s works. But in cutting out his leading character—and in thi: 
role Lilian Braithwaite has an enormously long part—the author has for- 
gotien to allow for age and the effects of both it and time on the qualit, 
of sentiment. He is creating truly when he pictures this strange creature. 
with her rudeness and selfishness and contrived courtesy and unexpecicd 
kindness, as always uncertain what was spontaneous emotion and what 
merely the exercise of her acting art. But had she possessed the sense of 
humour. however acidulated, that her many amusing. remarks indicate. 
she could scarcely have failed to see the element of comedy in looking back 
on her stupidity and, above all, in the ironical contrivance connected with 
the authorship of the play written for her come-back. 

Apart from the very fine performance of Miss Braithwaite, there are on), 
second-rate réles for the other principal artists, leaving Barry Jones to briny 
his personal charm to the incredibly generous backer, Cecily Byrne to show 
us angelic patience as a model of gratitude, Ralph Michael to pass on the 
author's assurance that he has written a great play, Alau Webb to give 
authenticity to his portrayal of a harassed producer, Fabia Drake to give 
a lovely performance as a conscientious actress, and Ivan Samson to enact 
an unwanted husband's inconvenient reappearance. Kathleen Harrison s 
sketch of a cockney dresser is an unmixed delight. 


Gogol’s Marriage” 
A Charming Westminster Production 


Mr. Rollo Gamble, who has produced Gogol’s “ utterly incredible 
incident” at the Westminster Theatre, has handled this charming 
humorous trifle with a light and dexterous hand. 

By a wisely stylised production we are informed. at once that this 
innocent little romp is nothing more than an exercise in vivacity. There 
are the two rival match-makers, Ivanova, who brings a string of suitors 
for the hand of the gumpish girl Agafia, and Kocharyov, who, from the shee: 
love of marriage-making, drags, cajoles, bullies, and wheedles his middle- 
aged friend, Ivan, into entering for the matrimonial prize. The fun derives 
from the various rivalries of the match-makers mentioned, and of the seamy 
crowd of suitors themselves. 

As the dullish Ivan, Waldo Wright shows us a credible version of shy 
bachelorhood. As his burstingly energetic friend, Cecil Trouncer sweeps 
everything before him. Here we are given the kind of superabundant human 
energy which simply cannot leave well alone. His rage and enthusiasm 
and vigorous craft make his friend's reluctance almost heroic. Then there 
is a delicious study of an out-at-elbow and generally decayed ex-naval 
lieutenant by Mark Dignam. For this actor's performance alone it 1s 
worth while going to the Westminster; while Graveley Edwards, Frederick 
Peisley. and Ine Cameron also contribute amusing burlesques. ~ Isobel 
Scaife makes the young girl a study in unrelieved stupidity—-which is what 
she was intended to be. It is a pleasant change in the theatre to encoun'ct 
such a gaily patterned piece of artificiality as this production. 


**My Crime” at the **Q” 
A Bright Satirical Farce 


What English audiences may lose by lack of familiarity with French 
legal procedure, farcically satirised in this play, they gain by enjoying 
the very strangeness of the Gallic method. 

There is something inviting comic treatment in the Continental system 
of having examining judges who are a kind of mixture of public prosecutor 
and Scotland Yard. And when, as in this delightful play, that functionary 
is such an amusing old fool as Judge Rabdusset administering the law in a 
land where juries seldom fail to rescue lovely ladies charged with 
“ passionate crime” from the rigours of penalty, the opportunities for fun 
are immense. In this story, the very beautiful prisoner—you can estimate 
how beautiful when you know that she is played by Elizabeth Allen 
really stole the crime from an underworld crook. When she had become 
famous as the result of her trial and inevitable acquittal, the crook feels 
aggrieved. He blackmails her to the tune of fifty thousand francs, threaten- 
ing to reveal that her confession of murder was a lie. But she promptly 
blackmails the father of her sweetheart for the necessary sum, and finishes 
up 4 aeryng the man she wants. What couid provide a merrier evening 
in this ime’ 

‘While Elizabeth Allen and Norah Howard and Anthony Bushell all act 
with the liveliness if not the peculiar comic edge demanded by French 
satirical farce, the honours are carried off by Athole Stewart, as the asinine 
old judge whose vapourings and imaginings are a sheer joy. There is an 
absurd scene in the jury room in which the types are well differentiated, 
though the twelve good actors all do well, one longed to see real Frenchmen 
in this riot of fun. In the last scene, Bernard Merefield supplies us with 4 
heavily comic French father. Altogether excellent amusement! GI 


Lilian Harmel Dance Recital 


Miss Lilian Harmel gave a recital of dances at the Arts Theatre on 
Thursday in last week. Miss Harmel is a dramatic exponent who uses 
dancing in its widest sense for the interpretation of her acting. Her pro- 
gramme included a series of. dances of King David, in which she shows 
David the Shepherd. visualising his vocation, his prayer and his vow. his 
combat, and, finally, his triumph and coronation. It is a tribute to Miss 
Harmel’s performance that the interest in the development never flags. 
From the point of view of dancing. Miss Harmel’s movements lack some of 
the finish and technical proficiency that we are accustomed to find in dancers 
as gifted as she is.

MR. MURRAY SILVERSTONE AND UNITED ARTISTS

We forecast some months ago that Mr. Murray Silverstone’s future 
with United Artists would keep him in New York and allow him only 
occasional visits to Europe.

Premieres 


DU JOUR ”—Berkeley (“A” Certificate) 


Julien Duvivier’s virtuosity, which may shortly be turned to popular 
commercial account now that he is in Hollywood, could not better be 
exemplified than by contrasting his “Pepe le Moko” with the deliciously 
merry comedy Miss Elsie Cohen has secured for the Berkeley. 
Duvivier’s touch has the champagne “joie de vivre” quality often 
credited to Lubitsch; and unquestionably he has presented Maurice 
Chevalier to an advantage which only Lubitsch has equalled. It is 
one of Chevalier’s best films, and shows him as an electrician who 
becomes the man of the hour by undergoing a blood transfusion for a 
famous and influential actress. Typical French humour, technical 
excellence, and fine acting throughout the cast make this a film you 
should make an effort to see. 


“YOU AND ME ”—Carlton (“A” Certificate) 

Fritz Lang, the director of that magnificent film “Fury,” has not, 
probably, achieved everything he planned in this film; but that does not 
alter the fact that he has produced a drama which I found, for the most 
part, engrossing. 

His drama is mental rather than physical. Its central characters, 
Sylvia Sidney and George Raft, are convicts on parole, employed with 
fifty others of their kind by a store owner who believes that charity 
means more than signing bankers’ orders for annual subscriptions, 
The man, a gunman in former days, is genuinely trying to go straight 
and to get right away from the atmosphere of crime. The two fall in 
love; and the girl feels she dare not risk their happiness by telling 
him that she, too, is a ticket-of-leave convict. They marry, which her 
parole rules prohibit, and from then on the story tells the consequences 
of that deceit. There are symbolic sequences which, unfortunately, 
just miss the mark; but there is sufficient human interest, comedy 
touches, and fine acting to make this widely acceptable entertainment 
of the grimmer kind. Warren Hymer, the veteran Harry Carey, and 
Vera Gordon are excellent support for the two stars. 

Also at the Carlton is an interesting documentary made by the G.P.O. 
Film Unit. “ North Sea” reconstructs an actual incident of the gale of 
February, 1937, when radio took a hand in helping an Aberdeen 
trawler that was in distress. The best feature of the film is the 
photography; some of the bird's-eye shots being exceptionally good. 
The dialogue has some dry Scottish humour; but one felt at times that 
the narrative might be helped by English sub-titles,

“The Devil's Party” stars Victor McLaglen as a victim of circum 
stances.

In recounting the ensuing vendetta of 
revenge, the picture falls below its early promise.

Shock number one in this Mexican interlude is to find Hollywood's 
sultry sarong-queen, Dorothy Lamour, fully dressed. Shock number 
two is to see a travesty on the movingly dramatic suicide scene in 
“A Star is Born.” This strikes one as being in the depths of bad taste. 
What there is of a story concerns a Hollywood writer and his 
secretary on a Mexican trip and their respective romances. Even the 
combined brains of Messrs. Hartman, Butler, Moffit, and Atteberry. 
who should know something about Hollywood writers’ brighter habi:.. 
can't get much sting into it, though Bob Burns and Martha Raye 
have chances for their particular types of comedy. The highlight is 
Miss Raye’s effort to out-do Eddie Cantor in the bull-ring. 


“ THREE COMRADES “—Enppire Certificate) 

The strength of this strangely moving translation of Remargue’s 
book lies mainly in its diamond-cut dialogue, but, in addition, it js 
played by several pairs of eyes in a way that ts destined to wring tea: 
from many a film-goer’s heart. The story deals with three young 
Germans in the immediate post-War depression, their struggle fo; 
livelihood, and their perfect comradeship with a newly-poor aristocrat. 
Margaret Sullavan, in her first film for eighteen months, acts with 
appealing sincerity as the girl in love, who knows all along that he 
life is in forfeit; and the three comrades of the title could scarcely be 
better played than they are by Taylor, Franchot Tone, and Rober! 
Young. There is a leavening of pleasant humour in a story intrinsically 
sad; but don’t dare venture without a spare handkerchief.

NAZI CONQUEST OF AUSTRIA 
The Inside Story 


The “ March of Time ™ film, “ Inside Nazi Germany ~ (now showing 
at many local cinemas), sadly belied its title. It provided only a surface 
picture, such as any casual observer might have obtained. The 
“ March ot Time No. 2,” containing “ Nazi Conquest,” has, on the 
contrary, succeeded in getting a really inside, eye-witness account of the 
Nazi swoop on Ausiria. 

Ihe film cleverly begins in the carly ‘twenties, when Hitler first 
formulated his plan to seize Austria, his homeland, “as a necessary 
condition for the securtty of the German race,” and as a prelude to Naz 
domination of Europe. By 1933, Hitler had been placed in a position 
where he could begin to put his plan into effect. The film illustrates 
his abortive Putsch, symbolised in the murdered Dollfuss. Then, under 
Schuschnigg, the attempts to stave off Nazi conquest are intensified. 
But Hitler seizes his opportunity, and a mighty mechanised army of 
15,000 marches forward. We see it cross the frontier; and then Hitler 
himself follows. Austria becomes Nazi Germany's first colony. A 
propaganda-intoxicated populace hails its own enslavement, but its 
enthusiasm, as several scenes in the film indicate, is likely to be short- 
lived. We see an Austrian Volksgenosse roughly chivvied aside by a 
Nazi soldier; we see the body of one of the many hundreds of suicides; 
and we hear the fateful proclamation, brusquely delivered, in harsh, 
Prussian style: “ The laws of Germany henceforth apply to Austria.” 
One realises that the delirious Austrian honeymoon is likely to have a 
bitter to-morrow. 

_ Meanwhile, Austria’s neighbours, peacefully pursuing their own 
lives, await with apprehension the day when the Nazis will attempt to

CONTEMPORARY MUSIC FESTIVAL 


Disappointing Compositions 
POOR ATTENDANCE AT QUEEN’S HALL 


The sixteenth festival of the International Society for Contemporary 
Music is being held in London this week, but, judging by the poor 
attendance at the opening concert at Queen’s Hall, London is out to 
show that it is not interested in music being produced by our con- 
temporaries. It is certainly true that we are much more phlegmatic

in regard to modern music than other European nations, though that by 
no means connotes that we are less musical. Somé, after hearing that 
first concert, might even be disposed to argue that it proves the reverse, 
for, if one is to judge by past experience, only one or two of the works 
(and not always so many) played at such festivals are destined to live 
beyond their momentary festival glory. 

But I think it wrong to condemn such festivals because they do not 
produce even one really good work. That is a quantitive approach 
which fails to take into account their value in giving the young 
composer an opportunity to show whether he has anything in him, 
and as providing a stepping-stone to fame. Regarded in this way, as 
stepping-stones, they have to be given their due: a number of com- 
posers have stepped their way to fame via these international festivals. 
Whether any of those composers whose works were performed on the 
opening night this year will achieve more than a fleeting fame is 
problematical, though if the decision were left to me it would not be 
so at all. 

| would say at once that Viteslava Kapralova, whose Military Sym- 
phonietta opened the programme, may go quite a long way as a 
popular composer, especially if Czechoslovakia survives its present 
difficulties, and that when she has got past youth's initial mistake of 
thinking that noise and energy necessarily imply creative work, she will 
settle down pretty well, but will never be really famous. I would 
say that Josef Koffler has already gone so far along his present sterile 
road that cnly an internal revolution will turn him off it, and that 
meantime he will go on producing such works as his Symphony No. 3, 
which are of little interest to anybody except himself. I would say that 
Lennox Berkeley is getting dangerously old, at thirty-four, to be so 
obviously unable to know what exactly he wants to do with music, 
and that his “ Domini est Terra” reveals all his indecision, which, as is 
inevitable, results in vapidity. 

I would say that Anton Webern will always hold my attention and 
regard, for “Das Augenlicht™ for chorus and orchestra, with all its 
sighing bleakness and stark nakedness of form, was extraordinarily 
expressive of the poem, though the poet might not have thought so. 
I would say that Manuel Rosenthal has found his line in the broad- 
casting world, but that if ever that fails him, he would do well to turn 
to cinema, where the blatant and crude are only too readily lapped up, 
and that he might do worse than get some big film executive to make a 
sound film of Joan of Arc’s life and embody his music as background

noises. I would say that Julian Bautista had taken an easy path in 
setting Federico Lorca’s poems of three cities to characteristic 
Spanish dance rhythms and phrases, but had done his job extremely 
well, and had effectively employed the Spanish idiom to express three 
moods which rise above the local Spanish atmosphere into the 
universal. 

That leaves Igor Markewitch. Of him I would say that some day 
he will probably be a sadder and a wiser man, but that meantime he is 
welcome to his belief that the ideals of his generation—.c., of young 
people in the twenties—are on the lines of “a new order founded on 
values of a universal significance ""—the words, like the belief, are 
presumably his own—but that he completely failed to convince me that 
his music expressed any such ideals, or any ideals at all, or that his 
last movement was in any sense a “Hymn of the New Age.” His 
generation is certainly restless, usually energetic, noisy like himself, and 
self-opinionated, like all of us. But only a small minority of them 


_ would hail Igor Markewitch as their musical prophet. 


A VOCAL SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 
Alexander Ryger’s Interesting Experiment 


Experiments in the direction of making the human voice an integral 
part of orchestral colour are by no means new. On the one hand 
Delius went as far as any composer in his “ Song of the High Hills,” 
for instance, ana on the other, the Cossack choirs have familiarised us 
with a very striking employment of vocal effects as orchestral accom- 
paniment. But Alexander Ryger, who conducted his Vocal Symphony 
Orchestra at Wigmore Hall last week, has taken one further step, and is 
working to build an orchestra solely of human voices. At first sight 
the idea seems excellent: the human voice was certainly the first, 
though it is far from always the purest instrument, and at its best it is 
a highly flexible medium of expression. But this concert showed that 
below the surface there are difficulties and problems which may well 
prove insoluble. To begin with, the human voice divides itself into 
four categories, and, no matter how much they may be subdivided, it 
is impossible to modify their timbres essentially. So that it is exciting 
too great hopes to describe an ensemble of some fifteen voices as an 
orchestra, for there is not the tonal differentiation requisite to 
orchestral performance. Then it is unfortunately true that the human 
voice is only rarely a precision instrument, and also that, with all its 
flexibility, it still is not normally as flexible as the basic orchestral 
instruments. 

Brahms’ Waltz op. 39 No. 15 provided a good example of the funda- 
mental weakness of the vocal orchestra at its present stage: all the 
lilting, dancing fluidity of the work was lost, and there remained only 
a rather toneless flow of melodic lines. The same applies to the part— 
a very limited, and purely melodic part—-of the second movement of 
Bax’s Oboe quintet. In the original, a good deal of the beauty of the 
movement arises from the contrast of oboe with strings, and that con- 
trast was completely lacking in its vocal version. Strictly speaking, 
these were the only works on which one could fairly judge the orchestra, 
for the other five were all compositions by Alexander Ryger, which, as 
one had not heard them performed on any other instrument, one could 
not refer to any standard. As it was, one was left with a curious feeling 
of dissatisfaction that what seemed such a fruitful idea should have 
failed to come un to expectations, or anywhere near expectations.

Miss Gluckmann has been engaged to sing again in Holland in 
December with the Residentie Orchestra, and in January with the 
Concertgebouw Orchestra.

THE EMBROIDERED **TALITH” 


BY AUNTIE 
Mf eras once con: the great Jewish teacher, 


was once consulted by an aggrieved Jew 

who had embroidered a _ falith with 
Hebrew texts, but whose Rabbi had 
disapproved of this elaborate and ornamental 
praying scarf. The reply of Maimonides was 
characteristic of that wise and tolerant sage: 
“As you served God in making it,” he wrote, 
“so serve God in discarding it, and prevent 
dispute.” There is an important principle 
involved in this advice of the author of the 
“Guide to the Perplexed,” and I should like 
to say a word or two about it. 


UNESSENTIALS 


Too often we find that bitterness and bad 
feeling are caused by people quarrelling over 
things that really do not matter. People stand 
up for what they call their “ rights,” when 
really they would be no worse off if they made 
some small concession and perhaps thereby 
appeased an irate neighbour or an angry 
relative. Peace and friendship are worth 
retaining at some sacrifice. They are treasures 
for which even a good price should be paid. 
To keep a great thing one may well surrender 
little things. What we call our “rights” are 
often not rights at all, but only our whims, 
our fads, our hobbies. Sometimes our fads 
disturb other people, affect their happiness, 
their comfort, their peace of mind. Let us 
give them up without a murmur if that prove 
to be the case. Let us even give them up if 
they seem to come up against people's 
prejudices. If we examine the matter 
philosophically we shall find in nine cases out 
of ten that our sacrifice is not really very 
great, whereas we secure the goodwill of those 
we appease, and that is a victory worth 
winning. You know the story of the travellers 
who met in a narrow road and who came to 
blows because neither would turn aside to let 
the other pass. Was it worth while? 


THe WronGc Piace To STAND 

Often we will not give way because we are 
too proud. We stand on our dignity. We may 
have wronged someone, insulted someone. We 
can make things right by a word of apology, 
a polite expression of regret. But we will not 
“ lower ” ourselves to say the little word that 
will restore peace and harmony. Believe me, 
there is no more perilous foothold on which to 
stand than one’s dignity. There is a world of 
truth in the old adage that pride goeth before 
a fall. Let us give up our embroidered talith 
and serve God in discarding it and using a 
plain one. We may feel that we are entirely 
in the right and that it is the other man who 
is mistaken. Never mind. We may have 
embroidered our talith from thoroughly praise- 
worthy motives, from truly religious motives. 
We may have been quite disinterested and 
unselfish. Maimonides, nevertheless, was 
right: “As you served God in making it, so 
serve God in discarding it and prevent dispute.” 
Life is too short to let a piece of embroidery 
make us an enemy. It ts not worth while. 

ESSSENTIALS 

All this does not mean that we should 
surrender our innermost convictions, that we 
should give up our principles for the sake of 
appeasing the wrath of someone who does not 
share them. We must learn to discriminate 
between essentials and non-essentials, between 
the things that are vital and those that are of 
small account.

THE EMBROIDERED “‘TALITH” 


BY AUNTIE 


AIMONIDES, the great Jewish teacher, 
AY ee once consulted by an aggrieved Jew 

who had embroidered a falith with 
Hebrew texts, but whose Rabbi had 
disapproved of this elaborate and ornamental 
praying scarf. The reply of Maimonides was 
characteristic of that wise and tolerant sage: 
“As you served God in making it,” he wrote, 
“so serve God in discarding tt, and prevent 
dispute.” There is an important principle 
involved in this advice of the author of the 
“Guide to the Perplexed,” and I should like 
to say a word or two about it. 


UNESSENTIALS 

Too often we find that bitterness and bad 
feeling are’ caused by people quarrelling over 
things that really do not matter. People stand 
up for what they call their “rights,” when 
really they would be no worse off if they made 
some small concession and perhaps thereby 
appeased an irate neighbour or an angry 
relative. Peace and friendship are worth 
retaining at some sacrifice. They are treasures 
for which even a good price should be paid. 
To keep a great thing one may well surrender 
little’ things.” What we call our “rights” are 
often not rights at all, but only our whims, 
our fads, our hobbies. Sometimes our fads 
disturb other people, affect their happiness, 
their comfort, their peace of mind. Let us 
give them up without a murmur if that prove 
to be the case. Let us even give them up if 
they seem to come up against people's 
prejudices. If we examine the matter 


philosophically we shall find in nine cases out 


of ten that our sacrifice is not really very 
great, whereas we secure the goodwill of those 
we appease, and that is a victory worth 
winning. You know the story of the travellers 
who met in a narrow road and who came to 
blows because neither would turn aside to let 
the other pass. Was it worth while? 


THe PLace To STAND 


Often we will not give way because we are 
too proud. We stand on our dignity. We may 
have wronged someone, insulted someone. We 
can make things right by a word of apology, 
a polite expression of regret. But we will not 
“lower” ourselves to say the little word that 
will restore peace and harmony. Believe me, 
there is no more perilous foothold on which to 
stand than one’s dignity. There is a world of 
truth in the old adage that pride goeth before 
a fall. 
and serve God in discarding it and using a 
plain one. We may feel that we are entirely 
in the right and that it is the other man who 
is mistaken.’ Never mind. We may have 
embroidered our talith from thoroughly praise- 
worthy motives, from truly religious motives. 
We may have been quite disinterested and 
unselfish. Maimonides, nevertheless, was 
right: “As you served God in making it, so 
serve God in discarding it and prevent dispute.” 
Life is too short to let a piece of embroidery 
make us an enemy. It is not worth while. 


ESSSENTIALS 


All this does not mean that we should 
surrender our innermost convictions, that we 
should give up our principles for the sake of 
appeasing the wrath of someone who does not 
share them. We must learn to discriminate 
between essentials and non-essentials, between 
the things that are vital and those that are of 
small account. On essentials we should be 
firm as a rock, as unyielding as granite. On 
non-essentials we may be pliable, especially 
if we can make for peace and concord thereby. 
We must always be ready to make these little 
adjustments to accommodate the views of our 
friends. “A man, sir,” said Dr. Johnson, 
“should Keep his friendships in constant 
repair.”
